author,  nit.,  and  Mr.  W.  Duncan  shows  the  influence  of 
alkaline  sulphates  in  "salting  out"  quinine  sulphate  from 
solutions  (p.  501). 

The  Most  Important  price-alteration  this  week  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  20.s\  per  ton  in  bicarbonate  of  soda,  which  comes  into 
force  on  April  1.  Most  spices  aro  dearer  as  tho  result  of  tho 
U.S.A.  tariff,  considerable  quantities  (especially  pepper) 
having  been  sold.  Cod-liver  oil,  after  being  easier,  closes 
firmer.  Copper  sulphate  is  easier  and  nitrato  of  soda  and 
ammonia  sulphate  are  firmer  (p.  506).

Reports. 

THE  exercises  in  practical  chemistry  announced  in  our 
issue  of  February  20  have  brought  forth  a  highly 
gratifying  response  from  students,  no  fewer  than  thirty- 
one  reports  having  been  sent  in  for  examination,  and  many 
of  these  being  of  a  very  satisfactory  description.  No 
single  correspondent  succeeded  in  fully  describing  and 
also  in  explaining  every  point  in  connection  with  the  three 
exercises,  and,  indeed,  we  scarcely  expected  that  anyone 
would  do  so.  There  was  no  point  of  anv  consequence, 
however,  which  was  not  referred  to  and  dealt  with  more  or 
less  fully  by  at  least  one  correspondent,  and  the  majority 
of  the  specially  important  points  were  mentioned  and 
elucidated  by  a  number  of  students.  Some  of  the  reports 
received  were  models  of  concise  and  orderly  arrangement, 
every  item  being  dealt  with  in  a  systematic  scheme  based 
minutely  on  the  printed  instructions  for  carrying  out  the 
exercises,  but  other  reports  were  drawn  up  in  too  vague 
a  manner,  without  much  attempt  at  systematic  arrange- 
ment, and  in  a  few  cases  it  was  very  difficult  to  estimate 
with  accuracy  the  value  of  these. 

In  the  following  notes  we  do  not  attempt  to  deal  ex- 
haustively with  the  exercises,  but  merely  refer  to  certain 
matters  which  appear  to  be  most  worthy  of  mention. 

Exercise  I. — The  green  precipitate  produced  on  mixing 
the  solutions  of  cupric  sulphate  and  sodium  arsenite  con- 
sisted of  hydrogen  cupric  arsenite,  HCuAsOj  (Scheele's 
green).  The  blue  solution  formed  when  this  precipitate 
was  dissolved  in  sodium-hydroxide  solution  contained 
sodium  cupric  arsenite,  NaCuAsO,.  On  boiling  the  blue 
solution,  or  on  permitting  it  to  stand  for  twenty-four  hours 
or  more,  the  sodium  cupric  arsenite  underwent  decomposi- 
tion with  the  formation  of  sodium  arsenate  and  arsenite  in 
solution  and  the  precipitation  of  red  or  brownish-red 
cuprous  oxide.  A  large  number  of  our  correspondents 
supposed  that  the  interaction  of  the  sodium  hydroxide 
with  the  green  precipitate  of  cupric  arsenite  produced,  at 
first,  sodium  arsenite  and  cupric  hydroxide ;  but  this 
6upposition  did  not  accord  with  the  fact  that  the  green 
precipitate  disappeared,  yielding  a  transparent  solution, 
since  cupric  hydroxide  is  not  soluble  in  solution  of  sodium 
hydroxide,  and,  if  it  had  been  formed,  would  have  re- 
mained undissolved. 

Exercise  II. — When  the  solution  of  zinc  sulphate  was 
mixed  with  excess  of  the  solution  of  sodium  carbonate  a 
white  precipitate  of  zinc  hydroxycarbonate  was  produced. 
This  was  easily  and  completely  dissolved,  on  the  addition 
of  sodium  hydroxide,  with  formation  of  a  colourless  solu- 
tion which  contained  sodium  carbonate  and  zincate.  The 
addition  of  hydrogen  sulphide  to  this  solution  produced  a 
white  precipitate  of  zinc  sulphide. 

The  chief  bearings  of  these  facts  on  qualitative  analysis 
are  : 

1.  That  certain  zinc  salts  which  are  insoluble  in  water 
(and  of  which  zino  carbonate  is  an  example)  are  soluble, 
with  decomposition,  in  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide;  but 

2.  That  zinc  sulphide  is  exceptional  in  this  respect ;  and 
therefore 

3.  That  when  sodium  hydroxide  is  employed  instead  of 
sodium  carbonate  (as  it  is,  with  advantage,  in  a  few  quite 
special  cases)  for  the  preparation  of  a  solution  to  be  tested 
for  acid  radicals,  the  solution  obtained  may  contain  zinc, 
as  sodium  zincate,  if  the  original  substance  contained  cer- 
tain salts  of  zinc  (but  not  if  it  contained  zinc  as  sulphide 
only).    The  possible  presence  of  zinc  in  such  a  solution 


must  be  borne  in  mind  in  observing  and  interpreting  the 
reactions  which  the  solution  may  exhibit  when  tested  for 
the  various  acid  radicals. 

Several  students  represented  carbonic  anhydride  as  being 
liberated  when  the  zinc  hydroxycarbonate  was  decomposed 
by  sodium  hydroxide,  overlooking  the  fact  that  this  gas 
could  not  escape  from  a  solution  containing  a  large  excess 
of  caustic  alkali. 

Exercise  III. — When  the  solution  of  tartarated  antimony 
was  mixed  with  excess  of  sodium  carbonate  no  immediate 
change  was  observable  in  the  cold,  but  on  boiling,  a  pre- 
cipitate of  antimonious  oxide  was  produced,  while  carbonic 
anhydride  was  evolved.  After  removing  the  precipitate 
by  filtration,  and  acidifying  the  filtrate  with  hydrochloric 
acid,  visible  evolution  of  carbonic  anhydride  took  place, 
due  to  the  decomposition  of  the  excess  of  sodium  carbonate 
— a  phenomenon  overlooked,  or  at  least  unreported,  by  a 
large  proportion  of  our  correspondents.  Hydrogen  sulphide 
produced  in  the  acid  solution  an  orange  precipitate  of 
antimonious  sulphide. 

The  chief  bearing  on  qualitative  analysis  of  the  facts 
just  stated  is  that  in  preparing  a  solution  to  be  tested  for 
acid  radicals,  by  boiling  a  substance  with  water  and  excess 
of  sodium  carbonate  and  filtering,  if  the  substance  con- 
tains tartarated  antimony  the  sodium-carbonate  extract  will 
contain  some  antimony  in  solution.  As  the  presence  of 
antimony  in  such  a  solution  would  introduce  some  com- 
plications into  the  systematic  examination  of  the  solution 
on  the  addition  of  certain  reagents,  it  is  desirable  to  remove 
the  antimony  by  precipitation  with  hydrogen  sulphide 
(after  acidifying  with  hydrochloric  acid)  before  starting 
upon  this  examination.  Very  few  correspondents  made  any 
reference  to  this  important  point.

To  Correspondents. 

H.  Brindle. — The  precipitate  produced  by  hydrogen  sul- 
phide in  Exercise  III.  consisted  of  antimonious  sulphide, 
SbiSj,  not  of  antimonic  sulphide. 

Rene  Nost. — The  equation  you  give  for  the  oxidation  of 
the  arsenite  in  Exercise  I.  is  substantially  correct:  there  is 
not  enough  oxygen  available  to  convert  the  whole  of  the 
arsenite  into  arsenate. 

Adac  and  Carnotier. — There  is  no  ground  for  assuming  that 
cupric  oxide  is  an  intermediate  stage  in  the^  production  of 
cuprous  oxide  from  the  dissolved  sodium  cupric  arsenite. 
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Jelloid. — Wo  do  not  know  (but  should  like  to  know)  whero 
you  read  tho  direction  regarding  t ho  separation  of  zinc  and 
manganous  hydroxides:  "It  is  important  that  tho  KOH 
usod  should  bo  free  from  carbonate."  This  seems  to  us  to  l>o 
quite  unnecessary  (oven  if  it  were  attainable);  and  that  it  is 
unneoe.-sary  appears  to  be  ono  of  the  teachings  of  Kxerciso  II. 
Whether  tho  potassium  hydroxide  is  employed  cold  or  whether 
tho  mixturo  is  boiled  also  seems  to  us  to  Iks  immaterial  so  far 
as  tho  presence  of  carbonate  is  concerned. 

ASTOr.vr. — The  potassium  arsenite  you  prepared  for  Exor- 
ciso  I.  was  as  suitable  as  tho  sodium  arsenito  prescril>ed,  pro- 
vided you  took  care  to  uso  a  quantity  of  it  slightly  in  excess 
of  what  was  required  for  the  whole  of  tho  etipric  sulphate 
employod.  Note  that  KAs02  is  a  mctarsenite,  not  an  ortho- 
arsenito. 

Nixus. — Tho  practice  is  to  remove  the  antimony  from  tho 
sodium-carbonate  extract  l>oforo  testing  for  acid  radicals — 
not  to  remove  the  antimony  from  a  substance  l>ofore  preparing 
a  sodium-carbonate  extract.  On  reflection,  you  will  probably 
be  able  to  think  out  why  this  shoukl  be  so. 

R.  V.  W. — Tho  colour  of  antimonious  sulphide  cannot  bo 
described  correctly  as  yellow:  it  is  orango  or  orange  red. 
Note  that  the  formula  for  tho  precipitated  cupric  arsenite  is 
CuHAsO,. 

C.  G.  Ostler. — You  appear  to  share  tho  not  uncommon 
opinion  among  students  that  Rochello  salt  is  sparingly 
solublo  in  water  and  can  readily  be  precipitated  from  aqueous 
solutions,  whereas  it  is  a  readily  solublo  salt,  dissolving  in 
about  li  times  its  own  weight  of  water  at  tho  ordinary  tem- 
perature. 

A.  F.  M. — Note  that  cupric  oxide,  like  cupric  hydroxide,  is 
insoluble  in  solutions  of  sodium  and  of  potassium  hydroxides. 

Beaker. — You  have  only  given  very  incomplete  descriptions 
of  the  phenomena  observed  in  the  different  exercises.  A  largo 
proportion  of  marks  was  reserved  for  complete  and  accurate 
descriptions  of  what  could  bo  seen  in  each  case  when  tho 
instructions  were  strictly  attended  to. 

Bon.lNG-POTNT. — A  special  feature  about  your  report  is  that 
it  is  tho  only  one  in  which  any  extended  notice  is  taken  of 
the  quantities  of  the  various  substances  employed  in  the 
various  exercises,  or  in  which  any  arguments  or  conclusions 
are  based  upon  these  quantities.  In  planning  the  exercises,  tho 
quantities  were  arranged  in  each  case  designedly  and  with  a 
perfectly  definite  object  in  view,  and  not  merely  at  random, 
but  most  of  our  correspondents  have  entirely  overlooked  this 
aspect  of  the  exercises. 

E.  R.  Frt  and  C.  F.  Packham. — The  green  precipitate 
produced  in  Exercise  I.  was  cupric  hydrogen  arsenite — not 
cuprous  hydrogen  arsenite. 

Thermostat. — Your  observation  that  the  sodium  arsenite 
used  in  Exercise  I.  was  not  sufficient  to  precipitate  the  whole 
of  tho  copper  is  not  in  accordance  with  our  experience. 
Perhaps  the  sc-dium  arsenite  you  used  contained  some  caustic 
alkali.    Your  report  has  gained  a  high  place  in  the  list. 

TnE  Tournament. 
Some  changes  in  the  order  of  the  competitors  occupying 
the  higher  places  in  the  tournament-list  have  been  intro- 
duced by  the  inclusion  of  this  month's  results.  We  append 
the  aggregate  scores  of  the  eight  students  who  have  gained 
the  highest  totals  in  the  five  exercises  to  date.  With  the 
end  almost  in  sight,  there  is  need  for  a  strong  effort  from 
those  at  the  top  to  maintain,  as  well  as  an  incentive  to 
those  lower  down  to  endeavour  to  improve,  their  positions.

Lead  Pills. — In  reference  to  the  inquest  at  Sheffield  on 
March  16  (p.  500)  on  a  woman  who  died  in  consequence  of 
taking  "lead  pills"  for  procuring  abortion,  the  "Medical 
Press"  for  March  24,  in  a  commentary,  states  that  "it  is 
shocking  to  think  that  this  criminal  and  highly  dangerous 
trade  can  bo  carried  on,  and,  considering  all  the  attendant 
circumstances,  it  seems  to  us  {hat  the  Government  would  be 
acting  in  the  public  interest  if  they  made  it  an  offence  to  soli 
or  dispense  lead,  except  by  medical  prescription,  not  to  bo 
repeated  unless  countersigned."  The  evidence  showed  that  a 
number  of  persons,  chieflv  women,  were  retailing  lead 
(diachylon  ?)  pills  in  Sheffield.

Brevities. 

Mr.  Justice  Bray,  of  the  Shorcdilch  County  Court, 
decided  on  March  23  for  the  defendants  in  the  case  of 
Field  v.  Leslies,  Ltd.,  mentioned  in  our  last  issue,  p.  444. 

The  experiments  of  the  Buckinghamshire  County  Council 
on  the  effect  on  the  school  attendance  duo  to  disinfecting  the 
schools,  which  were  referred  to  in  the  C.  &  /).,  October  24, 
1903.  p.  636,  have  been  continued  since  with  similar  good 
results. 

The  "  Daily  Telegraph  "  of  March  20  contained  a  3-inch 
paragraph  about  "  the  complimentary  banquet  which  is  to 
bo  given  by  chemists  generally  throughout  the  country  to 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P.," 
at  tho  Holborn  Restaurant  on  April  1. 

As  a  sequel  to  pouring  liquid  ammonia  over  two  dogs 
that  were  fighting,  Ernest  Clarke,  chemist's  assistant, 
Halifax,  was  on  Tuesday  summoned  at  the  Halifax  Borough 
Court  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.  for  cruelty.  He  admitted  a 
technical  offence,  and  was  fined  3i. ,  and  15?.  6d.  costs. 

Mr.  Henniker  Ileaton,  M.P.,  is  still  sarcastic  about 
the  Tost  Office  regulations.  He  has  a  motion  regarding 
the  ^d.  circular-post,  in  the  course  of  which  he  says  there 
are  only  two  persons  in  the  Post  Office  who  know  what 
can  and  what  cannot  be  sent  by  the  halfpenny  post,  and 
they  disagree  ! 

Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  continuing  their  twenty- 
third  "great  annual  sale"  until  the  end  of  next  week. 
Two  columns  of  cut  prices  in  the  daily  papers  have  created 
a  good  deal  of  talk  among  pharmacists  in  the  North  of 
England,  where  the  T.D.S.  shops  are.  One  writes  from 
Bradford  asking  :  "  What  use  is  it  passing  the  Minor  to 
meet  this?  "  (referring  to  tho  cut  "  cuts  "). 

Two  Bites  of  a  Cherry. 
The  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  is  altering  its  by-laws  in 
such  a  way  that  women  will  be  admitted  as  members  and 
fellows  of  the  College,  and  may  obtain  diplomas  in  dental 
surgery,  but  will  not  be  eligible  as  members  of  the  Council 
or  to  vote  in  any  election,  nor  will  they  be  eligible  as 
examiners.  It  is  understood  that  women  will  not  be  able 
to  enter  for  the  College  examinations  before  next  July. 
International  Exhibitions  Commission. 
The  King  has  appointed  a  Royal  Commission,  of  which 
the  Prince  of  Wales  is  President,  to  assist  tho  Board  of 
Trade  in  the  organisation  of  British  exhibits  at  the  Inter- 
national Exhibitions  at  Brussels  (1910),  and  Rome  and 
Turin  (1911).  The  Earl  of  Lytton  is  Chairman,  and  Sir 
Boverton  Redwood,  E.R.S.E..  represents  chemical  industry 
on  the  Commission.  Mr.  U.  F.  Wintour  has  been  appointed 
Commissioner-General  for  the  Exhibitions  at  Brussels  and 
Turin,  and  Sir  Isidore  Spielmann,  C.M.G.,  Commissioner- 
General  for  the  Art  Exhibition  at  Rome.  Mr.  Wintour 
will  also  act  as  Secretary  to  the  Commission. 

Bondon  Fire  Statistics. 
The  annual  report  of  the  chief  officer  of  the  London 
Fire-brigade  shows  that  of  the  3.238  outbreaks  of  fire 
that  occurred  in  the  Metropolis  during  1908,  nineteen 
started  on  chemists'  premises,  of  which  one  was  serious. 
The  causes  assigned  were  :  Defect  in  flue  (1).  foul  flue  (1), 
curtains  coming  into  contact  with  gas-jet  (2),  from  gas- 
stove  (1),  oil-lamp  overturned  (1),  light  thrown  from 
street  (1),  from  matches  (1),  sparks  from  fire  (1).  over- 
heating of  drying-stove  (1),  and  causes  unknown  (9).  A 
slight  fire  broke  out  at  a  manufacturing  chemist's  works, 
cause  unknown,  while  four  dentists,  six  photographers,  and 
a  disinfectant-factory  suffered  from  fires. 

Poor-law  Notes. 
Mr.  T.  G.  Ashton,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  resigned  his 
appointment  of  dispenser  to  the  Paddington  parish. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Evans,  chemist  and  druggist,  dispenser  to  the 
Liverpool  Guardians,  is  resigning. 

The  Nottingham  Guardians  considered  on  March  16  the 
unanimous  recommendation  of  the  Dispensary  Committee 
to  increase  the  salary  of  Mr.  Frederick  C.  Coates,  tho 
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parish  dispenser,  from  180/.  to  250?.  per  annum  by  .annual 
increments  of  10/.  Although  a  general  tribute  was  paid 
to  Mr.  Coates's  ability,  it  was  contended  that  the  time  was 
inopportune  for  such  a  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  to 
give  one  increment  of  10/.  at  present. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

A  local  medico  Ls  strongly  recommending  cream  in  place 
of  cod-liver  oil  for  pulmonary  troubles.  He  states  that  it 
is  far  pleaeanter,  more  efficacious,  and  quite  as  cheap  as 
cod-liver  oil  of  the  finest  qualities. 

A  New  Street  chemist  has  taken  an  interesting  way  of 
showing  the  public  the  meaning  of  pharmacist.  He  is  dis- 
playing a  neatly  framed  announcement  regarding  the  word 
upon  the  main  entrance-door  of  his  establishment. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Chater,  whcee  photo  was  given  in  the  C.  <fc  D. 
last  week,  was  at  one  time  an  assistant  with  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Bull  Street.  That  was  many 
years  ago,  but  he  does  not  appear  from  his  photo  to  have 
changed  greatly. 

A  novel  form  of  window-show  can  be  seen  in  the  London 
and  North-Western  Arcade,  where  Messrs.  Hedges  have  a 
life-sized  model  of  a  richly  dressed  lady  sealed  which 
mechanically  applies  a  depilatory  by  means  of  a  pencil  tipped 
with  wool.    The  exhibit  is  attracting  crowds. 

The  energetic  Secretary  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  is  determined  to  secure  a  good  audience  for 
Mr.  H.  W.  Jones's  forthcoming  historical  paper  on  the 
B.P.  He  has  sent  out  duplicates  of  a  convincing  notice, 
which  it  is  hoped  will  secure  a  suitable  response. 

Liverpool  Notes. 
The  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  has  recently  issued 
a  circular  letter  to  chemists  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  poisons.  The  Association  has 
engaged  a  solicitor  to  find  out  when  applications  aie  to  be 
made,  and  to  oppose  the  granting  of  licences,  and  chemists 
were  asked  to  fill  up  a  form,  and  send  it  to  the  Secretary, 
with  P.O.  for  one  shilling  towards  legal  expenses.  The 
meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  on  A  (n  il  1 
promises  to  be  one  of  exceptional  interest.  Mr.  Moretoti 
Parry  is  to  read  a  paper  on  "The  Association  and  the 
trade  interests  of  pharmacists."  There  is  at  present  a 
good  deal  of  talk  in  a  quiet  way  about  the  need  in  the 
city  for  an  association  of  the  type  of  the  Edinburgh  Dis 
trict  Chemists'  Trade  Association,  composed  exclusively  of 
registered  retail  pharmacists,  and  dealing  with  trade 
rather  than  s<  ientific  and  technical  matteis.  Whether  Mr. 
Parry  will  touch  upon  these  matters  or  not  has  not  tran 
spired,  but  his  title  is  sufficient  to  cover  them. 

Apprentices'  Examination. 
In  connection  with  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Pharmacists' 
Association,  it  was  decided  some  little  time  ago  to  take  steps 
to  encourage  apprentices  of  the  members  in  their  studies  for 
the  Minor  examination,  and  accordingly  an  elementary 
examination  in  chemistry,  materia  medica,  pharmacy,  dis- 
pensing, and  prescription-reading  was  held  on  Wednesday, 
March  17.  Mr.  J.  Sankey  acted  as  Chairman  of  Examiners, 
and  his  confreres  were  Messrs.  Laurie  (dispensing),  Withers 
(materia  medica),  Mayson  (chemistry),  Boothroyd  (phar- 
macy), and  Bailey  (prescription-reading).  The  results  were 
as  follows  :  Mr.  Humber  (with  Mr.  W.  C.  Taylor,  South 
Shore),  first  prize;  Mr.  Harrop  (with  Mr.  C.  H.  Turver. 
Blackpool),  second  prize;  and  Messrs.  A.  C.  Davies  (with 
Mr.  Huddart,  South  Shore).  J.  Pickup  (with  Mr.  Johnson, 
Blackpool),  special  prizes  given  by  two  of  the  examiners.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  School  of  Photography. — The  Fourth  (French) 
National  Congress  of  Photography,  which  was  recently  held 
at  the  Conservatoire  des  Arts  and  Metiers,  decided  to 
create  a  "  School  of  Photography  and  the  Graphic  Arts." 

Pharmacist's  Diploma  Equal  to  B.Sc.  Degree. — By  a 
recent  Ministerial  Decree  it  has  been  decided  that  phar- 
macists having  the  first-class  diploma  can  compete  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Sciences  without  previously  taking  their 
B.Sc.  diploma. 

Consular  Counsel. — The  French  Consul  at  Odessa 
suggests  that  among  French  articles  of  which  the  imports 
into  Russia  might  be  developed  are  mineral  waters  (table 
and  medicinal),  chemicals  and  pharmaceuticals,  cosmetics, 
perfumes,  and  soaps. 

The  Death  is  announced,  at  the  age  of  seventy -seven 
years,  of  M.  Ferdinand  Comae,  Hon.  President  of  the 
Syndical  Chamber  of  Pharn  acists  of  the  Seine  Department. 
I  also  regret  to  record  the  leath  of  M.  Fonnerat.  formerly 
President  of  the  Paris  Society  cf  Pharmacy  and  successor 
to  Caventou's  pharmacy. 

Students  in  Paris. — According  to  M.  H.  Gauthicr's 
recent  statistics  there  were  16,609  students  in  Paris  last 
year,  2,279  of  these  being  foreigners.  Pharmacy  had  1,001 
students  in  Paris,  of  whom  923  were  male  students  (in- 
cluding twenty-one  foreigners),  and  seventy-eight  were 
female  students  (with  four  foreigners).  It  appears  that 
Turkey  supplied  the  greater  number  of  the  foreign  students. 

International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry. — The 
Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  has  delegated  its  President,  M. 
Patein,  to  represent  it  at  the  International  Congress  of 
Chemistry,  to  be  held  in  London  next  May.  The  French 
branch  of  this  Congress  has  MM.  Schlorsing  and  Troost  as 
Hon.  Presidents  of  the  Organising  Committee,  the  Acting 
President  being  Professor  Armand  Gautier.  For  Subsec- 
tion B  of  Section  VIII.  (pharmaceutical  chemistry)  Pro- 
fessor Bourquelot  is  President,  and  MM.  Leger  and  Patein 
r.re  Vice-Presidents.  The  following  gentlemen,  professors 
at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  have  been  named  Vice- 
Presidents  of  the  sections  indicated — viz.,  M.  Moureu  for 
organic  chemistry,  and  M.  Lebeau  for  mineral  chemistry. 

Names  of  Thoroughfares. — Tn  view  of  the  list  of  names 
of  eminent  Englishmen  of  science  recently  submitted  to  the 
London  County  Council  as  suitable  titles  for  metropolitan 
thoroughfares,  it  is  interesting  to  recall  how  extensively  this 
idea  has  been  put  into  practice  in  Paris.  Among  the 
names  thus  immortalised  by  the  Munh  ipal  Council  may  be 
noted  those  of  Bayen.  Berlhollet.  Chaptal.  J.  B.  Dumas, 
Fourcroy.  Gay-Lussac,  Lavoisier.  Farmentier.  Pasteur, 
Raspail.  Robiquet.  Rouelle.  Thenard.  and  Vauquelin.  Out- 
side chemistry  and  pharmacy  Buffon  and  Brown-Sequard, 
Claude-Bernard  and  Cuvier,  Guy-Pat  in  and  Geoff  roy  St  . 
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Hilaire,  Larrey  and  Laeepede  may  be  noted.  Nor  are 
eminent  foreigners  forgotten — Berzelius,  Cavendish,  Cels, 
Davy,  Faraday,  and  Priestley  have  each  their  "rue," 
English  chemists  thus  being  fairly  well  represented. 


South  African  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Basutoland. 

Indiscriminate  Medicine-vending. — The  chief  medical 
officer  of  Basutoland,  in  his  report  for  1907-1908,  states  that 
urgent  need  exists  for  a  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act  to 
restrict  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  medicines.  The  European 
holders  of  trading  licences  not  only  sell  patent  medicines, 
but  diagnose  and  treat  cases  of  serious  illness.  The  report 
states  that  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  trace  disastrous  conse- 
quences from  such  proceedings,  which  at  present  are  not 
checked  owing  to  the  absence  of  any  law. 

Cape  Colony. 

Kimberley. — Business  still  remains  quiet.  Rain  is 
plentiful  and  the  Vaal  River  is  in  flood,  but  the  country 
looks  very  well. 

Northern  District  Chemists'  Association. — At  the 
meeting  of  the  N.D.C.A.  at  Kimberley  on  February  18,  a 
list  of  suggestions  for  amending  the  Medicine-stamp  Act 
was  drawn  up,  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

January  Imports  and  Extorts. — The  imports  of  medicinal 
preparations  in  Cape  Colony  during  January  were  valued 
at  3.735Z. ,  against  5,225?.  in  1908.  Drugs,  chemicals,  and 
dyestuffs  were  imported  to  the  value  of  17.211Z. ,  against 
20,222/.  in  1908;  oilmen's  stores,  5,881/.,  against  8,364/. 
January  exports  included  50,073  lb.  aloes  (436/.),  against 
47.989  lb.  (452/.)  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1908. 

A  Manganese  Discovery. — A  rich  deposit  of  man- 
ganese ore,  stated  to  be  1.C00  acres  in  extent,  is  reported 
to  have  been  found  on  the  slopes  of  Devil's  Peak,  at  the 
back  of  Cape  Town.  About  120  tons  of  ore,  some  of  which 
is  of  exceptional  quality,  has  already  been  dug  out.  Mr. 
H.  Evans  (of  Petersen  &  Co..  Ltd.)  is  satisfied  that  an 
extensive  deposit  of  good-quality  ore  exists.  However, 
previous  manganese-mining  ventures  in  the  vicinity  of 
Table  Mountain  have  failed. 

Transvaal. 

Perry  Davis's  Pain-killer. —  Under  proclamation  in 
the  Government  Gazette  of  the  Transvaal,  dated  Feb- 
ruary 19.  the  proprietary  remedy  known  as  "  Perry  Davis's 
Pain-killer"  has  been  included  under  the  definition  of 
"intoxicating  liquor,"  as  laid  down  in  Section  3  of  the 
Liquor  Licensing  Ordinance,  1902. 

Patent  and  Dutch  Medicines. — Consequent  upon  the 
controversy  in  the  Johannesburg  Press  concerning  the 
action  of  the  Law  Department  of  the  Government  in 
issuing  instructions  to  magistrates  as  to  not  granting 
licences  to  general  dealers  for  the  sale  of  certain  specified 
patent  and  Dutch  medicines,  containing  poisons,  wherever 
there  is  a  chemist  to  satisfy  local  requirements  (C.  <£■  D., 
March  13,  p.  395),  our  Pretoria  correspondent  has  inter- 
viewed the  Chief  Law  Adviser  to  the  Crown  and  has 
obtained  conclusive  information  on  the  subject  as  follows  : 

No  instructions  have  been  issued  restricting  the  issue  of 
certificates,  under  Section  5  of  the  Transvaal  Medical.  Den- 
tal, and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  No.  18  (1905),  by  a  magistrate 
empowering  the  general  dealer  to  sell  poisons  for  mining, 
agricultural,  or  industrial  purposes,  and  poisons  for  the 
destruction  of  vermin,  wild  animals,  treatment  of  sheep- 
scab,  etc. 

The  instructions  issued  refer  to  the  certificate  under  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  above  Ordinance,  which  enables  the  holder  of 
a  general-dealer's  licence  to  sell  certain  specified  patent  and 
Dutch  medicines,  containing  poisons,  regard  in  sr  which 
magistrates  are  instructed  to  issue  these  certificates  only 
when  there  is  no  chemist  within  a  reasonable  distance. 

In  other  words,  the  Magistrate  will  use  his  discretion 


concerning  certificates  for  the  sale  of  popular  remedies  con- 
taining poisons.  General  dealers  who  will  in  future  be 
debarred  from  trading  in  these  preparations  will  be 
allowed  ample  time  for  the  disposal  of  their  stocks.  The 
contention  of  Mr.  Cruickshank  (C.  &  D.,  March  13,  p.  395) 
that  many  well-known  remedies  (including  eucalyptus  oil, 
Vinolia  preparations,  vaseline,  etc.)  may  no  longer  be  sold 
by  the  general  dealer  is  thus  far  from  being  correct. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

A  special  and  largely  attended  meeting  of  chemists  under 
the  auspices  of  this  Society  was  held  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  Room, 
Cape  Town,  on  February  25,  to  receive  the  report  of  a  special 
committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  W.  H.  Froembling  (Chair- 
man), W.  E.  Crow,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  G.  R.  Cleghorn,  and 
H.  R.  Peck  (Secretary),  re  the  Stamps  Act,  Mr.  W.  Froembling 
(President.)  in  the  chair.  Among  those  present  were  Messrs. 
F.  P.  Hutchinson  (Paarl),  A.  J.  Rivett,  S.  Adams,  J.  Francis 
(Wynberg),  W.  Tullett,  J.  Patterson,  W.  Harlow,  H.  Evans, 
F.  \V.  Bird,  R.  Allen,  W.  S.  Pollexfen,  E.  Scaife,  and  J.  Dell 
(Secretary). 

The  President,  in  introducing  the  subject,  commented 
severely  on  the  Government,  definitions,  and  stated  that  they 
had  gone  far  beyond  legislation  in  other  centres.  They  felt 
that  if  the  Government  had  availed  themselves  of  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Society  no  such  injustice  would  have  been  per- 
petrated. 

A  letter  was  then  read  from  the  Northern  Districts 
Chemists'  Association,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  Act 
should  be  withdrawn,  or,  failing  that,  certain  amendments 
should  be  adopted.  These  coincided  very  closely  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee,  which  embodied  the 
following  conclusions : 

1.  That  all  medicines  coming  under  the  Stamp  Act  already  pay 
substantial  duties  in  passing  through  the  Customs,  and  in  this 
respect  are  not  on  the  same  footing  as  similar  articles  in  England. 

2.  That  the  operation  of  the  Act  as  interpreted  by  the  Treasury 
is  more  far-reaching  than  Parliament  ever  intended  it  to  be. 

3.  That  the  Act  as  it  stands  includes  a  large  number  of  products 
which  are  exempt  from  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  of  Great  Britain. 

4.  That  it  is  doubtful  if  the  amount  derived  from  the  sale  of 
stamps  will  equal  the  loss  of  revenue  in  the  Customs  Department 
caused  by  decreased  importations,  consequent  on  the  diminished 
sales  due  to  enhanced  charges  to  the  public  necessary  under  tho 
Stamp  Act. 

5.  That,  the  tax  falls  principally  on  the  poor  and  sick,  and  in 
this  respect  the  committee  cannot  but  regard  it  as  an  unfair  and 
cruel  enactment. 

The  committee  proceeded  to  recommend  that  the  Govern- 
ment, be  asked  to  consider  the  extreme  desirability  of  repeal- 
ing the  sections  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  patent  and  proprie- 
tary medicines,  but  if  they  decline  the  committee  urged  that 
the  strongest  possible  representations  be  made  as  to  the  neces- 
sity of  amending  the  Act  in  the  following  particulars: 

(a)  That  the  existing  definitions  in  Section  8  be  amended  by 
tho  addition  of  the  following  proviso  :  "  That  nothing  in  these 
definitions  shall  be  held  to  include  any  preparation  the  composition 
of  which  is  known,  admitted,  or  approved." 

(ft)  That  the  definition  of  the  word  "Medicine"  should  be 
clearly  stated  in  the  Act. 

(c)  That  the  Act  shall  not  operate  on  medicines  designed  for  use 
on  animals. 

(il)  That  the  Act  shall  not.  affect  toilet  articles  and  foods. 

(c)  That  the  expression  "  Exposed  for  sale  "  be  omitted,  and  that 
the  stamping  of  any  article  shall  only  apply  to  an  actual  retail  sale. 

(/)  That  the  amount  of  the  stamp  duty  be  revised  and  that  a 
charge  of  one  penny  in  the  shilling  or  part  of  a  shilling  be  levied 
in  lieu  of  the  existing  scale  of  charges. 

(g)  That  in  the  cancellation  of  the  stamp  the  dating  be  omitted. 

Finally  the  committee  recommend  that  the  opinion  of  every 
member  of  the  Society  and  every  registered  chemist  in  Capo 
Colony  be  taken  as  speedily  as  possible  on  their  report,  in  the 
form  of  a  referendum  embodying  the  following  questions: 

1.  Are  vou  in  favour  of  a  repeal  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  in  its 
entirety? 

2.  Are  3  on  in  favour  of  the  amendments  to  the  Stamp  Act  specified 
in  the  attached  report,  if  a  complete  repeal  is  unattainable? 

3.  If  not  favourable  to  anv  of  the  amendments,  please  give 
your  opinion  on  those  with  which  you  do  not  agree. 

The  President  said,  after  this  report  had  been  read,  that  he 
did  not  wish  it  to  be  in  any  way  understood  that  they  were 
attacking  the  Government,  of  which  he  was  a  supporter,  but 
only  asking  that  chemists  generally  should  be  more  fairly 
treated.  Mr.  Crow  spoke  vigorously  in  support  of  the  com- 
mittee's recommendation,  and  stated  that  in  this  legislation 
the  Cape  stands  alone  among  the  States  of  South  Africa. 
Messrs.  F.  C  Mathew,  H.  Evans,  J.  Hall,  F.  P.  Hutchinson, 
and  J.  Clayton  Smith  also  took  part  in  the  debate,  all  prais- 
ing the  work  of  the  committee,  though  differing  from  them 
on  certain  details.  Mr.  J.  Sowden  considered  that  it  would 
be  madness  to  ask  the  Treasury  to  take  off  the  duties  alto- 
gether, but  he  was  entirely  with  the  committee  in  trying  to 
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secure  a  workable  Act.  The  Government  wanted  the  money, 
and  it  was  useless  to  ask  them  to  forgo  it.  Mr.  II.  R.  I'eck 
had  no  objection  to  the  Government  getting  revenue,  but 
objected  to  it  being  got  in  an  unjust  manner.  The  intention 
was  to  get  at  quack  medicines,  and  the  Government  should 
not  have,  tried  to  go  further.  Mr.  Crow  thought  that  the  best 
course  was  to  put  the  report  before  all  the  chemists  of  the 
Colony,  so  that  their  views  might  bo  ascertained.  Mr.  A.  J. 
Rivett  thought  that  the  first  part  should  l>c  omitted,  as  it  was 
quite  unlikely  that  the  Government  would  withdraw  the  Act. 
Air.  Sowden  wanted  a  minority  report  sent  with  the  com- 
mittee's report,  to  show  that  the  meeting  did  not  unanimously 
favour  it.  Mr.  J.  Clayton  Smith  moved  as  an  amendment: 
Thnt  the  chemists  of  the  Colony  be  asked  to  specify  their  ngren- 

ment  with  the  specific  clauses,  or  alternatively  to  express  nu 

opinion  on  those  with  which  they  did  not  agree. 

This  was  accepted  by  the  committee,  and  by  a  unanimous 
vote  it  was  decided  to  submit  the  amended  report  to  every 
chemist  in  the  Colony. 


Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  at  Johannesburg  on  February  19 
Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  M.L.A.  (President),  occupied  the  chair, 
the  others  present  being  Dr.  J.  van  Niekerk,  Messrs.  J.  H. 
Dinwoodie,  R.  Butters,  J.  R.  Jones,  C.  Keir,  and  the 
Secretary. 

The  Opicm  Ordinance. — Arthur  ITenry  Jones,  chemist  and 
druggist,  appeared  on  a  charge  of  having  contravened  the 
Opium  Ordinance.  He  admitted  tho  facts  of  the  conviction 
in  the  Magistrates'  Court,  Johannesburg,  and  expressed 
regret,  trusting  the  Board  would  treat  him  leniently.  The 
case  having  been  considered,  the  President  announced  that 
tho  Board  had  found  that  tho  accused  had  been  guilty  of 
grossly  improper  conduct  and  had  decided  that  ho  be'seveVely 
reprimanded  and  cautioned.  This  was  the  second  ease  within 
a  very  short  period,  and  the  Board  was  determined  to  use 
every  means  in  its  power  to  put  an  end  to  the  practices  com- 
plained of;  If  the  reprimand  administered  failed  to  exert  a 
deterring  influence,  it  would  be  necessary  to  adopt  other  and 
more  extreme  measures. 

General  Dealers'  Licences. — The  Assistant  Colonial  Secre- 
tary wrote  stating  that  all  resident  magistrates  had  been 
notified  to  see  that  the  instructions  regarding  the  granting 
of  licences  to  general  dealers,  for  the  sale  of  certain  patent 
and  Dutch  medicines  containing  poisons,  were  strictly  com- 
plied with  (see  also  p.  480  under  "Transvaal"). 

The  Register.— Mr.  F.  T.  S.  Jennings,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Transvaal,  was  placed  on  tho  register.  An  application 
was  received  from  Mr.  T.  Hannah  for  registration  in  virtue 
of  holding  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board  qualification.  It  was 
decided  to  inform  the  applicant  that  in  the  absence  of  a 
reciprocal  recognition  of  certificates  between  the  Natal  and 
Transvaal  Boards  he  could  only  effect  registration  by  passing 
the  examination  of  tho  latter." 


American  Notes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

No  Drug-store  Combine. — The  William  B.  Riker  &  Son 
Co.  and  Hegeman  &  Co.,  large  pharmacy  companies  in  New 
York  City,  have  frequently  been  reported  during  recent 
months  to  be  contemplating  a  merging  of  interests.  This 
has  now  been  officially  denied. 

Formulae  Declaration. — Every  Session  there  are  intro- 
duced into  a  considerable  number  of  the  State  Legislatures 
Bills  which  provide  that  patent  medicines  must  bear  their 
formula?  upon  the  label.  This  year  is  no  exception  to  the 
rule,  and  there  are  at  least  six  or  seven  Bills  of  this  kind 
pending.  The  patent-medicine  manufacturers  usually  have 
no  difficulty  in  staving  off  measures  of  this  character. 

The  Phenacetix  Controversy  has  been  renewed,  says 
the  "  American  Druggist,"  by  the  Farbenfabriken  of 
Elberfeld  Co.  in  conjunction  with  the  Monsanto  Chemical 
Co.,  of  St.  Louie.  These  companies  have  asked  for  a 
rehearing  of  their  case  before  the  three  secretaries  who  are 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
The  pointat  issue  is  whetheracetphenetidineshallbemarked 
in  inter-State  trade  as  a  "  derivative"  of  acetanilide. 

New  York  Pharmacy  Bills. — Reference  has  been  made 
in  this  column  to  the  plan  of  Governor  Huahes,  in  New  York 
State,  of  abolishing  the  present  system  of  having  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  elected  by  chemists  themselves,  and  instead 
to  have  it  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Two  Bills  with  this 
purpose  in  view  have  been  introduced  into  the  State  Legisla- 


ture— one  representing  the  Governor's  views  and  the  other 
containing  more  specifically  what  the  chemists  of  the  State 
consider  a  fair  compromise. 

The  Use  of  Preservatives. — Now  that  the  Federal 
Government  has  decided,  on  the  advice  of  the  Referee 
Hoard  of  Consulting  Experts,  to  permit  the  use  of  sodium 
benzoate  as  a  preservative  in  foods  in  quantities  not  greater 
than  i  of  1  per  cent.,  more  or  loss  confusion  has  arisen 
because  some  of  the  State  Governments  have  barred  the  use 
of  preservatives  altogether.  This  is  one  of  the  defects  of 
the  U.S.  form  of  government — namely,  that  tho  Federal 
and  State  authorities  may  take  different  altitudes  and  cause 
manufacturers  considerable  embarrassment  in  inter  State 
commerce. 

Tariff  Effects. — According  to  the  "  Liverpool  Post " 
an  eminent  English  chemist  has  just  received  a  remarkable 
illustration  of  the  stringency  of  the  American  tariff  regula- 
tions. He  desired  to  present  a  silver  cup  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  a  great  American  city,  in  recognition 
of  the  brotherly  ties  existing  between  members  of  the 
samo  calling  in  both  countries.  He  was  faced,  however, 
with  a  demand  from  the  officials  of  the  United  States  Cus- 
toms that  he  should  pay  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  45  per 
cent.  Only  medals  and  cups  won  by  Americans  in  inter- 
national competitions  are  exempted  from  this  duty. 

Importing  Opium. — At  the  meeting  in  the  U.S.  Custom 
house  of  the  Conference  of  tho  wholesale  and  importing 
drug-trade  (sec  C.  ,(■  I).,  March  20,  p.  449),  the  suggestions 
agreed  upon  by  those  present  were  that  tho  importation  of 
opium  be  only  made  in  case  lots  of  not  less  than  100  lb., 
as  this  would  tend  to  eliminate  irresponsible  parlies  from 
the  trade.  Also  that  a  minimum  of  50-oz.  and  25-oz. 
packages  be  adopted  for  the  weights  of  morphine  and 
codeine  respectively  ;  that  some  system  of  permits  bo  issued 
to  importers  by  the  Government,  and  that  the  names  of 
importers  be  registered  with  the  Customs  Department.  Tho 
regulations  have  yet  to  be  drafted. 

Labelling  Proprietaries. — The  recent  food  and  drug 
laws  of  the  National  and  State  Governments  provide  that  the 
presence  of  certain  narcotics  and  the  amount  of  alcohol  must 
bo  declared  on  tho  label  of  all  medicaments.  Incidentally 
this  requirement  involves  the  stock  of  patent  medicines 
which  was  on  the  shelves  of  the  retail  chemists  of  the 
country  before  the  laws  wont  into  effect,  and  a  problem  of 
great  practical  importance  is  thus  presented.  Tho  pharma- 
cists of  several  States  are  now  restless  because  the  officials 
have  declared  that  time  enough  has  passed  for  everybody  to 
get  his  stock  labelled  in  conformity  with  the  laws,  and  that 
hereafter  prosecutions  will  be  made  without  fear  or  favour. 
This  means  that  pharmacists  must  go  through  their  stocks 
of  patent  medicines  and  label  them  according  to  the  content 
of  proscribed  ingredients — a  difficult  and  onerous  task.

Pure  Food  Act. — Mr.  Thomas  S.  Loney,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  received  early  in  February  an  invitation  from  the 
Premier's  Department  to  join  the  Advisory  Committee 
provided  for  under  the  Pure  Food  Act,  which  he  has 
accepted. 

Tasmania. 

Reciprocity. — The  Pharmacy  Board  of  Tasmania  has 
adopted  a  regulation,  gazetted  on  February  2,  which  goes 
further  in  regard  to  reciprocity  than  any  other  Australian 
State.    The  regulation  says  : 

The  Board  will  recognise,  under  Sub-section  2  of  Section  21 
of  the  Act.  the  final  examination  certificate  of  every  Phar- 
macy Board  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  and  of  the 
Pharmacv  Boards  of  New  Zealand  and  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope;  but  this  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  modified 
examination. 

New  Zealand  pharmacists  get  their  first  footing  in  the 
Commonwealth  under  this  regulation. 
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India  and  the  East.

Indian  Opium. — The  Indian  Financial  Statement  reveals 
a  heavy  deficit  for  1908  9,  and  estimates  a  small  surplus 
for  1909-10,  notwithstanding  a  prospective  large  decrease 
of  1,468,200/.  in  the  revenue  from  opium.  This  decrease 
is  calculated  on  the  anticipation  of  lower  prices  at  Calcutta 
and  the  accumulation  of  the  duty-paid  article  at  Bombay, 
the  Malwa  growers  having  paid  largely  in  advance  to  secure 
the  right  of  exportation  during  1909-10,  in  view  of  the 
limitation  of  the  total  amount  to  be  exported  in  that  year. 

Aerated  and  Mineral  Waters  in  Ceylon. — The  im- 
ports in  1908  amounted  to  83,253  bottles,  valued  .  at 
Rs.  23,261.  Of  these,  16,323  bottles  came  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  3,950  from  Austria,  23,258  from  France,  33.597 
from  Germany,  2,000  from  Holland,  and  4,092  from 
Switzerland.  Aerated  and  mineral  waters  (produce  of  the 
Colony)  exported  last  year  amounted  to  12,458  bottles, 
valued  at  Rs.  13,758. 

Burmah  Drug  Imports. — The  imports  of  drugs  and  phar- 
maceutical products  into  Burmah  from  July  1907  to  June 
1908  amounted  in  value  to  32,720/.,  as  compared  with 
21,520/.  in  the  previous  twelve  months.  All  articles  coming 
under  this  heading  showed  increased  imports,  with  the 
exception  of  cocaine,  the  arrivals  of  which  were  nil.  It  is 
probable  that  the  den-ease  in  the  imports  of  cocaine  is  more 
apparent  than  real,  as  it  is  supposed  that  a  good  deal  of 
smuggling  is  carried  on.  Drugs  come  almost  entirely  from 
England  and  Germany. 


Japanese  Jottings. 


A  'Hygienic  and  Pharmaceutical  Exhimtion  was 
opened  at  Kure  from  January  5  to  January  10. 

A  Commemoration  Ceremony  is  to  be  held  in  honour  of 
the  completion  of  twenty-five  years'  service  as  Drofessor 
at  the  Tokyo  Medical  University  by  Dr.  Nagayoshi  Nagai. 

Japan  Pharmacists'  Association. — Messrs.  Ninetaro 
Tokushima,  Hiroshi  Osawa.  Takuichi  Soezima,  and  Sojiro 
Furita  have  been  elected  honorary  members  of  this 
Association. 

Examinations. — Forty-five  students  were  registered  as 
pharmacists  in  Japan  recently,  while  from  the  Tokyo 
Military  Medical  College  seventy-nine  military  pharmacists 
(first,  second,  and  third  class)  graduated. 

Japan  Pharmaceutical  Society. — A  general  meeting  of 
this  Society  was  held  in  the  lecture-room  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Department  of  the  Tokyo  University  on  Feb- 
ruary 13.  Drs.  Jokichi  Takamine  and  Yugi  Okada  were 
elected  honorary  members. 

Contraventions  of  the  Pharmacy  Ordinance. — At  the 
Osaka  Prefecture  during  last  year,  three  medical  prac- 
titioners, three  pharmacists,  and  fifteen  druggists  were 
fined  for  contraventions  of  the  pharmacy  ordinance.  In 
the  Gifu  Prefecture  three  hospitals,  nine  pharmacists, 
seventy-seven  druggists,  and  212  medical  men  had  fines 
imposed  for  keeping  drugs  either  adulterated  or  of  a  low 
standard. 

Personal.— Mr.  Koheita  Sakurai,  Professor  of  Pharma- 
ceutics at  the  Kanazawa  Medical  College,  will  be  sent  to 
Europe  during  the  year  by  the  Minister  of  Education  to 
study  European  pharmacy.  Mr.  Yasusaburo  Hirose,  a 
graduate  of  the  Tokyo  University,  left  Kobe  by  the 
Mishima  Manx  on  January  30  for  a  four-years'  training  in 
pharmaceutical  science  under  Dr.  Liebermann  at  the  Berlin 
University. 

Drug  Inspection. — During  last  year  the  medical  in- 
spectors in  the  Hyogo  Prefecture  visited  604  business 
premises,  and  obtained  1.095  samples  of  adulterated  or  low- 
quality  drugs  in  250  of  them.  Fourteen  out  of  thirty-five 
pharmacies  possessed  167  drugs  below  standard,  while  of 
289  druggists  and  260  medical  practitioners  the  wrongdoers 
numbered  77  and  155  respectively,  with  276  and  637  samples 
of  drugs  below  the  standard.  From  twelve  manufacturing 
chemists  visited  one  sample  only  proved  deficient,  and  of 
the  eight  hospitals  three  yielded  twelve  drugs  below 
standard. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Hospital  Contract. — The  Society  for  Providing  Drugs 
and  Appliances  to  Hospitals,  of  which  the  chairman  is  Mr. 
T.  Filo  (Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association 
of  Hungary),  has  held  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs, 
medicinal  preparations,  and  medicated  wines  to  all  the  hos- 
pitals of  Budapest  for  twenty  years.  The  Society  has  a 
very  large  business,  and  employs  twenty  qualified  assistants, 
six  managers,  and  a  manufacturing  chemist. 

Smuggled  Hashish. — The  Cairo  correspondent  of  the 
"  Daily  Mail  "  reports  that  a  large  quantity  of  hashish — a 
drug  the  importation  of  which  into  Egypt  is  prohibited — 
was  6eized  after  being  found,  as  it  is  alleged,  in  the  pos- 
session of  British  soldiers  arriving  by  an  Army  transport. 
Large  quantities  of  the  drug  have  since  been  found,  so  it 
is  declared,  in  British  barracks  at  Cairo  and  Alexandria. 
The  soldiers  appear  to  have  been  made  the  intermediaries 
of  hashish  merchants. 

Advertising  in  Russia. — According  to  the  new  regula- 
tions issued  by  the  Russian  Minister  of  the  Interior,  the 
local  medical  authorities  are  entrusted  with  the  censorship 
of  all  advertisements  and  publications  affecting  the  practice 
of  healing,  dentistry,  and  pharmacy,  the  sale  of  remedies 
and  appliances  to  promote  health,  cosmetics  and  hygienic 
preparations,  health-resorts,  medicinal  and  table  waters. 
Advertisements  that  have  been  passed  by  the  medical 
authorities  may  only  be  published  in  the  papers  appearing 
within  the  limits  of  the  governments  or  territories  under 
their  respective  supervision. 

Hungarian  Pharmacopoeia. — The  third  edition  of  the 
Hungarian  Pharmacopoeia  is  in  preparation,  and  will  appear 
in  June.  The  second  was  published  in  1888  and  a  Supple- 
ment in  1896.  The  first  edition  of  this  Pharmacopoeia  ap- 
peared in  1871,  before  which  time  there  was  used  in  Hun- 
gary the  Pharmacopoeia  Austriaca.  The  third  Hungarian 
Pharmacopoeia  will  not  show  very  great  changes,  except  that 
antiquated  galenical  preparations  have  been  discontinued. 
There  are  also  many  new  preparations  admitted,  such  as 
syrup  of  hypophosphites,  syrup  of  albuminate  of  iron,  and 
acid  aceto-salicylic.  For  chief  titles  the  Latin  names  are 
given,  and  as  secondary  titles  the  Hungarian  equivalents. 
The  descriptions  are  given  in  both  Latin  and  Hungarian. 
As  an  example  of  the  changes  it  may  be  noted  that  the  dis- 
tilled waters  must  now  be  made  with  essential  oils,  and  not, 
as  before,  by  distilling  the  herb.  The  Pharmacopoeia  is 
published  by  the  authority  of  the  Government,  and  has 
therefore  legal  force. 

Drug  and  Food  Analyses  in  Nicaragua. — The  Board 
of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
copy  of  a  contract  entered  into  by  the  Nicaraguan  Govern- 
ment and  a  private  firm  for  the  establishment  of  a  chemical 
laboratory  for  the  analysis  of  imported  foods  and  drugs. 
The  contract,  which  was  entered  into  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  decree  of  April  6,  1908  (which  pro- 
hibits the  importation  of  adulterated  foods  and  drugs), 
stipulated  that  an  office  (to  be  called  the  General  Office 
of  Chemical  Analysis)  was  to  be  established  at  Managua 
within  four  months  of  the  date  of  the  contract  (August  28, 
1908),  to  be  provided  with  a  complete  chemical  laboratory 
and  managed  by  a  competent  chemist.  The  Government 
will  not  allow  entry  through  the  Custom-house  to  imported 
food  products,  mineral  waters,  wines,  beers,  liquors,  drugs, 
patent  medicines,  and  medicaments  in  general,  unless  they 
are  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  General  Office  of 
Chemical  Analysis,  or  unless  such  a  certificate  has  already 
been  sent  to  Custom-houses  in  respect  of  similar  articles. 
The  above  provisions  as  to  certificates  will  come  into  force 
on  April  18,  1909.  The  General  Office  of  Chemical  Analysis 
will  issue  the  respective  certificates  to  manufacturers  and 
their  agents,  and  to  exporters  or  commission  houses,  and 
will  send  a  copy  to  all  Nicaraguan  Custom-houses,  provided 
that  the  interested  parties  previously  send  samples  of  the 
goods  for  analysis  and  pay  certain  fees,  which  are,  for 
patent  medicines,  poisonous  medicaments  and  substances, 
$50  (American  gold),  drugs  and  medicaments  in  general 
$10,  food  preserved  in  tins  $20,  and  analysis  of  substances 
and  articles  not  specified  from  $20  to  $50.

Mr.  Deal  considered  that  the  local  man  should  bo  given  the 
contract  if  he  could  do  justice  to  it,  and  if  there  was  a  reason- 
able discount  allowed  throughout  the  chemists  should  have 
the  contract  in  turn.  Mr.  Rohss  thought  that  this  form  of 
tender  advertised  a  particular  firm.  The  matter  then 
dropped. 
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Legal  Reports. 


Trade  Law. 

Mustard-leaf  or  Fly-blister.— In  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  on  March  18,  the  case  of  Harrison  v.  the  St. 
Cuthbert's  Co-operative  Association,  Ltd.  (see  V.  <k  J)., 
March  13,  p.  398),  was  again  mentioned.  The  pursuer  sousrht 
1.000/.  damages  from  the  defenders,  alleging  that  they  sup- 
plied a  fly-blister  when  a  mustard-leaf  was  asked  for.  The 
case  was  now  taken  out  of  court,  the  pursuer  having  accepted 
the  defenders'  offer  of  50/.  damages  and  expenses. 

Claim  tor  Salary.- In  the  West  London  County  Court  on 
March  22,  Herbert  James  Gay,  chemist's  assistant,  sued  the 
Imperial  Drug  Co..  Ltd..  of  171  Fulham  Road,  for  6/.,  being- 
one  week's  salary  and  3/.  in  lieu  of  a  week's  notice. 
The  defendants  lodged  a  counter-claim  for  10s.,  which  was 
admitted.  The  facts  of  the  case  were  reported  in  the 
('.  &  D.,  March  6,  p.  363.  His  Honour  (Sir  Wm.  Selfe)  now 
gave  judgment  for  the  amount  claimed  payable  forthwith, 
and  costs. 

Sulphur  Black  that  Failed.— Judge  Gent,  of  the  Hud- 
dorsfield  County  Court,  has  given  his  decision  in  the  action 
Braun  v.  Leitch,  in  which  the  plaintiff  sought  to  recover  100/. 
damages  from  Messrs.  John  W.  Leitch  &  Co.,  chemical  manu- 
facturers, Milnsbridge,  for  wrongful  dismissal.  The  plain- 
tiff's case  was  that  he  undertook  (for  25/.  a  month  and 
■commission)  to  make  concentrated  sulphur  black,  but  the 
raw  material  (nitro-chloro-benzol)  supplied  to  him  and  the 
apparatus  were  defective,  which  prevented  him  turning  out 
the  stipulated  quantity  of  three  to  four  tons  a  week.  To  this 
the  defendants  replied  that  the  plaintiff  approved  of  the 
plant  before  entering  into  the  contract,  and  never  complained 
of  it  or  the  nitro-chloro-benzol  until  months  afterwards. 
Alterations  were  made  in  the  plant  and  nitro-chloro-benzol 
obtained  from  Germany  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff;  but 
.still  he  failed  to  make  the  black  in  adequate  quality  or  quan- 
tity, and  admitted  he  could  not  make  it.  He  made  200/. 
worth  at  a  cost  of  800/.  in  eight  months.  His  Honour  gave 
a  verdict  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Saccharin  Patents. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  March  19,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Eve,  the  case  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.  v.  the 
National  Saccharin  Co..  Ltd.,  came  up  for  hearing  by 
way  of  a  motion  by  the  plaintiffs  to  restrain  the  defendants 
from  using  certain  patents  which  the  Saccharin  Corpora- 
tion had  sued  upon,  or  from  dealing  with  certain  packages 
of  saccharin  now  at  Hull,  which  they  alleged  were  infringe- 
ments of  their  patents. 

Mr.  Colefax,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiff  company, 
said  that  the  patents  in  question  referred  principally  to  the 
purification  stage  of  the  manufacture  of  saccharin,  and 
at  the  present  moment  there  was  a  consignment  in  bond  in 
this  country  of  eight  cases  of  saccharin,  each  of  50  kilos. 
When  he  mentioned  to  his  Lordship  that  there  was  a  profit 
of  something  like  1/.  a  pound  on  saccharin,  his  Lordship 
would  see  how  important  a  matter  it  was  that  the  defen- 
dants should  be  restrained  from  dealing  with  it.  The  great 
danger  was  that  it  should  get  into  circulation. 

Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C.,  said  that  he  wanted  a  little  time, 
as  he  had  had  no  real  opportunity  of  going  into  the  matter. 
They  had  only  just  started  the  saccharin  business. 

Mr.  Colefax  said  that  this  company  was  only  formed  on 
March  5,  and  for  anything  they  knew  it  had  no  capital, 
the  nominal  capital  being  only  1.000/.  It  apparently  had 
imported  a  large  quantity  of , saccharin,  and  if  it  was 
going  to  be  in  a  position  to  deal  with  that  before  next 
Friday  it  would  be  a  serious  matter. 

Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C.,  said  he  thought  he  would  be  able 
to  show  sufficient  ground  for  his  case  by  Tuesday.  The 
plaintiff  company  had  held  a  monopoly  for  saccharin  for 
many  years,  and  the  fundamental  patent  for  its  manufacture 
expired  in  1908.  His  clients  were  intending  to.  and  were, 
manufacturing  saccharin  in  accordance  with  that  funda- 
mental patent  under  which  the  plaintiffs  were  suing.  The 
saccharin  was  manufactured  in  Switzerland.  He  thought 
there  was  no  evidence  except  that  of  Dr.  Passmore,  which 
went  to  make  a  prima  facie  ease  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Colefax  said  that  they  had  included  their  patents  in 
the  manufacture. 

Mr.  Justice  Eve  said  he  was  desirous  of  protecting  the 
plaintiffs.    Could  the  defendants  not  give  an  undertaking? 


Mr.  Bousfield.  K.C..  said  that  in  the  absence  of  his  clients 
he  could  not  give  an  undertaking,  but  he  would  have  to 
submit  to  an  order. 

Mr.  Colefax  then  read  affidavits;  which  showed  that  the 
defendant  company  was  registered  on  March  5,  the  signa- 
tories being  James  Hindle,  James  William  Hindle,  and 
David  Gibson  Binnington,  the  first  and  last  named  gentle- 
men being  nominated  directors.  On  March  15,  1909,  eight 
casks  of  saccharin  were  landed  at  Hull  from  Rotterdam, 
and  were  believed  to  have  been  manufactured  in  Germany. 
According  to  the  latest  information  they  had  not  paid  duty 
as  yet.  A  further  affidavit  by  Dr.  Passmore,  after  sotting 
out  that  saccharin  is  a  coal-tar  derivative  550  times  the 
strength  of  sugar,  went  on  to  set  out  that  saccharin  could 
not  be  manufactured  otherwise  than  by  the  processes  and 
patents  which  were  the  property  of  the  plaintiffs.  Under 
those  circumstances  counsel  urged  that  that  in  itself  was 
sufficient  evidence  under  which  to  make  an  order. 

Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C..  said  that  his  clients  were  raising  a 
very  substantial  question.    They  said  that  the  patent  which 
had  given  the  plaintiffs  a  monopoly  for  years  had  lapsed,  , 
and  they  were  going  to  manufacture  according  to  that 
patent,  which  was  common  property. 

His  Lordship  granted  the  order  till  next  Friday 
(March  26). 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  March  23,  Mr.  Justice  Joyce 
had  before  him  the  case  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd., 
!'.  McNicol.     Mr.  Colefax,  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  said' 
this  was  a  motion  for  judgment.     The  defendant  did  not 
appear,  but  he  had  put  in  a  defence  which  was  struck  out. 
The   defendant  had  been   duly  served. — His  Lordship, 
remarked   that   the  order   appeared   rather   wide. — Mr. 
Colefax  did  not  think  so.     The  order  asked  was  exactly  i 
the  same  as  had  been  granted  in  many  cases. — Ultimately 
his  Lordship  granted  the  order. 

The  End  of  the  Bile  Beans  Case. 

There  was  set  down  for  trial  before  the  Lord  President 
of  the  Edinburgh  Court  of  Session  and  a  jury,  on  March  14, 
the  action  by  George  Graham  Davidson,  chemist,  trading 
as  George  Davidson  &  Co.,  14  Queen  Street  and  1  Earl 
Grey  Street,  Edinburgh,  against  C.  E.  Fulford,  Ltd.. 
Greek  Street,  Leeds,  in  which  Davidson  sued  for  10.0007. 
as  damages  for  alleged  slander.  The  action  arose  out  of 
an  unsuccessful  one  raised  by  the  defenders'  predecessors 
in  the  business  against  the  pursuer  for  selling  as  Bile  Beans 
pills  which  were  not  manufactured  by  the  Bile  Beans  Co. 
In  the  present  action  Davidson  complained  of  statements 
which  were  made  against  him  in  the  previous  action,  and 
also  of  statements  which  the  offenders  had  since  caused  to 
be  made  to  his  customers  and  others  with  the  view  to 
getting  them  to  break  their  contracts  with  him.  The  part 
of  the  case  referring  to  the  proceedings  in  the  former  action 
was  disallowed,  but  an  issue  was  adjusted  on  the  state- 
ment caused  to  be  made  by  the  defenders  to  the  effect  that 
the  indemnity  held  by  the  pursuer  was  worthless.  This 
was  the  case  to  go  before  the  jury  at  the  trial  last  week, 
but  on  Saturday.  March  20,  intimation  was  made  in  the 
First  Division  of  the  Court  that  an  extra-judicial  settlement 
of  the  case  had  been  arrived  at  under  which  the  defenders 
have  paid  over  to  the  pursuer  a  sum  of  money  in  name  of 
damages. 

A  Chemist's  Banking  Scheme. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  before  Mr.  Justice  Eve,  on 
March  19,  on  behalf  of  the  Standard  Bank  of  South  Africa, 
Ltd.,  Mr.  Younger,  K.C.,  applied  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  Standard  Bank  Co.,  Ltd..  from  carrying  on 
business  under  its  present  name  or  any  name  not  suf- 
ficiently distinguished  from  the  name  of  the  plaintiffs'  bank. 
The  plaintiff  company  is  an  old-established  one  and  well 
known  while  the  defendant  company  was  registered  early 
this  year,  with  a  nominal  capital  of  1,100/..  for  the  purpose 
of  developing  an  idea  of  banking  originated  by  Mr.  Robert 
Marsden  Graham,  a  pharmacist,  and  after  he  had  got  the 
necessary  people  together  the  capital  was  to  be  increased 
to  500.000/.  The  company  was  registered  as  the  Standard 
Bank  of  England,  but  the  "officials  at  Somerset  House  raised 
an  objection  to  such  a  name  as  that,  and  so  the  name  "  Stan- 
dard Bank  "  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Evans,  on  behalf  of  .Mr.  Graham,  said  that  the 
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plaintiffs'  bank  in  the  first  plat  e  was  never  originally  known 
by  their  present  name  at  all.  and  that  Mr.  Graham  did  nut 
intend  to  carry  on  any  banking  business  either  in  the  City 
or  South  Africa,  but  in  the  West  end.  He  submitted  that 
this  motion  was  quite  premature.  Mr.  Graham  objected 
to  indicate  in  the  title  of  his  bank  what  his  plan  was  till 
a  Later  date,  w  hen  his  scheme  was  matured. 

Mr.  Justice  Eve  :  Why  not  call  it  "Graham's  Standard 
Bank  "  or  the  "  Chemist's  Bank  "  or  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Bank"?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Evans  said  that  no  doubt  his  Lordship's  sugges- 
tions were  valuable,  but  he  pressed  upon  his  Lordship  the 
right  which  Mr.  Graham  had  to  the  title. 

His  Lordship  granted  the  order  asked  for.  In  the 
course  of  his  judgment  he  said  he  was  surprised  that  when 
the  matters  raised  by  the  plaintiffs  were  put  before  Mr. 
Graham  and  bis  advisers  they  did  not  at  once  say  that 
under  the  circumstances  they  would  rearrange  their  title, 
but  they  would  not  drop  the  name.  Mr.  Graham  says 
that  he  proposed  at  a  later  dale  to  invite  the  public  to 
subscribe  500,000/.  for  the  purpose  of  giving  his  idea  a 
chance.  Hit;  Lordship  thought  he  was  not  imposing  any- 
unjust  burden  on  him  by  saying  the  name  ought  to  be 
changed  at  the  very  first  opportunity. 

Mr.  Evans  asked  for  the  injunction  to  be  stayed  for  a 
sufficient  time  to  enable  them  to  change  the  name. 

Mr.  Justice  Eve  :  There  are  only  two  shareholders  ;  why 
can't  you  do  it  this  afternoon  ?  (Laughter.) 

The  injunction  was  ordered  to  be  stayed  for  a  month. 
Mr.  Younger,  K.C.,  saying  that  his  firm  wen?  willing  to 
let  off  the  defendants  in  respect  to  damages  and  costs.

P>efore  the  Brighton  Borough  Bench  on  March  23,  Moss 
Harris,  Norfolk  Square.  Brighton,  was  summoned  under 
Section  3,  at  the  instance  of  the  British  Dental  Association, 
for  using  a  description  implying  that  he  was  a  person 
specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry.  For  the  prosecu- 
tion Barnes  v.  Brown  was  cited,  and  it  was  stated  that 
the  defendant  had  used  in  a  circular  the  words  "  If  over 
thirty  years'  practical  experience  can  do  any  good — don't 
delay,  call  to-day,"  also  under  the  heading  of  "•American 
System,"  the  words,  "Artificial  teeth  of  the  highest 
quality,  on  the  latest  English  and  American  principles, 
painlessly  fitted  by  atmospheric  suction  without  extracting 
stumps."  It  was  intimated  that  the  defendant  was  willing 
to  withdraw  the  circulars,  counsel  for  the  Association  and 
for  him  having  agreed  that  the  summons  would  be  with- 
drawn if  he  paid  5/.  5s.  towards  the  cost  of  the  prosecution. 
The  defendant  had  been  in  practice  before  the  Act.  but  had 
not  registered  at  the  proper  time.  The  Magistrates  con- 
sented to  the  withdrawal  of  the  summons  on  the  agreed 
terras.

He 
was    the    last  link 
that    connected  his 
firm        with  its 
founder,   Mr.  John 
Duncan.    His  father 
was    in    Mr.  Dun- 
can's  service  when 
in  1846  the  firm  opened  its  pharmacy  at  139  Princes  Street, 
under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Newton  and  William  Tait, 
two  partners  newly  assumed.    Mr.  Buchanan  went  there 
as  the  first  apprentice.    He  served  an  apprenticeship  of 
•five  years,  then  continued  as  assistant  until  1865.    In  that 
year  another  of  the  partners,  Mr.  David  Hunter,  died, 
and  Mr.  Buchanan  was  assumed  a  partner  along  with  the 
"late  Mr.  John  Simpson.    He  then  went  to  the  North 
Bridge  Pharmacy,  and  there  he  continued,  except  for  a 
few  months  in  1896  when  he  went  back  to  Princes  Street, 
juntil  his  retirement  at  the  end  of  1904.    Mr.  James  L. 
Ewing  was  associated  with  hrm  in  the  management  of  the 
North  Bridge  Pharmacy  from  the  beginning  of  1877  to 
1898,  when  Mr.  Ewing  went  to  the  manufacturing  and 
wholesale  establishment  in  South  Canoncrate.  and  Mr. 
Andrew  Hunter,  son  of  the  late  Mr.  David  Hunter,  took 
his  place.    The  North  Bridge  Pharmacy  has  always  been 
regarded  as  a  pharmaceutical  Mecca  for  Scots  chemists' 
assistants,  and  hundreds  of  young  men  thus  came  under 
■the  influence  of  Mr.  Buchanan's  keen  eye.  and  were  the 
better  for  the  vigorous  training  in  pharmaceutical  methods 
which  he  was  well  able  to  impart.    He  had  passed  the  Major 
examination  in  1864,  and  a  few  years  later  was  appointed 


a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland,  on 
which  he  remained  until  the  end  of  1077.  when  he  retired, 
and  the  late  Mr.  John  Holland.  F.L.S.,  Kilmarnock,  took 
his  seat  at  the  Hoard.  Mr.  Buchanan  was  a  good  botanist, 
and  it  was  in  that  subject  that  he  examined — most  effi- 
ciently. His  love  for  botany  was  equalled  by  his  passion 
for  horticulture.  While  still  a  comparatively  young  man 
his  namo  was  known  throughout  the  British  Isles  as  a 
successful  cultivator  of  orchids,  and  his  garden  and  green- 
houses were  visited  by  horticulturists  from  all  parts  of  the 
world.  Apart  from  his  work  as  an  examiner  and,  for  a 
short  time,  as  a  member  of  the  old  Council  of  the  North 
British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr. 
Buchanan  took  no  public  part  in  pharmaceutical  affairs; 
but  he  was  keenly  interested,  nevertheless,  and  for  many 
years  his  advice  and  counsel  was  sought  by  pharmaceutical 
leaders  in  Edinburgh.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Edin- 
burgh Merchant  Company,  served  as  Assistant  for  three 
years,  was  also  a  Governor  of  the  Merchant  Maiden  Hos- 
pital for  another  three  years,  and  always  took  a  keen 
interest  in  the  Company's  affairs  and  schools.  He  was 
one  of  the  kindliest  of  men — benevolent,  sympathetic,  warm- 
hearted— and  with  all  that  had  the  not  uncommon  Scots 
characteristic  of  a  rugged  exterior  and  forcible  expression. 
He  had  a  splendid  physique,  and  never  looked  his  years, 
as  our  portrait  shows.  Mr.  Buchanan  is  survived  by 
his  widow,  two  sons,  and  six  daughters.  Neither  of  the 
sons  is  following  pharmacy.  The  funeral  took  place  at 
the  Grange  Cemetery  m\  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  tho 
firm  were  represented  by  Messrs.  Noble.  Ewing.  Inglis 
Clark,  D.Sc,  ami  A.  Hunter  (Mr.  Dick  is  at  present  in 
the  South  of  France).  Mr.  1>.  11.  Dott  represented  tho 
Board  of  Examiners  in  Scotland,  and  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill 
represented  the  North  British  Branch.  A  considerable 
number  of  pharmacists  from  Edinburgh  and  the  country 
were  also  present .

Son,  chemists'  printers,  59  Ashmore  Road,  London,  W., 
aged  thirty-five. 

Staten  Island,  U.S.A.,  on 
March  9,  Mr.  Bradhurst  Schieffelin.  aged  eighty-four. 
Mr.  Schieffelin  was  the  grandson  of  Jacob  Schieffelin, 
founder  of  the  well-known  New  York  drug-house  which 
bears  his  name. 

Sillitoe. — At  Prestwick.  Manchester,  on  March  4,  Mr. 
Frederick  Sampson  Sillitoe.  chemist  and  druggist,  aged 
sixty-one. 

Thomson. — At   Cardiff,  on  February  19.  Mr.  James 
Hood  Thomson,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  fifty-seven. 
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Westminster  Wisdom. 

A  weekly  record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 
Mr.  Idris. 

Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  resumed  his  Parlamentary 
duties  on  Monday,  and  received  many  congratulations  from 
his  colleagues  on  the  improved  state  of  his  health. 

Proposed  Shop  Hours  Bill. 
The  Home  Secretary  has  conveyed  an  intimation  to  Mr. 
T.  Summerbell,  M.P.  (Sunderland,  Lab.)  that  the-  recom- 
mendations of  the  Joint  Select  Committee  on  Sunday  Trad- 
ing of  1906  are  engaging  his  consideration  at  the  present 
time  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Government  legisla- 
tion on  the  hours  of  working  in  shops. 

The  Hops  Bill. 
Lord  Carrington's  recent  declaration  to  the  Canterbury 
farmers  ihat  if  it  will  entail  no  unreasonable  expenditure 
of  Parliamentary  time  "  the  Government  will  reintroduce 
<the  Hops  Bill  of  last  session  was  very  materially  modified 
by  the  Prime  Minister  on  Tuesday.  Replying  to  Captain 
Clive,  M.P.,  the  right  hon.  gentleman  said  lie  did  not  see 
any  chance  of  passing  the  Bill  in  the  immediate  future,  but 
the  matter  "  would  not  be  lost  sight  of."  In  the  meantime 
Viscount  Hardinge  w  ill  press  forward  his  Bill  in  the  House 
of  Lords,  the  second  reading  of  which  has  been  set  down  for 
Tuesday  next. 

Deaths  Uxder  Anesthetics. 
Sir  Thomas  Lauder  Brunton,  M.D.,  gave  evidence  on 
Tuesday  before  the  Committee  which  is  inquiring  into 
the  question  of  coroners'  law  and  the  practice  in  coroners' 
courts  under  the  chairmanship  of  Sir  Mackenzie  Chalmers, 
K.C.B.  Sir  Thomas,  whose  remarks  were  of  a  highly 
interesting  character,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  scientific 
aspect  of  the  administration  of  anaesthetics.  The  Com- 
mittee's investigations  are  covering  a  very  wide  field  so  far 
as  they  have  at  present  proceeded,  among  the  subjects 
which  are  being  dealt  with  being  flannelette,  fireguards, 
and  a  number  of  allied  masters. 

London  Ambulance  Service. 
The  Committee  which  has  been  considering  the  question 
of  the  London  ambulance  service  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Sir  Kenelm  Dig.by  has  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  present  system  is  gravely  defective  and  results  in  much 
preventable  suffering.  They  recommend  the  abolition  of 
wheeled  litters  and  the  inauguration  of  a  rapid  system  of 
horsed  or  motor  vehicles.  This  should  be  accompanied  by 
a,  trained  officer  of  police.  Great  stress  is  laid  upon  the 
necessity  for  first  aid,  and  the  Committee  recommend  that 
all  police  officers  should,  where  possible,  attend  the  ad- 
vanced courses  of  instruction.  Sir  William  Collins,  M.P., 
in  a  memorandum  attached  to  the  report,  disagrees  with 
many  of  the  conclusions  arrived  at,  and  says  the  ambu- 
lance authority  should  be  the  London  County  Council  and 
not  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board.  He  regards  the  non- 
employment  of  the  telephone  in  summoning  an  ambulance 
as  deplorable. 

New  Bills. 

The  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Bill  introduced  by  Mr. 
Hobhouee  is  of  some  importance  to  importers  and  exporters, 
and  the  following  are  its  principal  provisions  : 

Officers  of  Customs  and  Excise  may  require  production  of 
invoices  or  bills  of  lading  of  goods  imported  ;  penalty  for 
failure  to  produce  20/. 

Duty  may  b^  required  on  deficiency  in  warehoused  goods 
not  due  to  natural  waste. 

A  permit  to  be  required  for  the  removal  of  spirits  from 
one  warehouse  to  another. 

Beer  may  be  treated  with  finings  in  bonded  warehouses. 

Alteration  is  made  in  the  law  respecting  the  stamping  of 
deeds  and  certain  other  documents. 

The  provision  for  allowing  discount  on  prepayment  of 
income-tax  is  repealed. 

The  Grocers'  Licences  (Abolition)  Bill  proposes  that  no 
licence  for  the  sale  cf  beer,  wine,  and  spirits  to  be  consumed 
off  the  premises  shall  be  granted  in  respect  of  any  premises 
not  us.hI  solely  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  and  non- 
intoxicating  liquors.  The  Bill  is  introduced  by  Mr.  S. 
Robinson.  It  is  the  same  as  that  introduced  at  a  late 
period  of  la&t  eef  sion,  and  is  backed  by  Sir  Maurice  Levy  and 


Mr.  Maclean.  It  follows  upon  the  lines  of  both  the  majority 
and  minority  reports  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Licensing . 
There  is  no  probability  whatever  of  the  Bill  becoming  lav. 
during  the  present  cession. 


Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 


Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Poisons. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Bristol  Watch  Committee  ore 
March  17  the  Town  Clerk  reported  on  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

The  Kesteven  (Lines)  County  Council  on  March  17  re- 
ferred to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  the  question  oi. 
granting  poison-licences. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Fleetwood  Council  last  week  a  letter- 
was  read  from  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Pharmacists'  Asso 
cation  in  regard  to  the  granting  of  licences,  and  stathie 
that  the  chemists  can  supply  what  is  wanted.  Replying 
to  a  question,  the  Clerk  said  that  Mr.  Ludham,  chemist. 
Fleetwood  ;  Mr.  Sykes,  Cleveleys;  and  Mr.  Kershaw,  Poul- 
ton,  deal  in  the  poisons. 

The  Camberwell  Borough  Council  on  March  17  received' 
a  letter  from  the  Traders  in  Poisonous  Compounds  foi 
Trade  Purposes  Protection  Society,  calling  attention  to  th<  ■ 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  and  asking  the  Cornier 
to  give  favourable  consideration  to  any  application  for  .'< 
licence  under  Section  2  that  may  be  made  by  nurserymen, 
seedsmen,  florists,  and  agricultural  agents,  thereby  en- 
abling the  traders  lawfully  to  sell  articles  required  in  theii 
particular  class  of  business.  No  action  was  taken  on  the 
communication. 

A  writer  in  the  "  Eastern  Daily  Press  "  (of  Norwich)  for- 
March  20  says  of  the  Act  : 

Frankly  I  have  never  been  in  favour  of  it;  I  do  not  like- 
facilities  for  people  to  procure  poisons.    There  are  plont\ 
of  chemists  in  Norfolk,  and  competition  is  so  keen  that  w<  • 
can  procure  what  insecticides  or  sheep  clips  we  want  at 
prices  which  leave  only  a  bare  margin  of  profit.  Tin 
chemist  is  trained  to  make  inquiries  about  people  purchas 
ing  poison,  and  in  keeping  a  register  which  is  essential. 
Trie  general  shopkeeper  is  not  used  to  this  sort  of  work, 
and  will  probably  neglect  it,  or  do  it  badly.    I  hope  th 
local  authorities  will  only  grant  licences  where  they  ar<  • 
absolutely  necessary — ic,   where  there  are  no  qualifieo 
chemists,  or  at  least  where  there  is  no  competition. 
The.  "Lancet"  of  March  20  devoted  an  editorial  to 
the  Act.    It  was  a  fair  summary  of  the  provisions,  with 
little  in  the  way  of  opinion  except  the  following  : 

Being  the  outcome  of  a  compromise  between  conflicting 
interests,  it  is  also  remarkable  in  affording,  apparently  . 
considerable  satisfaction  to  both  the  parties  affected,  and  at. 
the  same  time  insuring  for  the  public — a  factor  which  is 
often  overlooked  when  the  interests  of  two  specific  classc.- 
are  at  stake — an  improved  pharmaceutical  service  and  v. 
better  means  of  distinguishing  between  a  place  of  busines- 
owned  by  a  qualified  person  and  a  branch  shop  owned  h\ 
a  company.    It  may  be  hoped  that  the  local  authorities  wilt' 
recognise  the  seriousness  of  the  new  duty  intrusted  to  them 
and  that  they  will  earnestly  consider  all  the  circumstance.-, 
before  giving  authority  to  an  untrained  person  to  traffic 
in  such  potent  substances  as  nicotine  and  arsenic.  Safe- 
guards have  b?en  provided  for  in  connection  with  the  sab 
of  the  mineral  acids  and  the  soluble  salts  of  oxalic  acid. 
.  .  .  Seeing  that  during  the  last  ten  years  over  600  deaths 
have  been  caused  by  hydrochloric  acid,  it  is  unfortunate 
that  more  stringent  regulations  have  not  been  made  as  tc  • 
the  sale  of  it.

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Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  "Xravser." 

Our  Bicentenary 

as  chemists  and  druggists  can  be  dated 
.some  time  during  the  current  decade,  but  so  far  no  one  has 
directed  attention  to  it.  In  his  "  Historical  Sketcli  of  the 
Progress  of  Pharmacy"  Jacob  Bell,  describing  the  Dispcn- 
.^iries  established  by  the  College  of  Physicians  in  their 
hitter  contest  with  the  apothecaries  at  the  beginning  of  the 

•  •  ighteenth  century,  says,  "  We  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  assistants  employed  and  instructed  by  the  physicians 
•at  these  Institutions  became  dispensing  chemists  on  their 
•own  account  .  .  .  from  which  source  we  may  dale  the 
■origin  of  the  chemists  and  druggists.''  The  three  Dispen- 
saries founded  by  the  College  commenced  operations  in 
February  1697;  the  exchange  of  abusive  pamphlets  be- 
tween the  dispenisarians  and  the  anti-dispensarians  was 
■proceeding  in  full  vigour  in  1704  -Addison  appears  to  refer 
:o  the  actual  existence  of  these  Dispensaries  as  in  the  past 
ia  the  "Spectator"  in  1711;  so  that  it  may  be  fairly 
reckoned  that  wc  are  at  least  within  a  year  or  two  of  the 
•>  orrect  era  of  our  entrance  on  the  stage  of  medicine  two 

•  ■  enturies  ago.  There  were  druggists,  druggisters,  and 
drugsters  long  'before  in  England;  the  title  "chemist"' 
:~eems  to  have  been  occasionally  adopted  by  unqualified 
rivals  of  the  apothecaries,  as  is  shown  by  a  print  entitled 
"A  Plea  for  the  Chemists,  or  Non-Ccllegiats,"  dated 
1683,  by  one  Nat  Merry,  a  manufacturer  of  chemicals,  who 

■defends  his  right  as  such  of  supplying  these  as  medicines. 

Hut  I  am  not  acquainted  with  any  evidence  of  the  use  of 
the  duplicated  designation  before  1700,  nor,  indeed,  for 
many  years  after  that  date. 
Throughout  the  Seventeenth  Century 

the  physicians  had 
■!>een  exercising  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by 
Henry  VIII.  to  keep  the  practice  of  medicine — that  is,  the 
diagnosis  of  disease  and  the  selection  of  suitable  reme- 
dies— in  their  own  qualified  hands.  They  had  carried  out 
•the  Act  which  gave  them  authority  with  reason  and 
moderation.  They  fined  offenders  occasionally,  and  sent  a 
tew  to  Newgate;  but  every  such  demonstration  of  their 
privilege  cost  them  a  degree  of  their  popularity  with  the 
public.  Quacks  were  in  particular  favour  in  that  century. 
but  the  persecuted  quack  was  irresistible.  The  apothe- 
caries in  their  shops,  too,  became  the  intermediaries  be- 
tween tho  sick  public  and  the  qualified  doctors.  Certain 
statutory  concessions  had  been  made  in  regard  to  the  treat- 
ment of  external  complaints,  and  the  surgeons  and  apothe- 
caries had  used  these  to  the  utmcst  limits.  In  the  majority 
•of  cases  it  was  at  their  discretion  whether  a  physician  was 
called  in  or  not.  If  hs  was.  his  usual  fee  was  ten  shillings, 
and  out  of  that  he  often  paid  the  apothecary  a  commis- 
sion. In  the  year  of  the  great  plague  the  physicians 
dropped  a  large  part  of  the  prestige  which  remained  to 
them.  The  majority  of  the  learned  gentlemen  who  in- 
sisted on  their  exclusive  right  to  treat  internal  disease 
tied  from  the  stricken  city  in  the  time  of  greatest  danger. 
Most  of  the  apothecaries,  on  the  other  hand,  remained  at 
their  posts,  and  some  cf  them  did  good  service.  The  con- 
trast made  a  great  impression,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the 
writings  of  Pepys,  Defoe,  and  Addison.  The  excuses  that 
the  physicians  made  for  themselves  when  they  returned 
were  that  their  patients  had  all  gone,  and  there  was 
Tiothing  for  them  to  do  if  they  stayed.  Pepys  says  that  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  at  Gresham  College 
after  the  plague,  on  January  22,  1666,  Dr.  Goddard  "did 
;fill  us  with  talk  in  defence  of  his  and  his  fellow-physicians 


going  out  of  town  in  the  plague-time,  Lis  pha  being  that 
their  particular  patients  were  out  of  town,  and  they  left 
at  liberty."  Pepys  writes  as  if  he  regarded  the  explana- 
tion ;ts  rather  thin.  From  this  time  it  is  evident  tho 
apothecaries  had  got 
The  Upper  Hand. 

Dr.  J.  F.  Payne,  in  his  "  Life  of  Sydenham," 
states  this  definitely.  One  apothecary,  he  says,  boasted  that 
he  made  a  hundred  times  ;is  much  out  of  a  certain  prescrip- 
tion as  the  physician  who  wrote  it.  Gideon  Harvey,  one  of 
Charles  II. 's  physicians,  "educated,  clever,  and  scur- 
rilous." says  the  apothecaries  had  fifty  to  a  hundred 
patients  to  tho  physicians'  one.  It  was  supposed  that  the 
apothecary  was  necessarily  the  poor  people's  doctcr.  To 
destroy  the  effect  of  this  argument  the  College  resolved  in 
1687  that  all  Fellows  and  Licentiates  should  gi\e  advice 
gratis  to  their  neighbouring  .si.  k  poor  in  London  and 
within  seven  miles.  But  they  profeesed  to  discover  that 
their  charity  was  abused  by  the  extortionate  charges  made 
by  the  apothecaries  for  compounding  tho  medicines  they 
had  ordered  for  these  poor  patients.  VioAent  allegations 
were  fired  off  from  both  sides,  and  though  some  of  tho 
more  respectable  apothecaries  propesed  to  draw  up  a  tariff 
and  bind  themselves  to  it.  and  a  number  of  physicians 
realised  the  folly  of  making  war  against  a  class  of  men 
with  whom  they  had  for  many  years  been  cn  good  business 
terms,  the  Dispensaries  were  resolved  upon.  Naturally  it 
was  only  the  independent  practitioners — those  with  special 
reputations — who  could  afford  to  indulge  in  this  revenge. 
Others  who  kept  aloof  or  openly  opposed  the  policy  became 
tho  particular  favourites  of  the  shopkeeping  party.  The 
next  move  was  an  appeal  to  the  law. 

College  of  Physicians  v.  Rose 

is  one  of  the  landmarks  in 
the  history  of  British  medicine.  Rose  "was  an  apothecary 
who  had  attended  a  butcher  in  St.  Martins-in-Fields,  and 
had  administered  "proper  medicines  "  to  him.  He  had  no 
licence  from  the  Faculty,  and  in  tho  treatment  of  his  patient 
had  not  acted  under  the  direction  ol  any  physician.  He  had 
neither  taken  nor  demanded  any  fee  for  his  advice.  Those 
were  the  facts  found  by  the  jury,  and  in  regard  to  which 
arguments  were  submitted  in  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench 
"three  times,"  says  the  report  meaning.  1  suppose,  on 
three  separate  days.  The  Queen's  Bench-ultimately  gave 
judgment  unanimously  for  the  College.  Rcso  appealed  to 
tho  House  of  Lordfe,  and  the  legal  records  report  the  argu- 
ments of  S.  Dodd  for  Rose,  and  of  F.  Brown  for  the 
College,  but  1  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  fuller 
account  of  the  final  decision  than  that  "  it  was  ordered 
and  adjudged  that  the  judgement  given  in  tho  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  be  reversed."  This  was  in  1703.  It  would 
be  interesting  to  know  on  what  grounds  their  Lordships 
of  that  year  resolved  to  ignore  the  express  terms  of  the 
statute  they  were  called  upon  to  interpret.  It  may  be  that 
the  influence  of  the  plague  year  had  not  pa.' sed  away. 
This,  then,  was  our  starting-point.    What  happened  in 

The  Next  Hundred  Years 

is  not  easy  to  trace  except  by 
inference.  It  is  certain  that  in  the  majority  of  instances 
the  apothecaries  kept  their  shops  open.  A  signific  ant  fact  is 
that  by  the  middle  of  the  century  there  was  a  tendency  to 
drop  the  designation  of  apothecary  and  substitute  that  of 
chemist,  or,  more  frequently,  chymist.  Defce  testifies  to  this 
in  his  '"'  Com  pi  eat  Tradesman  "  (1745).  In  1722  the  apothe- 
caries got  power  to  search  all  shops  where  drugs  were  sold, 
a  power  which  had  previously  been  exercised  against  them- 
celves  by  the  grocers  and  the  physicians.  In  1748  they 
were  authorised  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  institute  examina- 
tions for  persons  who  should  .sell  or  compound  medicines 
in  London  or  within  seven  miles  thereof.  But  they  could 
not  suppress  the  chemists  and  druggists;  and  Be'l  quotes 
a  statement  made  by  one  of  themselves  in  1794  to  the  effect 
that  if  the  drug-trade  done  by  the  latter  in  London  were 
divided  among  the  London  apothecaries  it  would  give  to 
each  of  them  200/.  a  year  more  income.  This  was  "a 
national  evil  of  no  small  magnitude."

JEbitonal  Comments* 


April  1,  1909. 


This  date  promises  to  be  memorable  to  the  children  o£> 
the  British  Isles,  as  well  as  to  pharmacists  therein.  On 
that  day  the  Children  Act  and  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act  come  into  force.  The  former  Act  is  one  of  134 
sections  and  a  schedule.  It  is  divided  into  six  parts, 
viz.  :  I.,  Infant  Life  Protection;  II.,  Prevention  of) 
Cruelty  to  Children  and  Young  Persons;  III.,  Juvenile 
Smoking;  IV.,  Reformatory  and  Industrial  Schools;  V.^ 
Juvenile  Offenders;  and  VI. ,  Miscellaneous  and  General. 
The  third  part  is  of  most  interest  to  our  subscribers,  as 
retailers  of  tobacco,  substitutes  for  tobacco,  or  other 
articles  used  for  smoking.  It  is  made  illegal  by  Section  39 
to  sell  any  cigarettes  or  cigarette  papers  to  persons 
"apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years."  The 
penalties  attached  are  fines  not  exceeding  21.  for  a  firsf» 
offence,  not  exceeding  51.  for  a  second  offence,  and  not 
exceeding  10/.  for  a  third  or  subsequent  offence.  Sec- 
tion 43  states  that  "  the  expression  '  cigarette  '  includes 
cut  tobacco  rolled  up  in  paper,  tobacco  leaf,  or  other 
material  in  such  form  as  to  be  capable  of  immediate  use 
for  smoking,''  also  "  tobacco  other  than  cigarettes  "  and 
"  smoking  mixtures  intended  as  a  substitute  for. 
tobacco."  The  provisions  are  sufficiently  clear  to  exclude 
doubt  in  regard  to  stramonium  cigarettes  and  similar, 
medicinal  preparations  used  for  the  relief  of  asthma. 
These  do  not  come  within  the  sections,  unless  persons 
apparently  not  exceeding  sixteen  years  of  age  buy  and 
use  them  as  substitutes  for  tobacco.  Numerous  herbal 
mixtures  or  preparations  made  and  sold  as  substitutes  for 
tobacco,  and  not  for  the  relief  of  asthma  or  any  other* 
ailment,  are  to  be  treated  as  if  they  were  tobacco.  It 
may  also  be  noted  that  the  giving  of  any  intoxicating 
liquor  to  any  child  under  the  age  of  five  years,  except  by 
order  of  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner,  or  in  case 
of  sickness  or  apprehended  sickness  or  any  other  urgent, 
cause,  will  be  an  offence  under  Section  119  on  and  after 
April  1.  It  will  apply  to  so-called  medicated  wines  for 
the  sale  of  which  a  wine-licence  is  necessary. 

We  may  also  recall  the  fact  that  on  the  above  date  the 
amalgamation  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  takes  place,  so 
that  those  of  our  subscribers  who  are  exporters  of  tinc- 
tures, perfumed  spirits  and  essences;  methylated-spiria 
makers,  retailers,  and  users;  "off"  wine-retailers,  an<3 
dutiable  medicine  makers  and  vendors  will  be  subject  to 
visits  from  officers  of  Customs  and  Excise.    On  and  after 
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■that  date  all  communications  in  regard  to  these  matters 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Hoard  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
■Custom  House,  London,  and  not  to  Somerset  House.  Mr. 
L.  N.  Guillemard,  formerly  Deputy-Chairman  of  the  Board 
■of  Inland  Revenue,  and  now  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
'Customs  and  Excise,  will  be  at  the  head  of  affairs.  On 
the  Board  with  him  are  Mr.  R.  Henderson  (formerly  Secre- 
tary of  the  Customs)  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Meers  (who  for  many 
years  has  been  Senior  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue)  as  new  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
The  new  Secretary  of  the  Excise  Branch,  succeeding  Mr. 
Meers,  will  be  Mr.  J.  P.  Byrne,  who  for  many  years  has 
been  Assistant  Secretary  of  Excise  at  Somerset  House.  Two 
committee  and  two  principal  clerks,  in  addition  to  about 
fifteen  officials  of  lower  ranks  from  the  Inland  Revenue 
Secretary's  Department,  are  also  expected  to  accompany 
their  chief  in  the  migration.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Excise, 
Mr.  A.  J.  Tedder,  with  his  important  staff,  will  also  take 
wp  their  new  quarters  at  the  Custom  House. 


The  American  Tariff. 

As  announced  in  our  issue  last  week,  the  American  Tariff 
Revision  Bill  drawn  up  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  was  introduced  to  the  House  of  Representatives  by 
Mr.  Payne,  and  after  his  statement  the  House  referred  the 
Bill,  without  debate,  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
which,  it  is  expected,  will  promptly  report  on  it  favourably. 
A  full  debate  will  then  take  place  in  the  House,  which  it  is 
■anticipated  will  last  a  month.  After  its  passage  through 
the  House  the  Bill  will  be  referred  to  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee,  who  will  probably  report  the  Bill  to  the  Senate 
-within  a  fortnight  thereafter.  Another  month  will 
probably  be  devoted  to  discussion  in  the  Senate,  so  that  the 
Bill  is  not  likely  to  become  law  until  July.  It  will  take 
effect  immediately  it  is  signed  by  the  President.  We  have 
already  indicated  the  leading  changes  as  regards  the  drug 
and  chemical  trades,  but  the  full  text  of  the  measure  must 
be  awaited  before  a  complete  list  of  the  changes  can  be 
given.  In  chemicals  the  proposals  include  a  reduction  in 
boric  acid  from  5c.  to  2c.  per  lb.,  this  no  doubt  being  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  U.S.A.  is  a  large  importer  (796.261  lb.  in 
1907),  the  bulk  of  this  probably  coming  from  Italy,  though 
.statistics  do  not  show  this.  The  reduction  is  doubtless 
due  to  the  desire  to  induce  a  little  more  competition,  as 
borax  in  the  U.S.A.  is  practically  the  monopoly  of  one 
concern.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  duty  on  lead  acetate  and 
white  lead  has  been  reduced  from  3^c.  to  2Jc. ,  but  why  it 
is  difficult  to  say,  as  imports  of  both  these  substances  were 
only  20,000  lb.  in  1907.  Varnishes  (not  including  spirit 
varnishes)  have  been  reduced  from  35c.  to  25c.  ad  valorem; 
but  here  again  the  imports  were  insignificant,  amounting  to 
•29,500  gals,  in  1907,  and  the  duty  realised  was  $22,000. 
Crude  sulphur  is  allowed  free  entry,  but  refined,  the  duty 
on  which  is  $8  per  ton,  is  to  be  reduced  to  $6,  with  what 
object  seems  inexplicable,  considering  that  the  1907  imports 
were  but  739  tons.  The  cabled  messages  intimate  that  the 
duty  on  fancy  soaps  has  been  raised  from  15  per  cent,  to 
20  per  cent.  ;  but  this  is  an  error,  as  the  old  duty  was  15c. 
per  lb.,  and  the  probability  now  is  that  the  duty  has  been 
advanced  from  15c.  to  20c.  per  lb.,  an  increase  of  33^  per 
cent.  The  imports  of  fancy  soaps  (including  medicated) 
in  1907  were  1,206,970  lb.,  valued  at  $520,000,  and  yielding 
duty  amounting  to  $181,000.  Of  this  amount  Europe  sup- 
plied the  whole,  England  heading  the  list  with  711.000  lb., 
France  426,000  lb.,  and  Germany  69.000  lb.  Most  of  these 
imports  represent  soaps  of  the  highest  quality,  which  are 
not  produced  to  any  extent  in  America.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  set  forth  their 


views  against  the  proposed  duty  some  time  ago,  pointing 
out  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  protection  of  American 
makers,  as  they  are  able  to  procure  raw  materials  cheaper 
thin  English  makers,  and  that  American  toilet-soaps  aro 
sent  freely  to  the  English  market.  Moreover,  the  company 
contend  that  American  interests  will  be  considerably 
injured  by  the  duties,  and  that  the  profits  to  the  American 
people  in  the  way  of  rent,  commissions,  advertising, 
travellers,  staff,  and  depots  during  the  past  thirty  years  aro 
in  excess  of  what  the  company  has  made  as  profit.  Messrs. 
Pears's  protest  was,  however,  of  no  avail.  Perfumery,  too, 
is  to  pay  10  per  cent,  more — now  60  per  cent,  ad  val.  Such 
imports  were  valued  at  $1,250,900  in  1907,  of  which  Franco 
supplied  $1,104,700  and  England  $68,000.  This  provision 
covers  toilet-preparations,  etc.,  not  containing  alcohol,  such 
as  face-creams,  face-powders,  sachets,  manicure-powders, 
etc.,  and,  from  the  evidence  given,  New  York  importers 
wanted  the  duty  reduced  to  25  per  cent.,  but  home  pro- 
ducers were  able  to  pull  the  wires  more  strongly.  One  of 
the  most  startling  and  serious  alterations  is  the  proposed 
duty  of  30  per  cent,  on  spices.  America  is  a  large  con- 
sumer of  spices,  imports  (mostly  on  the  free  list)  amount- 
ing to  48.000.000  lb.,  or  $4,390,000.  in  1907.  Included  in 
these  were  over  24.000,000  lb.  of  black  and  white  pepper, 
7.000.000  lb.  cassia  and  cassia  vera,  4,000,000  lb.  each 
cloves,  ginger,  and  pimento,  and  almost  3,000,000  lb. 
nutmegs,  so  that  at  the  1907  values  the  estimated  duty  to 
the  revenue  should  yield  about  $1,317,000.  For  several 
weeks  past  this  duty  has  been  anticipated  in  London,  and 
in  consequence  a  very  large  business  has  been  done  on 
American  account,  especially  in  pepper  and  cloves,  at  rising 
prices — e.g.,  on  March  1  black  Singapore  pepper  was  dealt, 
in  at  2%d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  for  February- April  shipment,  and 
this  week  March  shipment  has  sold  up  to  3^7.  A  similar 
advance  has  taken  place  in  white  pepper.  Cloves  have 
also  advanced  about  1</.  per  lb.,  and  other  spices  are  moro 
or  less  affected;  but  it  is  quite  anticipated  that  even  a, 
30-per-cent.  duty  will  not  have  a  lasting  effect  on  the 
market,  and  that  it  will  not  affect  the  consumption  of 
spices  in  the  United  States.  Cardamoms,  too,  come  under 
the  category  of  spices,  this  accounting  for  the  good  demand 
and  steady  prices  paid  at  auction  this  week.  The  proposed 
duty  of  9c.  per  lb.  on  tea  and  one  of  4c.  on  cocoa  has 
caused  general  dismay  in  Mincing  Lane,  particularly  as 
there  is  a  preference  of  lc.  on  tea  sent  direct  from  the 
country  of  production.  This  proposed  super-tax  will  mean 
more  business  for  Calcutta,  Colombo,  and  China,  and  less 
for  London  brokers  and  dealers  if  carried  out. 


An  M.P.  Wanted. 

Any  pharmacist  who  was  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  will  have  little 
difficulty  in  remembering  that  half-way  through  the  pro- 
ceedings something  like  disaster  was  reflected  from  the 
countenances  of  most  of  those  present.  The  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  the  Houses  of  Lords  and  Commons  had  left  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  with  it  the  retail  drug-trade 
of  Great  Britain,  high  and  dry,  and  the  legislative  efforts 
of  Bloomsbury  Square  during  the  memory  of  all  thoso 
present  had  gone  for  nought.  Then  a  pale-faced  man  with 
raven  hair — a  wisp  of  it  falling  over  the  brow  to  testify 
his  Celtic  origin — got  up,  placed  his  back  against  the  corner 
wall,  and  moved  : 

That  this  meeting  asks  the  Council  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  immediate  establishment  of  a  Parliamentary 
Fund  for  fighting  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

It  was  the  erstwhile  Poplar  chemist,  who  some  twelve 
years  ago  had  wakened  his  confreres  in  the  trade  to  the 
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need  for  getting  the  prices  of  proprietary  medicines  pro- 
tected by  proprietors — Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  The 
motion  about  the  Phaimacy  Bill  was  carried,  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  was  smart  enough  to  recognise  that 
the  best  way  to  secure  success  in  pharmacy  legislation  was 
to  appoint  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  do  the  work;  which  he  did, 
and  next  Thursday  the  lesult  of  his  labours  comes  into 
force  as  a  statute.  Something,  however,  remains  to  be 
done.  The  House  of  Commons  is  getting  to  be  a  repre- 
sentation of  industries  as  well  as  interests.  If  "the 
butcher,  the  baker,  and  candlestick-maker"  have  not 
actually  their  representatives  there,  the  trades  now  vie 
with  the  lav/  and  the  landlords  in  returning  members  of 
Parliament.  Pharmacy  now  proposes  to  send  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  to  Parliament,  and  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  issued  an  appeal,  through  local 
Pharmaceutical  Associations,  about  the  matter.  In  his  letter 
on  the  direct  representation  of  pharmaceutical  interests  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Kymer  Young  says  : 

I,  as  President  of  the  Society,  have  never  lost  an  oppor- 
tunity of  associating;  myself  with  the  idea.  So  thoroughly 
am  I  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  such  representation 
that  I  have  been  instrumental  in  establishing  a  Parlia- 
mentary Fund,  the  nucleus  of  which  has  been  subscribed 
by  a  f-ew  enthusiasts  and  has  been  placed  in  my  hands  for 

1  the  purpose  of  advancing  our  Parliamentary  influence, 
and,  among  other  laudable  objects,  of  providing  means  for 
sending  to  the  House  one  or  more  pharmacists  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  those  engaged  in  pharmacy. 

The  main  object  of  my  present  endeavour  is  to  aid  the 
candidature  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  the  Society's  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary,  who  has  communicated  to  me  his  readi- 
ness to  stand  as  a  candidate  at  the  next  General  Election. 

In  view  of  the  possible  imminence  of  an  Election,  it 
appears  essential  that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to 
render  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  success  reasonably  probable.  I 
am,  therefore,  undertaking  the  formation  of  a  Pharmacists' 
Representation  Committee,  and  shall  be  gratified  if  I  may 
be  allowed  to  add  your  name  as  a  member  of  that  com- 

,  mittee  in  your  capacity,  as  head  of  the  organisation  of 
pharmacists  in  your  district. 

It  is  intended  that  the  committee  shall  be  as  comnre- 

■  hensive  and  as  representative  as  possible,  and  to  subse- 
quently form  sub-committees  to  deal  with  the  various 
det,a;ls  of  organisation  inseparable  from  a  Parliamentary 
contest. 

This  is  the  direct  outcome  of  the  flash  of  enthusiasm  that 
'illuminated  17  Bloomsbury  Square  on  the  afternoon  of 
May  20,  1908.  It  means  two  things  :  (1)  a  guarantee  of  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones's  election-expenses,  500/.  or  thereabouts,  and  (2) 
that  pharmacists  who  desire  a  direct  representative  in  Par- 
liament must  put  their  politics  in  their  pockets  if  they  would 
assist  in  returning  one.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  a  Liberal,  and 
is  sufficiently  "well  in"  with  his  party  to  get  a  con- 
stituency to  fight.  If  he  is  returned  to  Parliament  he  will 
in  all  things  pertaining  to  pharmacy  stand  for  pharmacists, 
without  respect  to  political  attachment  or  the  party  which 

■  he  supports.  It  may  sound  dreadful  that  such  a  respectable 
.conservative  organisation  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  promote  the  return  of  a  Liberal  candidate;  but 
Jacob  Bell  was  the  Liberal  member  for  St.  Albans  in 
1851-52,  and  it  was  as  a  Liberal  that  he  got  the  Pharmacy 
■Act,  1852,  through  Parliament. 


Hospital  Drugs. 

The  1908  report  on  the  dispensary  of  Guy's  Hospital  to 
the  House  Committee  gives  an  interesting  insight  as  to 
the  quantity  of  drugs  employed  in  one  of  the  great  Metro- 
politan hospitals,  and  the  organisation  needed  to  pass 
them  over  to  the  public.  The  report  by  Mr.  H.  Finne- 
more,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  first  gives  some  figures  as  to  the 
number  of  out-patients  who  attended  the  dispensary 
for  medicine  during  the  year — 198,322,  as  compared  with 
204,869  in  1907.    Some  of  these  out-patients  pay  a  nominal 


sum  of  3d.  a  week  for  medical  supplies,  but  the  propor- 
tion of  patients  receiving  free  medicine  is  increasing;  it 
is  now  235  per  1,000,  against  121  per  1,000  in  1904.  The 
sum  of  1,904/.  7-s.  2d.  was  received  from  out-patient- 
towards  the  cost  of  drugs.  Altogether  the  goods  sold 
brought  in  a  sum  of  2,216/.  6s.  Id.,  while  good.- 
supplied  to  departments  which  do  not  pay  for  them 
directly  amounted  to  40/.  15s.  2d.  The  drug  bill  in  1908 
was  2,526/.  5s,  bd.,  and  2,402/.  14s.  8c/.  was  paid  foi 
dressings.  The  statistics  regarding  anaesthetics  show  a 
tendency  to  employ  ether  in  place  of  chloroform,  tin 
amount  used  of  the  former  being  1,008  lb.  and  of  fchi 
latter  720  lb.,  these  comparing  with  674  lb.  and  881  lb. 
in  1907.  The  ether-supply,  Mr.  Finnemore  states,  is  not 
so  pure  as  it  was  formerly.  In  regard  to  antiseptics, 
which  are  dealt  with  in  another  table,  the  quantity  used' 
of  boric  acid,  carbolic  acid,  formaldehyde,  and  mercuri< 
chloride  has  declined,  while  considerable  increase  is- 
noticeable  in  the  amount  employed  of  cresol,  hydrogen' 
peroxide,  and  lysol.  The  section  of  the  report  dealing 
with  drugs  is  of  great  interest  to  pharmacists.  It  would 
hardly  be  credited  that  152  lb.  of  Peru  balsam  was  useuJ 
during  1908,  but  it  is  probably  accounted  for  by  a 
prefei-ence  shown  by  the  medical  staff  for  this  substance- 
as  a  surgical  antiseptic.  The  amount  of  potassium  iodide- 
bought  increased  in  1908  to  252  lb.,  against  210  lb.  in 
the  previous  year,  but  bismuth  salts  and  camphor  show 
decreases.  Acetyl-salicylic  acid  has  increased  in  favour  . 
131  lb.  having  been  employed,  against  77  lb.  in  1907.  Jm 
regard  to  this  substance,  Mr.  Finnemore  reports  a  gain 
of  about  130/.  in  buying  acetyl-salicylic  acid  instead  of 
the  special  brand  known  as  aspirin.  He  emphasises  the 
importance,  "from  the  point  of  view  of  economy,  of 
using  chemical  substances  instead  of  the  same  substances 
under  trade  names."  It  is  due  to  the  manufacturers  of 
special  brands  to  add  that  their  products,  distinguisherf 
by  special  names,  are  claimed  to  be  superior  in  point  of 
purity,  and  consequently  more  potent  in  physiological1 
action.  The  statistics  regarding  the  dressings  used  show 
the  importance  of  these  items  in  a  modern  hospital.  The 
number  of  bandages  employed  was  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
million,  and  over  thirty-eight  miles  of  gauze  was  used . 
The  work  done  in  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory  includeoJ 
the  preparation  of  8,440  gals,  of  mixtures,  5,000  gals, 
of  lotions,  230  gals,  of  liniments,  and  35  cwt.  of  oint- 
ments. Mr.  Finnemore  notes  the  rejection  of  consign 
ments  of  soft  white  paraffin,  Virginian  prune  bark,  and 
camphor. 

Situations  Abroad. 

We  commence  in  our  Coloured  Supplement  this  week  re- 
section devoted  to  situations  wanted  in  the  Colonies  .

In  the  case  of  situations  in 
distant  parts,  the  occurrence  of  vacancies  is  usually  knowrj 
well  ahead,  and  our  Supplement  is  a  splendid  medium 
for  filling  them,  either  from  near  or  far.  Assistants  and1 
others  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  this  means  of 
getting  situations  may  remit  payment  of  the  advertise- 
ments by  postal  order  (or  Australians  by  stamps). 
Cape  Medicine-stamp  Duty. 

Chemists  of  Cape  Colony  are  now  up  in  arms  against  the 
ridiculous  stamp-duty  which  was  imposed  last  year  upon 
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proprietary  and  other  medicines,  toilet-preparations,  and 
y,  host  of  articles  which  a  penniless  Government  imposed 
mn  the  suggestion  of  someone  who  had  an  axe  t  >  grind. 

There  now  appears  to  be  no  question  of  the  fact  that  the 
idea  of  the  tax  originated  within  the  drug-trade  itself — in 
iha  import  section — one  objec  t  being  to  put  a  prohibitive 
lax  upon  branded  goods,  which  are  largely  imported  into 
The  Colony,  and  so  enabling  similar  products  made  in  the 
■Colony  to  have  greater  prominence  on  chemists'  counters 
Than  they  have  had  hitherto.  The  statutory  provisions 
to  give  effect  to  this  and  other  objects  were  hastily  drawn. 
. and  we  have  more  than  once  pointed  out  that  the  provisions 
were  bound  to  land  the  Government  officials  in  a  mess, 

ause  the  public  much  annoyance,  and  interfere  unduly  with 
the  chemist's  trade,  the  whole  being  infinitely  dispropor- 
tionate to  the  revenue  which  the  Government  is  likely  to 
get  from  the  tax.  This  point  has  now  been  reached:  the 
fax  is  not  only  affecting  import  business  (and  thus  reducing 
the  Customs  revenue),  but  it  is  reducing  the  retail  trade 
■of  chemists  to  the  farcical  conditions  which  prevailed  in 
•Great  Britain  at  the  beginning  of  last  century.  The  fight 
upon  which  Cape  chemists  have  now  entered  is  not  merely 
i  fight  for  themselves,  but  for  the  whole  of  South  Africa. 
•Our  advices  from  Orange  River  Colony  state  that  the 
Cape  tax  has  been  considered  there,  and  O.R.C.  chemist:', 
are  having  a  stiff  fight  with  those  who  favour  the  Pooh  Bah 
policy.  It  is  not  improbable  that  other  Colonies  will  be 
tapped  in  the  same  way.  so  that  all  chemists  in  South 
Africa  have  reason  to  back  their  Capo  confreres  in  their 
•  fforts  to  instil  some  common-sense  on  this  question  into 

<  government  headquarters. 

Italian  Pharmacy  Legislation. 

Dr.  Carlo  Giongo.  President,  and  Dr.  Arturo  Castoldi, 
Secretary  of  the  Federation  of  Italian  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  (sixty-one  in  number)  have  issued  a  circular 
aegarding  the  discussion  at  the  February  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  on  the  proposed  amendment  of 
Italian  Pharmacy  Law.  as  reported  in  the  C.  d-  I)., 
February  6,  p.  232.  and  our  remarks  on  the  subject  in 
ihe  same  issue,  p.  227.    The  object  of  the  circular  is  to 

<  orrect  statements  about  the  proposals.  The  writers 
say  : 

Incorrect  information  has  been  sent  to  foreign  countries 
causing  baseless  anxiety  in  respect  to  the  new  law.  It  is 
Therefore  necessary  to  clear  up  the  misundertanding, 
especially  as  regards  foreign  pharmaceutical  societies,  that 
they  may  impart  correct  information  to  those  whom  it  con- 
cerns. The  new  law  does  not  speak  of  pharmacies  in  the 
proprietorship  of  strangers,  as  it  considers  them  in  the  same 
category  as  the  Italian  pharmacies,  without  any  distinction 
whatever.  It  is  not  true  that  there  is  a  prohibition  against 
strangers  continuing  to  exercise  their  business  in  Italy,  as 
it  is  untrue  that  the  English  pharmacies  at  present  exiitin.s 
in  Italy  are  to  be  closed.  As  regards  trade  in  foreign  pro- 
ducts, everything  is  left  unchanged  by  the  present  law. 
which  in  no  way  modifies  international  treaties,  and  the 
conditions  under  which  different  products  are  admitted  into 
Italy.  Once  they  have  passed  the  Customs  House  all  foreign 
pharmaceutical  products  will  be  subject  to  the  same  regula- 
tions and  conditions  to  which  the  different  products  of 
Italian  manufacture  are  submitted,  which  is  but  just  and 
•  logical.  It  is  therefore  strange  that  such  incorrect  in- 
formation should  have  been  sent  abroad  regarding  a  law 
which  is  exclusively  concerned  with  an  internal  state 
measure,  aimins-  at  raisins;  pharmacy  to  a  profession,  to 
the  great  advantage  and  assurance  of  national  commerce, 
lettiner  alone  foreign  commeroe.  It  would  bo  advisable  if 
residents  in  Italy  would  be  more  circumspect  in  spreading 
information  abroad,  and  they  should  at  least  be  careful 
to  avoid  inspiring  baseless  fears  in  international  trade. 
To  this  we  may  add  that  the  federation  itself  is  not 
altogether  pleased  with  the  proposals  in  the  measure  which 
is  held  over,  and  has  suggested  various  amendments  to  it, 
hut  nearly  all  of  them  are  in  the  direction  of  raising  the 
professional  status  of  pharmacists  in  Italy,  and  such  pro- 


posals of  the  suspended  measure  as  touch  international 
trade.  (.;/..  packed  medicines  are  also  treated  from  the  pro- 
fessional point  of  view.  We  may  al.  >  point  out  that  the 
protests  against  the  measure  to  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  specially  referred  came  from  British  pharmacists 
practising  in  Italy  under  the  existing  law.  and  they  ought 
to  know  where  the  shoe  pinches  them.  Wo  should  like 
to  hear  what  they  have  to  say  on  the  subject. 

A  Shaving-soap  [Experiment. 

Tin'  manufacturers  of  a  popular  American  shaving-soap 
are  accustomed  almost  daily  to  advertise  it  to  the  public 
in  this  country  as  '"the  only  kind  that  will  not  smart  or 
dry  on  the-  face."  If  the  coiner  of  the  phrase  turns  his 
attention  to  other  shaving-soaps  he  will  need  to  modify 
the  phrase  or  obliterate'  il.  "W'c  have  tried  half  a  dozen 
others,  among  them  Erasmic,  Gibbs',  Yardlcy's,  Cook's 
"  Solace,"  and  Bronnley's,  giving  them  ample  time  to 
smart  and  dry,  but  have  failed  to  get  the  (-lightest  suspicion 
of  irritation,  while  the  lather  was  quite  milky  and  moist  at 
the  end  of  live  minutes.  There  are  few  things  so 
effective  in  advertising  as  a  good  phrase  ;  it  sticks  even  in 
the  minds  of  retailers  of  the  goods,  to  whom  this  observation 
may  serve  as  a  suggestion  to  prove  for  themselves  that  more 
than  one  of  the  shaving-soaps  that  they  sell  "  will  not  smart, 
or  dry  on  the  face."

He  tells  us  that 
he  irot  the  idea  of  the  picture  cards  from  the  '"  Business 
Motor."  published  by  Messrs.  Newball  &  Mason,  of  Notting- 
ham, as  blocks  for  newspaper  advertising.  They  are  carried 
out  in  black  on  white  board,  and  do  not  take  much  drawing 
after  a  few  preliminary  trials.    The  wording  is  as  follows: 

1.  "  Toothache  bad." 

2.  "  Saw  this  ad." 

3.  "  Hope  then  cam©." 

4.  "  Sent  for  same." 

5.  '■  Dose  the  first." 

6.  "  Sat  and  nursed." 

7.  "  Another  one." 

8.  "  Feeling  strong — pain  all  gone." 

On  the  window  was  stuck  an  advertisement  of  motor  car, 
which — when  moved  in  a  circular  manner — produced  the 
illusion  of  whoels  moving.  This  was  very  entertainintr  for  tho 
vounprsters.  The  usual  advertisement  is  on  tho  back.  The 
words  "  The  story."  etc..  were  printed  black  on  white  and 
likewise  stuck  on  the  windowpane.  while  showcards  of  his 
own  printing  (biack  on  white)  at  the  bottom  were  an  extra 
inducement  to  purchasers  "  durinsr  display  only."  Tho 
remainder  was  dummy  cartons — brilliant  red-and-white  letters 
— making  a  very  gay  and  effective  show.

XII.— To  Sum  Up. 

THIS  series  of  articles  is  now  at  an  end.  The  purpose 
of  the  writer  has  been  to  indicate  to  retail  chemists — 
readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist — the  possibilities 
of  extending  trade  in  a  speciality  beyond  their  own  shops, 
and  to  suggest,  in  the  very  roughest  outlines,  the  methods 
that  ought  to  be  employed.  Of  course,  neither  I  nor  anyone 
else  can  lay  down  principles  infallibly  leading  to  a  large 
business.  If  we  could  it  would  be  no  use  for  us  to  do  so ; 
almost  everything  depends  upon  the  personality  of  the 
man  who  has  the  goods  for  sale.  If  he  has  in  him  the 
capacity  to  be  a  big  man,  he  will  push  his  business  out 
beyond  his  own  frontiers,  and,  himself  expanding  with  his 
business,  may  become  a  Beecham  or  an  Owbridge. 

Let  me  be  completely  understood.  I  have  not  pretended 
to  do  anything  more  than  lay  down  a  few  of  the  basic 
principles.  I  have  not  professed  to  indicate  any  royal 
road  to  wealth.  There  is  no  such  royal  road  ;  if  there  were 
I  should  be  walking  along  it,  not  writing  articles.  I  have 
suggested  nothing  that  is  not  fairly  easy  for  any  man  with 
the  education  of  a  registered  chemist  to  accomplish.  But 
this  does  not  mean  that  it  is  easy  to  make  a  big  business. 
Neither  does  it  mean  that  the  making  of  a  big  business 
is  a  question  of  luck.  It  is  a  question  of  perseverance, 
enterprise,  thoughtfulness,  untiring  pains,  a  resolution  never 
to  be  satisfied  with  any  piece  of  work,  however  much  labour 
one  may  have  expended  upon  it,  until  the  result  is  as  good 
as  we  can  possibly  make  it.  It  is  a  question  of  having  the 
courage  and  the  self -repression  to  throw  ruthlessly  into  the 
fire  any  piece  of  work,  no  matter  how  hard  we  may  have 
laboured  upon  it,  which  in  the  end  proves  incapable  of 
being  brought  to  perfection.  It  is  a  question  of  courage 
to  wait  for  results,  and  to  pursue  those  results  through  dis- 
appointment and  failure,  using  disappointment  and  failure 
as  blessings  in  disguise,  as  by  them  we  are  brought  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  mistakes  that  we  must  avoid. 

Commercial  geniuses  are  not  born  ready-made.  The 
capacity  for  acquiring  commercial  genius  is  very  likely  born 
in  plenty  of  men  who  never  discover  they  have  it,  and  in 
some  women  too.  It  is  like  any  other  kind  of  genius ;  it 
develops,  and  it  requires  for  its  development  an  infinite 
capacity  for  taking  pains.  Not  every  chemist's  proprietary 
is  capable  of  a  universal  sale,  but  most  chemists'  proprie- 
taries are  capable  of  a  much  larger  sale  than  they  enjoy, 
and  I  will  say  one  thing  about  the  work  of  trying  to  extend 
a  business  of  any  kind  :  it  may  have  disappointment  and 
trouble  in  it  before  it  wins  out,  but  it  is  untiringly  interest- 
ing and  it  develops  new  charm  every  day  that  we  labour 
upon  it. 

The  path  of  safety  is  to  be  trodden  by  making  expansion 
depend  upon  organisation.  There  are  always  two  ways  in 
which  an  increase  can  be  sought.  We  may  enlarge  the 
advertisement-spaces  that  we  occupy  in  the  home  paper, 
and  the  papers  into  which  we  have  extended  them.  If  a 
six-inch  advertisement  pulls  well,  a  twelve-inch  one  may 
(but  not  necessarily  will)  pull  better.  We  should  not  go 
into  the  papers  of  any  new  town  until  we  have  arranged 
for  the  goods  to  be  readily  obtainab'o  there  A*  an  early 
stage  of  the  proceedings  we  shall,  no  doubt,  have  been  able 
to  arrange  to  have  our  goods  carried  in  stock  by  some,  at 
least,  of  the  wholesale  houses  in  London  and  elsewhere. 
Country  newspapers  often  circulate  further  'iwiy  than  one 
is  apt  to  foresee,  and  if  a  demand  is  created  for  a  package 
or  two  of  our  advertised  speciality  in  a  strange  place,  we 
want  our  local  colleagues  to  be  able  to  obtain  the  goods 
from  the  wholesale  trade.  A  certain  number  of  retail 
orders  from  outside  will  come  by  post.  These  can  often 
be  used  to  open  up  a  new  trade  connection.  We  can  get  the 
local  chemist  to  supply  the  demand.  When  he  sees  that 
we  take  care  of  him,  he  will  take  care  of  us. 

In  this,  as  in  all  other  respects,  patience,  resource,  and 
perseverance  will  do  wonders ;  and  on  the  lines  laid  down 
in  the  foregoing  articles,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  capital 
really  at  risk  should  ever  be  large. 

Pharmacy  Act  Amendment.— A  Bill  has  been  intro- 
duced in  the  Ontario  Legislature  and  received  its  first 
reading  February  23.  which  seeks  to  give  general  stores  the 
right  to  sell  "household  remedies."

Novocaine  Injections. 

As  novocaine  is  decomposed  by  sodium,  the  syringe  and' 
needles,  if  they  are  sterilised  by  solutions  containing  sodium,, 
should  always  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  the  normal  salt- 
solution  before  again  being  used 

Pain  after  Tooth-extraction. 

The  extraction  of  an  abscessed  tooth  is  generally  followed 
by  great  pain.  Mr.  G.  B.  Winter  writing  in  the  "Dental 
Era,"  states  that  he  has  found  lysol  to  be  the  ideal 
remedy  in  such  conditions,  placing  it  undiluted  in  the 
socket.  It  relieves  the  pain  immediately,  helps  to  check 
the  haemorrhage,  and  establishes  antiseptic  conditions  in 
the  socket. 

The  Dentist  has  the  Root  of  my  Complaint. 

An  interesting  experiment  was  recently  carried  out  with 
regard  to  the  different  pressures  brought  into  action  between 
natural  and  artificial  teeth.  It  was  found  that  natural  teeth 
can  effect  a  pressure  six  times  greater  than  that  of  artificial, 
teeth — a  fact  that  cannot  be  too  widely  known  as  proving 
the  value  of  conservative  dentistry. 

Dental  Caries  in  Ancient  Egypt. 

Dr.  G.  E.  Smith,  writing  to  "  The  Lancet  "  recently,  said 
that  from  his  own  personal  observation  "  5.000  years  ago, 
in  the  time  of  the  Pyramid-builders,  dental  caries  and 
alveolar  abscesses  were  at  least  as  common  among  the 
adult  aristocracy  of  Egypt  as  they  are  in  Europe  to-day, 
although  dental  caries  was  rare  among  the  people  of  lower 
social  status,  and  almost  unknown  in  children.  Among 
several  thousand  children  found  in  ancient  Egyptian  graves 
I  have  seen  only  three  instances  of  caries  in  deciduous  teeth." 

Tooth-pulp. 

Arsenious  acid  for  the  devitalisation  of  the  tooth-pulp 
was  first  used  in  1835 ;  it  is  now  being  gradually  superseded 
by  cocaine  "  pressure  anaesthesia."  The  latter  method, 
while  doing  away  with  the  use  of  a  dangerous  drug  like 
arsenic,  has  the  advantage  of  enabling  the  tooth  to  be  pre- 
pared and  filled  at  one  visit  of  the  patient.  There  are  many- 
opinions  for  and  against  "  pressure  anaesthesia,"  but  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  in  certain  conditions  of  the  pulp 
of  the  tooth  it  has  failed  to  have  any  effect,  and  for  some 
time  yet  dentists  will  always  require  to  have  arsenious 
preparations  in  stock  for  the  treatment  of  such  cases. 

Sterilisation  of  Dentures. 

One  is  often  asked  by  persons  using  artificial  teeth  which 
is  the  best  method  to  cleanse  the  plates.  The  usual  way  ia 
to  immer6e  the  plate  in  water  for  the  night  and  scrub  with 
soap  and  water  in  the  morning.  This,  however,  does  not 
remove  tobacco  or  medicinal  stains,  and  for  this  many  patent 
preparations  are  on  the  market.  A  simple  and  effectual 
method  for  deodorising  and  disinfecting  the  plate  is,  accord- 
ing to  the  "British  Dental  Journal,"  to  add  a  few  drops 
of  sulphurous  acid  to  the  water  in  which  the  denture  is  placed 
for  the  night,  and  this  is  followed  by  the  usual  brush  with 
soap  and  water  in  the  morning. 

Teeth  of  the  Japanese. 

Dr.  Ottofy,  of  Manila,  6ome  years  ago  attributed  the 
wasting  of  the  teeth  of  the  Japanese  to  the  fact  that  they 
used  human  excreta  for  the  fertilising  of  their  vegetable 
gardens,  and  believed  that  the  6mall  stature  of  the  Japanese 
might  be  accounted  for  in  this  way  also.  As  regards  the 
teeth,  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  wasting  is  caused  in  such 
a  way.  The  Japanese  are  most  careful  as  regards  the  clean- 
ing of  their  teeth  ;  even  the  poorest  among  them  use6,  if  not 
a  toothbrush,  a  wooden  twig  hammered  out  at  the  end  to  a 
bundle  of  fibres.  The  late  Professor  Miller  in  his  investiga- 
tions on  this  subject  found  that  the  tooth-powders  com- 
monly used  were  exceedingly  rough,  an  I  he  felt  certain  that 
this,  combined  with  the  diligent  brushing,  was  the  cause  of 
the  universal  wasting  of  their  teeth.

Medical  Gleanings. 


Ingrowing  Toenail. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Stephens  suggests  ("B.  M.  J.,"  1909,  I., 
p.  145)  that  the  position  of  the  foot  during  sleep  is  a  nioro 
likely  cause  of  an  ingrowing  toenail  than  are  ill-fitting 
boots.  He  finds  that  although  a  person  on  taking  up  a  fide- 
position,  places  his  two  feet  side  by  side,  in  a  very  short  time 
the  upper  one  slips  down  on  to  the  bed.  If  it  slides  but  a 
little  way,  then  it  lies  with  its  weight  resting  on  the  toes, 
and  it  is  the  constant  pressure  on  the  big  too  that  sets  up 
the  pathological  condition.  Two  photographs  are  given 
in  the  article  to  illustrate  the  point. 

Mumps. 

In  simple  mumps  Dr.  Gordon  Sharp  gives  5  grains  each  of 
sodium  salicylate  and  sodium  bicarbonate  well  diluted  with 
aerated  water.  Plenty  of  water  (cold  or  aerated)  is  given 
to  drink,  but  no  food  until  the  child  asks  for  it.  The 
sodium  salicylate  relieves  the  aching  of  the  neck-muscles, 
thus  allowing  sleep.  When  abdominal  pain  is  severe, 
3  minims  of  tincture  of  opium,  diluted  to  half  a  drachm  with 
glycerin  and  water,  is  given  every  hour,  or  even  oftener, 
as  long  as  necessary.  The  volume  of  the  dose  is  reduced 
as  much  as  possible,  as  any  distension  of  the  stomach 
increases  the  pain. 

Digestion. 

In*  a  recent  communication  to  the  Royal  Society  J.  S. 
Edkins  and  M.  Tweedy  stated  that  by  a  special  method 
they  were  able  to  introduce  food-material  to  definite 
portions  of  the  stomach  and  intestine.  By  this  means  it 
was  found  that  while  the  pyloric  end  of  the  stomach  is  of 
considerable  value  in  food-absorption,  the  fundal  end  is 
non-functional  until  absorption  in  the  duodendum  also 
stimulates  the  fundus  to  secrete  digestive  juices.  Acid 
alone  is  but  a  slight  stimulus  to  gastric  secretion,  but  dex- 
trin, as  also  the  allied  dextrose  and  maltose,  has  a  marked 
effect;  while  the  meat  extract  devised  by  Herzen,  of 
Geneva,  was  the  most  potent  factor  among  the  substances 
experimented  with  in  provoking  the  secretion  of  the  diges- 
tive fluid. 

Mouth-wash  for  Old  People. 

Sir  R.  Douglas  Powell,  Bart.,  M.D.,  lectured  recently 
on  "Advanced  Life  and  its  Diseases"  at  the  Middlesex 
Hospital,  and  the  lectures  have  since  been  published  in 
"  The  Hospital. "  In  the  second  of  them  he  referred  to  the 
septic  condition  into  which  the  gums  get  through  neglect, 
when  there  is  much  irritation  around  the  stumps  of  old 
teeth.  In  such  cases  a  slight  astringent  in  combination 
with  an  antiseptic  is  invaluable,  and  Sir  Douglas  is  in  the 
habit  of  prescribing  the  following  : 

Hazeline   Jij. 

Glycerin  of  borax  Jij. 

Eau  de  Cologne     ...       ...  ... 

Rose-water  to   3viij. 

One  tablespoonful  in  a  large  wineplass  of  water  as  a  mouth- 
wash and  gargle.  A  soft  badger's-hair  tooth-brush,  dipped 
into  water  and  sprinkled  with  the  undiluted  lotion,  should 
also  be  used  to  brush  the  gums. 

Trypanosomes  and  Polypharmacy. 

Professor  A.  R.  Cushny,  in  a  paper  read  before  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Therapeutical  and  Pharmacological  Section 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  upon  ''  Tissue  Anti- 
septics with  Reference  to  Animal  Infections,"  stated  that 
a  proportion  of  1  part  of  arsenic,  antimony,  or  bismuth  to 
200.000  parts  of  body-weight  was  sufficient  to  banish  the 
trypanosome  of  sleeping-sickness,  and  while  arsenic  acted 
more  slowly  than  antimony,  the  damage  done  to  the  host 
by  bismuth  was  generally  irreparable.  The  trypanosomes, 
however,  returned  after  a  time,  and  as  often  as  they  were 
banished  they  came  back  at  shorter  intervals,  until  a  race 
of  antimony-resistant  or  arsenic-resistant  trypanosomes 
was  produced  which  could  be  propagated  from  rat  to  rat, 
but  which,  if  injected  into  a  mouse,  became  non-resistant 
again.  The  arsenic-resistant  trypanosomes  were,  however, 
still  susceptible  to  antimony  or  bismuth,  and  rice  versa — 
a  modern  vindication  of  the  old  polypharmacy,  since  if  a 
patient  were  treated  with  all  the  available  drugs,  few 
trypanosomes  would  survive  the  combined  attack. 


Scientific  Progress. 

Tt.nperatures  under  this  heading  arc  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Alkyl  Ethers.  .1.  R.  Senderens,  in  a  communication  to  tin- 
Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  recently  gave  a  new  mode 
of  preparing  alkyl  ethers  by  moans  of  catalysis  with  alumina. 
The  latter  substance  is  formed  by  precipitating  sodium 
aluminato  with  sulphuric  acid.  The  alumina  is  maintained  at 
a  temperature  of  240o-260°,  and  the  alcohol  (methyl,  ethyl,  or 
propyl)  vapour  is  passed  over  it,  giving  tho  corresponding' 
ether.    Tho  alcohol  need  not  bo  absolute. 

The  Constitution  of  Starch.  \cc  rding  to  Eugene  Pouard 
(Academie  des  Sciences,  Paris,  February  22),  if  potassium 
hydrate  bo  added  to  the  limpid  solution  of  starch  obtained  by 
filtration  through  a  collodion  film,  the  rotatory  power  of  tho 
alkaline  solution  is  a  function  of  its  alkalinity  tending  to  a 
limit  of  Jo  i".141°.  Tho  latter  Ggure  is  almost  identical  with 
tho  specific  rotatory  power  of  maltose  ( ,  o  i>  140.4°),  and  th« 
conclusion  drawn  is  that  starch  is  simply  a  condensation- 
product  of  maltose. 

Action  of  Alcohol  on  Metallic  Calcium.— F  Mollwo 
Perkin  and  L.  Pratt  stato  ("  Proc.  (,'hcm.  Soc,"  350,  p.  18) 
that  tho  production  of  alkyl  oxides  upon  adding  calcium  to 
alcohols  is  generally  slow,  but  is  greatly  facilitated  by  heat. 
Calcium  hydride  reacts  more  readily  than  the  metal,  but  tho 
product  is  less  pure.  Calcium  ethoxide,  which  crystallises 
from  alcohol  with  two  molecules  of  alcohol  of  crystallisation, 
has  been  satisfactorily  employed  for  organic  condensation  in 
place  of  sodium  ethoxide.  Other  alkyl  oxides  aro  not  so 
readily  prepared  owing  to  their  insolubility  in  tho  alcohols. 

Suprarenal  Gland  Preparation  Dr  Max  Freund. 
Berlin,  has  obtained  provisional  protection  for  a  method  of 
producing  a  pure  solution  of  the  active  principle  of  tho  supra- 
renal gland  in  which  electrolytic  reduction  is  employed.  An 
extract  of  fresh  gland  is  prepared  to  a  bulk  of  600  c.c,  filtered, 
and  then  electrolytically  reduced,  using  a  platinum  cathode, 
carbon  anode,  and  a  porus  cell  as  a  diaphragm.  Tho  solution 
is  rendered  slightly  acid,  and  the  duration  of  tho  action  is 
from  one  to  two  hours,  according  to  tho  Etrongth  of  the 
liquid.  No  decomposition  or  chango  takes  plaoo  in  tho  active 
principle  during  tho  process. 

Selective  Per  aieablllty  of  Seed-coverinss.  Professor 
Adrian  J.  Brown  in  a  communication  read  before  tho 
Royal  Society  ("Nature,"  February  25,  p.  507)  extended  his 
previous  investigations  on  tho  coverings  of  tho  seods  of  barley 
{Hordcum  rulgarc),  which  act  as  a  perfect  semi-permeable 
membrane  in  resisting  tho  passage  of  acids,  alkalies,  and 
salts,  but  not  iodine.  The  experiments  described  showed  that 
non-eloctrolytos,  such  as  dextrose  and  cano  sugar,  aro  unable 
to  penetrate  tho  membrane.  Other  substances  able  to  pene- 
trate the  seed-coats  aro  the  chloride  and  cyanido  (but  not  tho 
nitrate  or  sulphate)  of  mercury,  ammonia,  acetic  acid  and 
several  homologues,  ethyl  acetate,  and  alcohols.  Glycollic 
and  lactic  acids  do  not  pass  into  the  seeds  as  quickly  as  acetic 
acid.  The  rate  at  which  watery  solutions  penetrato  tho  mem- 
brane is  much  more  rapid  in  the  ease  of  solutions  of  readily 
diffusible  substances  like  ammonia  than  with  liquids  con- 
taining indiffusible  compounds  or  with  water  alone. 

Cinnamon-root  oil.— Dr.  Pilgrim  has  investigated  ("Pharm. 
Weekblad  voer  Nederland,"  1909,  50)  an  oil  prepared 
by  steam-distillation  from  the  root  of  Cinnamornum  zcylani- 
cum,  Breyn.  It  had  a  specific  gravity  of  0.993  at  15°  and  an 
optical  rotation  of  -f  50°  in  a  200-mm.  tube.  It  was  separated 
into  several  fractions  by  distillation  under  reduced  pressure. 
Tho  first  fraction,  distillin.tr  at  65°  to  80°  at  30  mm.,  had  a  speci- 
fic p;ravity  of  0.860,  a  rotation  of  +20°  in  a  200-mm.  tube,  and  3 
refractive  index  of  1.4660,  and  was  proved  to  consist  prin- 
cipally of  pineno  (m.p.  of  nitrosochloride  107.5°  to  108°).  Tho 
second  fraction,  distilling  at  80°  to  100°  C.  (30  mm.),  had  a 
specific  gravity  of  0.882  rotation  —  8. 63,  and  refractive  index 
1.4746.  and  boiled  at  170°-180°.  It  contained  cineol,  dipentene, 
and  phellandrene.  Cineol  was  identified  by  the  resorcin  com- 
pound (m.p.  82°-83°),  dipentene  bv  the  tetrabromido  (m.p. 
123°),  and  phellandrene  by  the  nitrite  (m.p.  105°-106u).  Cam- 
phor was  next  separated,  and  identified  by  the  formation  of 
theoxime.  Tho  next  fraction  contained  borneol  (b.p.  216°-218°), 
geraniol  (b.p.  231°-232°)  (identified  bv  formation  of  esters) 
safrol  (s.g.  1.090).  and  eugenol  (b.p.  2483-249°),  identified  bv 
the  benzoyl  chloride  compound  (m.p.  69°).  Tho  fraction  boil- 
ing at  248°-250°  consisted  principally  of  cinnamic  aldehyde, 
and  was  identified  by  the  sodium-bisulphite  compound. 
Caryophyllene  was  detected  in  tho  last  fraction*.  Tho  chief 
characteristic  of  the  root-oil  is  that  it  contains  earriphor,  tho 
leaf-oil  consisting  principally  of  eugenol.  and  the  bark  oil 
chiefly  of  cinnamic  aldehyde.

The  directions  accompanying  the  tablets  are 
to  the  effect  that  one  or  two  are  to  be  crushed  and  taken  with 
milk — a  new  idea,  but  we  find  them  equally  effective  when 
taken  after  "  sweets." 

Dose  Indicator. — Various  methods  of  indicating  the 
time  when  the  next  dose  of  medicine  has  to  be  taken  have 
been  introduced  to  chemists,  but  the 
"Pharmacy  Dial"  now  introduced 
by  Mr.  R.  J.  Renter.  5  to  7  Denman 
Street,  Piccadilly  Circus,  London, 
W.,  is  one  of  the  smartest  things  we 
have  seen,  since  it  is  supplied  to 
chemists  at  such  a  reasonable  price 
that  they  can  afford  to  fix  one  to 
each  bottle  of  medicine  dispensed. 
The  dial  is  exactly  the  size  shown  in 
the  figure,  being  printed  on  gummed  paper,  and  the  hand 
(affixed  to  it  by  an  eyelet)  is  made  of  pink  celluloid.  Mr. 
Renter  has  introduced  several  novel  ideas  to  pharmacists 
in  this  country,  and  this  one  is  not  a  whit  behind  any  of 
its  predecessors. 

The  Preservation  of  Dead  Bodies. — Eight  years  ago  or 
more  we  described  the  system  for  the  preservation  of  dead 
bodies  by  means  of  formaldehyde,  introduced  by  Dr.  G.  de 
Rechter,  of  Brussels,  which  was  brought  under  our  notice 
by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Christy.  Since  then  nothing- 
more  has  been  heard  of  it  :  but  the  other  day,  while 
chatting  with  Mr.  Gilbert  Christy,  he  informed  us  that 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London  had  ordered  one 
of  the  machines  required  for  the  purpose  of  impregnating 
the  body  with  formaldehyde,  and,  as  this  is  the  first  one 
to  be  used  in  this  country,  it  is  likely  to  be  the  forerunner 
of  many.  Dr.  de  Rechter's  system  having  been  eminently 
successful,  and  in  use  in  most  of  the  large  cities  on  the 
Continent.  Chemists  who  are  town  councillors  should  keep 
the  matter  in  mind,  and  they  may  obtain  further  informa- 
tion from  Messrs.  Thomas  Christy  &  Co.,  Old  Swan  Lane, 
London,  E.G. 

Automatic  Aerated- water  Machines. — The  illustra- 
tion will  give  our  readers  an  idea  of  the  compactness  of 
"Machine  A,"  marketed  by  Messrs. 
Flugel  &  Co.,  21  Lime  Street,  London, 
E.C.  This  complete  and  entirely  auto- 
matic aerated-water  plant  occupies  only 
4  ft.  by  4  ft.  of  floor-space.  In  towns 
where  a  water-pressure  of  25  lb.  per 
square  in.  is  available  the  apparatus  is 
regulated  by  two  taps  only.  The  prin- 
ciple is  simplicity  itself.  The  water  is 
forced  by  means  of  a  self-acting 
hydraulic  pump  through  the  pores  of 
three  Berkfeld  candle-filters  against  a 
pressure  of  several  atmospheres  of  car- 
bonic-acid gas.  The  aeration  conse- 
quently takes  place  in  the  candle  while  the  water  is  in  the 
very  finely  divided  condition  so  essential  for  its  maximum 
saturation  with  gas,  while  the  filtration  allows  minimum 
contamination  of  the  water.  The  machine's  capacity  is 
eight  10  oz.  Codd's  bottles  per  minute,  or  150  syphons  an 
hour.  The  machine,  which  acts  as  a  syphon  itself,  may 
be  connected  with  a  soda-water  fountain,  and  appears 
specially  adapted  to  cope  with  any  irregular  requirements. 
The  candles  can  be  readily  removed,  and  are  quickly 
cleaned  by  passing  a  bottle-brush  through  them,  as  they 
are  open  at  both  ends.  "  Machine  B  "  is  fitted  with  hand- 
pump  for  places  without  waterworks,  and  "  Machine  C  " 
with  both  hand  and  automatic  water-pumps  for  places 
where  water-supply  is  unreliable.  A  power-machine  is 
also  made.  A  solution  and  syrup  pump  is  attached,  while 
the  fittings  allow  of  the  attachment  of  various  filling 
devices  for  all  kinds  of  bottles  or  syphons.

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  commemoration  dinner 
which  is  being  promoted  by  the  London  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion is  to  be  memorable  for  

other  things  than  the  large  array 
of  members  of  Parliament  who 
are  to  be  present.  Mr.  Welles- 
ley  Douglas,  the  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Association,  is  well 
known  as  a  musician,  and  is 
thus  enabled  to  get  several 
popular  performers  to  give  their 
services.  One  item  (by  permis- 
sion of  Mr.  Beerbohm  Tree)  is 
to  be  a  recitation  by  Mr. 
Frederick  James,  of  His 
Majesty's  Theatre.  This  nam 
de  t/udtre  hides  the  identity  of 
a  pharmacist  who  some  time  ago 
deserted  pharmacy  for  the 
stage,  for  which  he  has  un- 
doubted talents.  Some  of  his 
friends  will  recognise  his  per- 
sonality from  the  photograph, 
where  he  is  shown  in  the 
character  of  the  Maharajah  of 
Jumpore  in  Mr.  H.  A.  Jones's 
play  "The  Dancing  Girl."' 
which  is  concluding  at  His 
week. 
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Royal  Institution. 

THE  evening  discourse  on  March  19  was  by  Mr.  Richard 
Threlfall,  F.R.iS.,  the  subject  being  "Experiments  at 
High  Temperatures  and  Pressures."  The  lecturer  began  by 
referring  to  the  unexplored  region  of  the  earth  within  a  few 
miles  of  the  Institution.  To  reach  it,  borings  would  have 
to  be  made  vertically  downwards.  Mr.  Parsons  has  esti- 
mated that  to  bore  a  shaft  for  twelve  miles  towards  the 
interior  of  the  earth  would  cost,  five  million  pounds  and 
occupy  eighty-five  years.  A  well-to-do  man  desiring  to 
benefit  his  fellow-creatures  could  not  do  better  than  under- 
take this  project ;  in  the  meantime,  said  the  lecturer,  ex- 
periments have  been  directed  as  to  the  effect  of  the  high 
temperatures  and  pressures  on  chemical  reactions  and 
realising  the  phenomena  that  would  be  encountered.  Many 
theories  have  ibeen  advanced  as  to  the  rigidity  of  the  earth, 
and  Lord  Kelvin  has  shown  that  the  earth's  surface  needs 
to  be  as  rigid  as  steel  or  it  would  show  tidal  effects.  The 
enormous  pressure  prevents  the  earth's  strata  from  melt- 
ing. The  influence  of  pressure  on  the  melting-point  of 
substances  was  then  considered,  it  being  found  that  when 
pressure  is  increased  to  a  certain  amount  a  higher  tempera- 
ture is  no  longer  needed.  This  has  been  arrived  at  by 
experiments  on  wax  and  glacial  acetic  acid  under  great 
pressure.  Some  pretty  experiments  were  shown  regarding 
the  different  states  of  chemical  substances  at  various 
temperatures.  A  film  of  mercuric  iodide  which  had 
been  changed  to  the  yellow  variety  by  great  cold  was, 
by  the  warmth  of  the  lantern,  turned  to  the  crimson 
■colour  generally  seen.  The  several  forms  of  sulphur  were 
shown  under  polarised  light.  So  far  graphite  has  been 
found  to  be  the  only  substance  combining  the  property  of 
a  certain  amount  of  fluidity  with  the  capacity  of  resisting 
high  temperatures.  Descriptions  were  then  given  of  the 
apparatus  in  which  these  experiments  are  carried  out,  Mr. 
Threlfall  having  devised  a  special  form  in  which  pressures 
•of  100  tons  per  square  inch  and  temperatures  up  to 
2,000°  C.  can  foe  obtained.  This  piece  of  apparatus  was 
.shown  and  taken  to  pieces  to  exhibit  how  the  core  of 
Ceylon  graphite,  surrounded  by  a  cup  of  fused  magnesia, 
is  broken  across.  The  lecturer  stated  that  no  wholesale 
transformation  of  amorphous  carbon  or  graphite  into 
diamond  could  be  brought  about  at  a  lower  temperature 
and  pressure  than  those  stated.  The  idea  in  making  these 
experiments  was  that  the  graphite  might  be  forced  to  melt 
and  then  that  conditions  would  require  it  to  recrystallise 
as  diamond — not  in  the  form  of  large  clear  crystals,  but 
rather  in  the  variety  known  as  "bort,"  or  black  diamond. 
The  experiments  have  been  rendered  possible  by  the  in- 
vention of  high-speed  steel,  which  keeps  its  hardness  up 
to  nearly  or  quite  red  heat,  and  any  further  advance — 
mainly  in  the  direction  of  the  allowance  of  more  time — 
must  wait  for  improvements  in  that  material.  It  may  be 
that  the  limits  of  temperature  within  which  crystallisation 
in  diamond  form  can  take  place  are  really  very  narrow  at 
any  pressure — and  in  this  case  it  would  be  a  matter  of 
very  great  difficulty  to  make  an  apparatus  in  which  the 
conditions  could  be  kept  constant  for  a  sufficient  length  of 
time — and  the  difficulty  would  be  greater  the  higher  the 
temperature.  It  is  noteworthy  from  this  point  of  view 
that  in  Moissan's  method  for  the  artificial  production  of 
diamond  very  much  lower  pressures  and  temperatures  are 
used  than  those  described.  Using  iron  as  a  solvent,  it  is 
highly  improbable  that  Moissan  attained  a  pressure  of 
more  than  20  tons  per  square  inch,  and  when  silver  is 
employed  the  pressure  would  be  much  lower.  The  lecturer 
placed  the  effective  temperature  of  the  formation  of 
diamond  in  iron  or  silver  spheroids  at  something  like 
1,500°  C.  Comparing  the  experiments  of  Moissan  with 
those  referred  to,  it  looked  as  if  Roozeboom's  opinion  is 
at  present  the  most  probable — viz.,  that  solvents  are  neces- 
sary in  order  to  depress  the  crystallisation  point  of 
diamond  to  a  temperature  at  which  the  transformation  to 
graphite  is  slow  enough  for  ranid  cooling  to  interrupt  it. 
In  this  case  the  next  step  would  be  to  repeat  the  experi- 
ments described  at  the  highest  possible  pressure  in  the 
presence  of  iron,  though  Mr.  Parsons  _has  already  made 
some  trials  in  this  direction  with  negative  results.  There 
are,  however,  many  metals  which  have  never  been  tried, 


and  one  or  other  of  them  may  turn  out  to  have  the  requisite 
properties. 


Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians. 

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Institute  on  March  18  at  the  Cannon 
Street  Hotel,  London,  E.C.,  Dr.  G.  Lindsay  Johnson 
gave  a  lecture  on  "  Optical  Illusions."  There  was  a  large 
attendance.  The  lecturer  began  by  pointing  out  that  of  the 
five  senses  seeing  is  the  one  which  people  believe  explicitly 
— "  Seeing  is  believing  "  expresses  the  popular  view  of  this 
sense.  Then,  after  briefly  describing  the  structure  of  the 
eye,  Dr.  Johnson  showed  that  we  do  not  6ee  with  our  eyes. 
The  image  on  the  retina  can  only  be  of  very  small  dimen- 
sions, yet  objects  appear  of  their  proper  size.  The  rods  of 
the  retina  whereon  the  impressions  fall  were  likened  by 
the  lecturer  to  eighty  million  candles  of  transparent 
material  placed  side  by  side  and  viewed  from  the  top,  the 
wicks  corresponding  to  the  nerve-fibres  which  eventually 
unite  in  the  optic  nerve.  Vibrations  pass  to  the  brain, 
and  each  fibre  ending  in  a  cell  gives  a  certain  amount  of 
stimulus  to  the  soul  or  mind  which  "sees."  There  are 
several  separate  parts  of  the  brain  involved,  6uch  as  the 
light,  form,  and  colour  centres,  the  united  effect  of  which 
is  translated  by  the  soul.  What  we  6ee  is  "  the  mental 
conception  of  the  image  of  an  image." 

The  lights  were  then  switched  off,  and  by  means  of  the 
lantern  a  long  series  of  slides  was  exhibited  to  illustrate 
various  forms  of  optical  illusions.  The  eye  becomes 
fatigued  on  gazing  at  an  object,  and  the  first  slide  of 
black  squares  intersected  by  white  bands  showed  that  the 
white  appeared  degraded.  This  led  up  to  the  influence  of 
adjacent  colours  of  which  painters  take  advantage  when 
they  give  a  dark  background  to  a  portrait,  thus  giving  a 
stereoscopic  appearance  to  the  face.  The  effect  of  irradia- 
tion was  the  next  topic.  Owing  to  this  white  objects  seem 
larger  than  black  objects  of  the  same  size.  As  a  practical 
illustration  it  was  mentioned  that  when  stout  ladies  dress 
in  black  the  stoutness  is  not  so  apparent  as  it  would  be 
if  they  wore  white  clothes.  The  feet  look  smaller  in  black 
boots  than  white  boots.  Similar  deductions  in  regard  to 
height  were  made  as  to  the  use  of  horizontal  and  vertical 
line6  in  the  pattern  of  the  clothes.  After  mentioning 
that  black  letters  on  white  are  easier  to  read  than  when 
the  reverse  is  the  case,  the  lecturer  showed  that  in  reading 
it  is  the  top  parts  of  the  letters  which  are  most  important. 
This  was  made  apparent  by  a  slide  of  halved  type.  No 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  reading  the  part  consisting  of 
the  upper  halves  of  the  letters,  but  few  could  follow  the 
slide  whereon  the  lower  section  of  the  type  was  given. 
This  led  up  to  a  consideration  of  the  comparative  legibility 
of  various  letters,  those  with  similar  upper  halves,  like 
"  h  "  and  "  b,"  being  least  legible.  A  number  of  slides  next 
dealt  with  picture  illusions.  The  familiar  phenomenon  of 
the  gaze  of  a  portrait  appearing  to  follow  one  round  the 
room  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pupil  is  represented  by 
the  painter  as  a  bright  point.  After  showing  how  painters 
are  accustomed  to  exaggerate  the  comparative  6ize  of  the 
moon,  Dr.  Johnson  asked,  "  How  is  it  that  the  harvest 
moon  appears  bigger  than  that  seen  at  other  times  of  the 
year."  It  is  really  the  same  size,  but  being  close  to  the 
horizon  the  eye  is  able  to  exercise  its  power  of  comparison 
with  near  objects.  Another  series  of  slides  dealt  with  the 
effect  of  lines  of  direction,  particularly  the  Frazer  pheno- 
menon, where  letters  or  geometrical  figures  appear  distorted 
when  given  on  a  plaid  background.  Some  circles  drawn 
within  each  other  seemed  to  form  a  spiral,  and  others  looked 
as  though  they  were  ovals  or  circles  with  depressed  sides. 
After  showing  slides  of  "tumble  cubes,"  in  which  two 
people  would  probably  not  agree  as  to  the  position  of  the 
top  and  bottom  of  the  cube,  a  few  minutes  were  devoted  to 
monocular  stereoscopy,  which  is  involved  in  these  cases. 
Persistence  of  vision  was  the  last  subject  dealt  with, 
rapidly  revolving  discs  variously  painted  giving  curious 
effects.  In  this  series  was  shown  the  familiar  instance  of 
the  combination  of  the  primary  colours  to  form  white. 

At  the  conclusion  a  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
E.  K.  Spiegelha.lter,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Ellis,  and  was 
put  to  the  meeting  by  Mr.  G.  Bennett  (the  Chairman)  and 
carried  unanimously. 
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Chemical  Society. 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  W.,  on  March  IB,  Sir  W.  Ramsay,  F.R.fci. 
( President),  in  the  chair. 

It  was  announced  that  an  international  monument  to 
'Bert helot  its  to  bo  raised  in  Paris,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
print  a  notice  on  the  subject  in  the  next  number  of  the 
"  Proceedings."  After  the  despatch  of  other  formal  busi- 
ness, Dr.  Divers,  reminded  tho  President  that  he  was 
occupying  the  chair  for  the  last  time,  at  least  for  some  years, 
and  asked  whether  he  had  any  answer  to  give  to  the 
inquiries  which  he  (Dr.  Divers)  had  made  at  a  previous 
meeting  on  the  subject  of  the  Council's  new  rule  as  to  tho 
admission  of  women  as  subscribers.  The  President,  in 
reply,  said  he  had  no  official  answer,  but  counsel's  opinion 
is  that  the  new  rule  is  valid  and  in  accordance  with  the 
by-laws.  Dr.  Divers  was  then  proceeding  to  argue  the 
question,  but  the  President  ruled  that  a  notice  of  motion 
•ould  be  accepted  at  an  ordinary  meeting,  but  that  no 
discussion  except  of  scientific  questions  could  be  allowed. 
The  matter  then  dropped.  Sir  William  Ramsay  then 
vacated  the  chair  for  a  short  time  to  read  a  paper  on 

The  Gaseous  Emanation-  of  Radium, 
by  himself  and  Dr.  Gray.  This  substance  has  been 
separated  from  the  hydrogen,  which  always  accompanies 
it,  by  liquefying  it  and  then  pumping  away  trie  bytirogen 
by  means  of  a  Toppler  pump.  The  quantities  worked  with 
->vere  so  small  that  all  the  observations  had  to  be  carried 
out  with  a  microscope.  In  6pite  of  this  difficulty  the  gas 
has  been  liquefied  and  its  density,  vapour-tension,  and  other 
constants  determined.  The  liquefied  gas  boils  at  -  54°,  and 
probably  has  an  atomic  weight  of  218,  which  is  that  of  the 
next  element  but  one  to  xenon  in  the  periodic  table.  The 
■gas  passes  through  a  curious  series  of  colour-changes  in 
liquefying.  It  is  phosphorescent  to  begin  with  and 
greenish-lilac  in  colour.  On  applying  liquid  air  to  the 
capillary  tube  containing  it  a  brilliant  spot  of  bluish  light 
appears  at  one  point  and  gradually  extends  through  the 
mass,  and  the  gas  changes  to  yellow,  then  to  orange,  and 
finally  forms  a  luminous  steel-blue  liquid.  There  was  no 
response  to  the  invitation  to  discuss  the  paper,  but  the 
hearty  applause  indicated  the  Fellows'  appreciation  of  the 
authors'  remarkable  experimental  ingenuity.  Professors 
Pope  and  Perkin  then  followed  with  a  case  of 

Optical  Activity  without  an  Asymmetric  Atom. 
Van't  Hoff  long  ago  pointed  out  that  a  bodv  having  such  a

liave  been  able  to  deracemisc  by  crystallising  the  brucine  salt. 
The  Isevo  acid  has  a  rotation  of  —  78°. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed.  Dr.  Armstrong  doubted 
■whether  the  asterisked  C  atom  is  not  asvmmetric.  to  which 
Professor  Pope  replied  that  in  Van't  Hoff's  sense  it  is  not 
asymmetric. 

A  paper  was  communicated  from  the  Wellcome  Chemical 
Research  Laboratories  on 

The  Constituents  of  the  Rhizome  of  Apocynum 
an  dro  s.em  i  folium. 
The  author  (Dr.  Charles  Watson  Moore)  said  that  under 
the  title  of  "  Apocynum  "  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
recognises  "  the  dried  rhizome  of  Apocynum  cannabhunn, 
Linne,  or  of _  closely  allied  species  of  Apocynum."  Three 
definite  species  of  Apocynum.  are  recognised  botanically — 
viz.,  A.  androxami  folium,  A.  medium,  Greene,  and\4. 
cannabinum,  the  last-named  being  very  variable  in  charac- 
ter. The  first  chemical  investigation  of  apoevnum  appears 
to  have  been  by  Schmiedeberg  ("  Arch.  Exp. "Path.,"  1883, 
16,  161),  who  obtained  two  products,  designated  as  apocynin 
and  apocynein.  both  of  which  were  amorphous  and  evi- 
dently consisted  of  mixtures.  More  recentlv,  Wood  ("  Jour. 


Amer.  Med.  Assoc."  1904,  43,  1953)  has  described  tho 
isolation  of  a  crystalline  substance  (m.p.  112°)  from  a  fluid 
extract  of  A.  cannabinum,  which  he  believed  to  be  identical 
with  the  so-called  "  crystalline  apocynin  "  of  commerce, 
but  found  the  latter  to  be  physiologically  almost  inert. 
He.  was  "  inclined  to  believe  that  the  active  principle  of 
apocynum  is  in  the  nature  of  a  glucoside  " — a  view  which 
the  present  investigation  shows  to  be  incorrect.  In  a  paper 
on  "The  Constituents  of  Canadian  Hemp:  Part  I.," 
Finnemore  ("  .J.  Chem.  Hoc,"  1908,  93,  1513)  has  recorded 
the  isolation  of  a  crystalline  substance  from  tho  root 
(rhizome)  of  .1.  cannabinum,  which  is  described  as 
"  apocynin  "  (having  been  found  to  correspond  to  tho 
"crystalline  apocynin"  of  commerce),  and  which  he  has 
shown  to  be  identical  with  acetovanillone, 
CII  l.C0.C6Hv(0ClL).01l. 

The  present  investigation  of  the  rhizome  of  A.  androxami- 
folium,  L.,  has  resulted  in  the  isolation  of  its  chief  activo 
principle,  which  it  is  proposed  to  designate  apocynamarin, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  possesses  an  extremely  bitter 
taste.  Apocynamarin  crystallises  in  small  glistening 
prisms,  melting  with  decomposition  at  about  170°.  Its 
composition  agrees  with  the  formula  C,„H.uO,,,2H:,0. 
As  yet  little  is  known  as  to  its  chemical  constitution  apart 
from  the  fact  that  it  contains  a  carbonyl  group  and 
appears  to  be  a  lactone.  If  to  a  solution  of  apocynamarin 
in  acetic  anhydride  a  few  drops  of  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid  is  added,  a  pink  colour  is  produced,  which  rapidly 
passes  to  green,  the  final  green  solution  showing  a  fine 
red-bronze  fluorescence. 

The  high  degree  of  toxicity  of  apocynamarin  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  2  mgms.  intravenously  injected  into  a 
cat  causes  a  very  large  rise  in  blood-pressure,  terminated 
by  heart-failure ;  a  very  distinct  action  is  produced  by 
the  injection  of  as  little  as  0.1  mgm.  When  administered 
per  os  in  large  doses  to  a  dog,  apocynamarin  acts  as  an 
emetic,  without  any  apparent  after-effects.  Finnemore. 
("  Proc.  Chem.  Soc."  1909.  26,  77)  has  recently  recorded 
the  isolation  of  an  active  principle  from  the  root  (rhizome) 
of  A.  cannabinum,  which  he  has  designated  "  cynotoxin," 
and  to  which  he  has  assigned  the  formula  C,0H;,,O6. 
This  substance  so  closely  resembles  apocynamarin  in  its 
properties  that,  notwithstanding  the  different  formula 
assigned  to  "  cynotoxin,"  the  two  substances  appear  to 
be  identical. 

Besides  apocynamarin,  the  rhizome  of  Apocynum. 
androsn  mi  folium  ha6  been  shown  to  contain  a  number  of 
other  interesting  substances.  For  the  purpose  of  a  com- 
plete examination,  a  quantity  of  a  concentrated  alcoholic 
extract  of  the  rhizome,  corresponding  to  about  19  kilos, 
of  the  drug,  was  distilled  in  a  current  of  steam  for  several 
hours,  when  a  small  quantity  of  an  essential  oil  was  ob- 
tained. After  this  operation  there  remained  in  the  dis- 
tillation-flask a  dark  aqueous  liquid  and  a  quantity  of 
resinous  material  insoluble  in  water.  It  was  from 
the  aqueous  liquid,  which  contained  sugar  and  tannin, 
that  the  above-described  apocynamarin  was  iso- 
lated. In  addition  to  this  substance,  the  aqueous 
liquid  yielded  a  considerable  quantity  of  acetovanil- 
lone, which  was  also  present  in  the  form  of  its 
glucoside.  CH1.CO.CfH.,.(OCH.1).O.CtH,l05  (m.p.  218- 
220°).  This  glucoside  is  a  new  substance,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  designate  it  androsin.  The  above-mentioned 
insoluble  resinous  material  yielded  a  small  amount  of 
ipuranol.  a  dihydric  alcohol  of  the  formula  C^HjJOH), 
(m.p.  285-290°),  and  acetovanillone;  palmitic,  stearic, 
oleic,  and  linolic  acids ;  and  a  large  quantity  of  unsaponifi- 
able  material.  From  the  latter  two  new  alcohols,  andro- 
xtcrol,  C,„H,„(OH)  (m.p.  208-210°),  and  homoandrosterol, 
C,.H,,(OH)  (m.p.  192°),  were  isolated,  while  the  presence 
of  a  third  new  alcohol,  apparently  isomeric  with  andro- 
sterol,  was  proved  by  the  preparation  of  itsmonobromoacetyl 
derivative.  These  new  alcohols  appear  to  be  related  to  tho 
phytosterols,  and  some  derivatives  were  prepared  from 
them.  Thus  androsterol  forms  a  monoacetyl  derivative 
and  a  monobromoacetyl  derivative,  melting  at  212-214' 
and  at  228-230°  respectively.  From  homoandrosterol  the 
monoacetyl  derivative  (m.p.  236°)  was  likewise  prepared. 

The  next  paper  was  from  the  Wellcome  Physiological 
Research  Laboratories,  and  was  by  Dr.  Bareer  and  Mr.  A.  J. 
Ewins,  who  described  some  derivatives  of  dihydroxyphenyl- 
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acetic,  -glyoollic  and  -glyoxylic  acids  obtained  ;?.  the  <(  urse 
■of  attempts  to  eynthesise  adrenalin.    The  last  paper  read 
was  by  Dr.  Ruhemann  on  the  condensation  of  amides  with 
esters  of  acetylenic  acids. 

THE  ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING 

of  Fellows  of  the  Society  was  held  in  the  same  place  on 
Thursday,  March  25,  at  4  p.m..  the  agenda  submitted  being 
as  follows  : 

1.  To  elect  two  scrutators  to  examine  the  voting-lists  for 
the  election  of  officers  and  Council. 

2.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Council,  together  with 
statement  of  accounts  and  balance-sheet  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1908. 

3.  Dr.  Divers,  F.R.S.,  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing new  by-law : 

XII.  bis. — Gn  ascertaining  the  will  of  the  Society  by 
means  of  voting-papers. 

The  President,  either  on  his  own  motion  or  on  a  written 
requisition  by  the  Council  or  by  fifty  Fellows,  shall  proceed 
to  ascertain  the  will  of  the  Society  as  to  any  suggested 
change  in  the  by-laws  or  in  the  administration  of  these 
laws  by  the  Council,  by  causing  to  be  delivered,  along  with 
the  "  Proceedings  "  or  separately,  a  notice  to  each  Fellow  of 
the  change  proposed,  together  with  a  voting-paper  upon  it, 
to  be  filled  in  by  the  Fellow  and  returned  to  the  Secretaries 
not  later  than  a  prescribed  date.  After  that  date  the 
results  of  the  voting  shall  be  counted  by  the  Secretaries  and 
two  scrutineers,  appointed  by  the  President,  and  be  reported 
by  him  to  a  Council-meeting  and  to  a  general  meeting,  upon 
which  the  Council  shall  proceed  to  act  in  accordance  with 
the  majority  of  votes,  as  being  the  expression  of  the  will  of 
the  majority. 

4.  To  present  the  Longstaff  Medal  for  1909  to  Professor 
F.  S.  Kipping,  F.R.S. 

5.  To  receive  the  address  of  the  President,  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  K.C.B.,  F.R.S.,  entitled  "  Elements  and  Elec- 
trons." 

6.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  scrutators  and  to  elect  the 
officers  and  Council  for  the  year  1909-10. 

The  Report  of  the  Council 

showed  that  on  December  31,  1908,  the  Society  had  2,950 
Fellows  on  the  roll,  an  increase  of  fifty-four  for  the 
year.  Among  the  deaths  was  one  of  the  oldest  Fellows, 
Mr.  Thomas  Morson,  who  was  elected  in  1851.  Professor 
William  Odling  and  Mr.  E.  A.  Pontifex  have  reached  their 
sixtieth  anniversaries,  and  the  Council  congratulated  them. 
Ten  gentlemen  were  named  who  have  reached  their  jubilee 

as  Fellows,  including 
Sir 'William  Crookes 
(1857),  Mr.  Cornelius 
Hanbury  (1857),  and 
Sir  H.  E.  Roscoe 
(1855).  The  work  of 
the  Society  during 
the  year  was  above 
the  average,  278 
scientific  •  communi- 
cations having  been 
made,  of  which  212 
were  published  in 
the  ' '  Transactions. ' ' 
Statistics  regarding 
the  "Journal"  and 
"  Proceedings  "  were 
submitted  and  after 
reference  to  certain 
jubilees  the  Council 
dealt  with  the  agita- 
tion of  the  year  in  regard  to  the  admission  of 
women  as  Fellows  of  the  Society  and  their  resolution 
that  they  should  be  admitted  as  subscribers  only.  The 
"opinion"  of  Messrs.  Bristows,  Cooke  &  Carpniael,  the 
Society's  legal  advisers,  was  submitted.  This  was  to  the 
effect  that  such  admission  would  not  be  contrary  to  the 
charter  or' by-laws.  They  are  to  have  all  privileges  of 
Fellow3  except  voting  and  holding  office.  Details  regarding 
the  library  were  then  given,  and  the  accounts  showed  that 
the  total  income  for  1908  was  7,134/.  17.s.  2d.,  which  is  less 
than  that  of  the  previous  year  by  125/.  17.s.  8d.  ;  the  expendi- 
ture being  6,834/.  15s. ,  or  only  84/.  6.?.  Id.  more  than  that  of 
last  year.  This  left  an  excess  of  300/.  2.s.  2c?.  of  income  over 
expenditure  for  the  year's  working,  as  compared  with 
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5C9/.  16s.  5-7.  for  1907,  and  741/.  13.-.  2d.  for  1906.  The 
Council  finally  indicated  that  the  annual  subscription  may 
have  to  be  raised  from  21.  to  21.  10-'.  if  authors  of  papers 
do  not  keep  them  shorter.  The  investments  of  the  Society 
amount  to  20,297/.  on  the  General  Fund  and  10,366/.  on  thx 
Research  Fund. 

When  Dr.  Divers'  motion  was  reached  it  was  not 
put.  The  President  read  it,  and  said  ii  was  already 
chose  jugee.  Dr.  Divers  asked  permission  of  the  meeting  tx 
substitute  "  may  "  for  "  shall  "  in  the  second  line  of  his 
motion.  The  President  ruled  that  this  was  inadmissible, 
and  the  matter  then  dropped.  The  rest  of  the  agenda  was 
then  gone  through.  We  shall  deal  with  the  President' .- 
address  next  week.  Sir  William  Ramsay  is  succeeded  in  the 
chair  by  Mr.  Harold  Baily  Dixon,  M.A.,  F.R.S. ,  Professor 
of  Chemistry  at  the  Manchester  University,  in  which  post  lu 
succ  eeded  Sir  H.  E.  Roscoe.  He  was  educated  at  West 
minster  School  and  Christ  Church,  Oxford.  He  distin- 
guished himself  at  Oxford,  taking  first-class  honours  ire 
natural  science  in  1875  and  his  blue  as  one  of  the  O.U 
football  eleven.  After  graduating  he  lectured  at  Trinity 
and  Balliol,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  Balliol.  He  succeeded  Sir  H. 
E.  Roscoe  in  1886.  Professor  Dixon  is  an  authority  on 
gases  and  explosion  due  to  their  combination.  He  has  been 
a  Fellow  of  the  Society  since  1876,  and  has  served  on  the 
Council  and  as  Vice-President. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 

TWELVE  fatalities,  including  three  misadventures,  have 
occurred  with  poisons  during  the  week.    Eustace  Wyat 
Sumpter,  dental  surgeon,  committed  suicide  in  a  wood  near 
Dorking  by  taking  cyanide  of  potassium. — Charles  Glover 
(28),  the  son  of  a  Birmingham  manufacturing  jeweller,  was 
found  dead  in  a  train  at  Burton  station.    A  bottle  containing 
some  prussic  acid  was  found  beneath  the  seat. — Wm.  A. 
Jones,   solicitor,  who  died  at  Plumbley  from  prussic-acid 
poisoning,  purchased  an  ounce  of  that  lethal  agent  from  Mr. 
A.  E.  H.  Blackburn,  Ph.C,  7  Exchange  Street,  Manchester, 
to  kill  a  dog,  with  the  remark  that  it  was  a  more  human* 
way  to  get  rid  of  the  animal  than   shootinp     'the  dead 
body  of  an  unknown  man  was  found  under  a  thicket  in  the 
Sidmouth    Plantation  at  Richmond  Park,    with   a  bottle 
smelling  of  hydrocyanic  acid   by    its   side. — A  Waterfoot 
grocer,    named    Albert    E.    Crankshaw,    was  found   in  a 
mutilated  condition  on  the  railway  line  with   two  empty 
bottles  labelled    "  Prussic  acid  "   not  far   away.      At  the 
inquest  the  jury  found  that  the  deceased  took  prussic  acio 
and  "so  killed  himself  while  trespassing  on  the  line." — Th« 
usual  verdict  was  returned  at  the  inquest  on  W.  T.  Frost, 
florist,  Maidstone,  who  was  stated  to  have  taken  enough  nico 
tine  to  kill  "  nearly  a  thousand  persons." — An  onen  verdict 
was  returned  at  the  inquest  on  Ellen  Nuttall  (62),  the  wife  of  i  ■ 
Manchester  traveller,   who  died  from  laudanum-poisoning. 
Deceased  suffered  from  asthma  and  gastric  catarrh,  and' 
obtained  an  ounce  of  laudanum  from  Mi.  W.  H.  Kendrew. 
chemist  and  druggist,  Southbank  Road,  Southport,  ostensibly 
for  a  friend.    Deceased  did  not  pay  for  the  opiate,  saying  she 
would  call  again.    However,  it  was  stated  that  she  took  "  a 
pint  of  paregoric"  regularly  every  week  and  also  a  mixture 
containing  chlorodyne.— Minnie  Dyer  (20)  died  in  Glasgow 
Western   Infirmary    from  the   effects  of  drinking  carbolh 
acid. — Alexander  Keyle,  bank  cashier,  Blandford  Square 
London,  N.W.,  a  victim  of  the  drug-habit,  died  from  heart 
failure  caused  bv  an  overdose  of  paraldehyde. — Mary  Johnson 
(67),   widow,  who  had  regularly  used  a  lotion  containing 
sulphate  of  copper  for  her  ulcerated  legs  during  nearly  ten 
years,  committed  suicide  bv  taking  a  cupful  of  the  lotion. — A 
verdict  of  death  from  lead-poisoning,  administered  for  thc- 
purposo  of  procuring  abortion,  was  returned  at  the  inquiry 
into  the  death  of  Mary  E.  Lee,  the  wife  of  a  bricklaver's 
labourer.    Deceased,  who  was  enceinte  with  her  tenth  child, 
was  stated  to  have  procured  a  miscarriage  by  taking  "  lead 
pills."    The  Coroner  (Mr.  Wightman)  said  he  was  anxious  to 
trace  the  parties  who  sell  these  pills,  as  there  are  a  number 
of  persons  in  Sheffield,  chiefly  women,  who  sell  them.    Dr.  T. 
Robertson  deposed  that  decea-sed  informed  him  that  she  had 
taken  four  of  the  pills  a  day  for  a  fortnight.— At  the  inquest 
regarding  the  death  of  Annie  Wakefield,  of  Knox  Street, 
London,  N.W.,  her  hi'sband  deposed  that  his  wife  had  always 
enjoyed  comparatively  good  health,  but  had   been   in  the 
habit  of  taking  quinine.    Dr.  Williams  stated  that  death  wa- 
undoubtedly  due  to  quinine,  of  which  deceased  had  taken 
25  grains,  a  quantity  which  would  cause  congestion  of  the 
brain  and  paralysis  of  the  heart.    The  husband,  recalled, 
said  his  wife  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  fourpennywortl. 
of  quinine  at  a  time,  though  the  last  dose  was  only  three- 
pennyworth.    The  jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  mis- 
adventure. 
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AN  evening  meeting  was  held  at  35  York  Place.  Edin- 
burgh, on  Wednesday,  March  17.  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour 
Chairman  of  the  Executive)  presiding.    The  first  paper 
■was  by  Mr.  .John  Lothian,  Ph.C.,  Glasgow,  on 

AN"  ALKALOIDAL  COLOUR-REACTION  WITH  ALOES. 

A  mixture  containing  aloes,  asafetida,  tincture  of  opium, 
magnesium  sulphate,  and  potassium  nitrate,  on  standing 
-assumed  a  beautiful  red  colour  .somewhat  resembling  an 
alkaline  solution  to  which  cochineal  has  been  added.  The 
author  found  that  the  coloration  only  occurred  in  these 
ombinatkms  containing  aloes  and  opium,  and  on  evaporat- 
ing the.  ether-washings  of  an  opium  assay  he  observed 
that  the  residue  gave  a  deep  purple-red  colour  when 
wanned  with  a  solution  either  of  aloes  or  aloin  in  dilute 
•alcohol.  Evidently,  therefore,  the  colour  was  produced 
by  tho  free  narcotine  in  the  opium  reacting  with  the  aloin 
in  the  aloes.  It  was  found  that  a  solution  of  aloin  in 
weak  alcohol  gave  cherry-red  to  purple-red  coloration 
with  narcotine.  morphine,  codeine,  papaverine,  strychnine, 
hrucine,  cocaine,  atropine,  quinine,  and  veratrine. 
Caffeine  did  not  give  the  reaction.  The  salts  of  the  alka- 
loids gave  tho  reaction  as  a  rule  (cocaine  hydrochloride 
•  loee  not),  probably  owing  to  dissociation.  The  purple-red 
olours  became  orange-red  with  acids  and  greenish  with 
alkalies.  The  intensity  of  the  colour  was  evidently  pro- 
portional to  the  .strength  of  the  different  bases,  strychnine 
giving  the  strongest  reaction  and  caffeine  none.  An 
aqueous  tincture  of  opium  which  had  been  repeatedly 
shaken  with  ether  in  a  separator  did  not  give  the  reaction. 
If  a  pinch  of  aloin  be  dissolved  in  tincture  of  mix  vomica, 
tincture  of  'belladonna,  or  even  compound  tincture  of  cam- 
phor, pure  red  solutions  are  obtained,  especially  on  warm- 
ing and  allowing  to  stand  for  some  time.  The  proportion 
-if  morphine  in  the  latter  tincture  is  less  than  1  in  2.000, 
and  it.s  narootine-confcent  must  be  considerably  lees.  Mr. 
Lothian  is  of  opinion  that  in  the  opium  tincture  it  is 
to  the  free  narcotine  tint  the  colour  is  due.  He  showed  a 
.-olution  of  narcotine — 1  in  10.000 — which  gave  a  distinct 
red  colour  with  aloin  resembling  alkaline  phenolphtha- 
lein  ;  and  in  the  case  of  strychnine  a  solution  containing 
1  in  100.000  gave  a  distinct  cherry-red  colour,  especially 
after  warming  and  standing.  If  a  solution  of  aloin  in 
weak  alcohol  be  boiled  in  a  glacs  flask  for  some  time,  the 
alkali  of  the  glass  has  a  faint  effect.  At  first  he  considered 
the  reaction  to  be  due  to  the  presence  of  emo-din  (a 
trioxymethvlanthraquinone)  in  the  aloes  or  aloin  and  there- 
fore of  the  nature  of  Borntrager's  reaction,  but  he  had 
been  unable  to  obtain  any  colour-reaction  with  alkaloids 
from  the  benzene  or" ether  extracts  either  of  aloes  or  aloin. 
while  a  quantity  of  barbaloin  which  had  been  reneatedly 
washed  with  ether  until  oroodin-free  reacted  readily  with 
alkaloids.  This  general  colour-reaction  of  aloes  or  aloin 
with  alkaloids  therefore  appears  to  be  due  either  to  barb- 
aloin or  isobarbaloin.  The  author  only  experimented  with 
Ikirbadoes  aloes  and  barbaloin.  According  to  Leger.  barb- 
aloin and  isobarbaloin  are  true  ethers,  and  condensation 
products  of  methylisoxychrysasin  with  a  methylaldopen- 
tose. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed.  Mr.  Dott  expressed 
-.urprise  to  hear  that  narcotine  gave  so  distinctive  a 
colour.  It  is  rot  a  particularly  strong  base,  although  it 
is  stronger  than  caffeine. — Mr.  T.  Stephenson  and  Mr. 
W.  B.  Cowie  also  made  remarks,  the  latter  stating  that  he 
bad  found  that  aloes  and  commercial  caffeine  give  a  slight 
red  tint.  He  found  difficulty  in  getting  any  colour  from 
aloin  with  alkaloidal  salts. — Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  (who  had  read 
the  paper)  said  that  if  the  aloin  be  wanned  with  the  alka- 
"oidal  salt  solution  it  begins  to  colour  slowly,  indicating 
that  dissociation  takes  place.  Incidentally  the  reaction 
supports  the  view  that  aloin  is  an  antbraquinone  deriva- 
tive. Alizarin  and  gallein.  both  methylanthraquinones, 
react  in  a  somewhat  similar  way  as  aloin  with  alkaloids. 
Mr.  Lothian's  reaction  appeared  to  be  even  more  delicate 
than  that  of  Born  tracer. 

Mr.  D.  B.  Dott.  Ph.C.  F.I.C..  read  a  note  on  the 


Amount  ok  Prussic  Acid  in  Gas-meter  Water. 
While  examining  coal-gat?  for  sulphur  compoundh  ho 
noticed  that  water  through  which  the  gas  had  passed 
contained  an  appreciable  amount  of  cyanide.  On 
distilling  100  c.c.  with  5  c.c.  dilute  sulphuric  acid.  75  c.c. 
being  collected,  and  estimating  volumetrically,  0.064  gram 
of  HCX  was  found,  or  nearly  1  grain  of  real  hydro- 
cyanic acid  in  4  fl.  oz. 

.Mr.  HlLL  remarked  that  Air.  Dott's  note  was  a  proof  of 
tho  fact  that  in  the  old  wet-meter  the  gas  was  washed  and 
purified  by  passing  through  it. — In  his  reply  Mr.  Dott 
agreed. 

A  Short  Method  or  Preparing  Spiritus  .Etheris 
N  iteosis. 

.Mi-.  Dott  also  communicated  this  note.  The  Therapeutic 
Committee  of  the  British  .Medical  Association  have  sug- 
gested that  this  spirit  might  be  improved.  Mr.  Dott 
said  that  the  official  process  of  distilling  spirit  mixed  with 
copper  wire  and  sulphuric'  anil  nitric  acids  is  eminently 
unsuited  for  frequent  operation  on  the  small  scale,  and  he 
did  not  think  it  passible  to  adopt  any  modification  of  the 
process  which  could  prove  satisfactory.  They  must  avoid 
distillation  or  any  difficult  operation,  such  as  the  prepara 
tion  of  the  ether  itself  and  dilution  of  a  weighed  quantity 
of  the  same  with  alcohol.  The  following  modification  of 
the  U.S. P.  method  was  tried  : 

Mix  50_c.e.  alcohol  (90  per  rent.)  and  25  c.c.  absolute 
alcohol  with  1.81  gram  sulphuric  acid.  Dissolve  2.5  grams 
sodium  nitrite  in  3.5  c.c.  water,  and  add  the  solution  to 
the  ae'd  alcohol.  After  18  hours  filter  the  mixture  and 
wash  the  sulphate  in  the  filter  with  30  c.c.  alcohol  (90  per 
cent.). 

The  product  is  nearly  if  not  quite  neutral,  is  sp.  gr.  0.843. 
and  5  c.c.  yields  39.5  c.c.  NO  by  the  official  test.  They 
might  therefore  safely  say  that  a  spirit  answering  the- 
B.P.  tests  might  be  prepared  as  follows  : 

Mix  12  fl.  oz.  rectified  spirit  and  5  fl.  oz.  absolute  alcohol 
with  158  grams  of  sulphuric  acid.  Then  dissolve  1  oz. 
sodium  nitrite  in  5i  fl.  dr.  of  water,  and  mix  with  tho  acid 
alcohol  in  a  stoppered  I>ottlc.  After  thorough  cooling- 
filter  through  paper,  and  wash  the  salt  on  the  filter  with 
6  fl.  oz.  of  rectified  spirit. 

The  object  in  using  a  proportion  of  absolute  alcohol  it; 
to  keep  down  the  specific  gravity  to  B.P.  requirement, 
if  a  higher  specific  gravity  were  permitted  in  a  new  Phar 
macopceia  rectified  spirit  only  would  suffice:  but  the  spirit- 
keeps  better  when  the  proportion  of  water  is  reduced,  and 
on  that  account  there  might  be  hesitation  in  reverting  to 
a  higher  density.  He  had  found  it  necessary  to  dissolve 
tho  nitrite  in  the  minimum  of  water.  If  the  salt  be  added 
direct  to  the  acidified  alcohol  the  reaction  is  too  slow  to 
be  of  practical  utility.  If  this  process  bo  adopted  in  tho 
new  Pharmacopoeia  it  might  be  usefully  considered 
whether  a  proportion  of  the  alcohol  might  not  be  replaced 
— after  the  reaction  is  completed. 

A  discussion  followed,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr. 
William  Duncan  queried  whether  the  resulting  product- 
would  be  "sweet  spirit  of  nitre,"  as  that  old  preparation 
contains  something  else  than  ethyl  nitrite  [e.g.,  aldehydej, 
and  its  activity  is  said  not  to  depend  solely  on  the  nitrite. 
Dunstan's  solution  had  failed  to  "catch  on'";  it  no  doubt 
kept  better  than  the  B.P.  spirit,  but  not  any  better  when 
mixed  with  water.  He  suggested  that  an  alcoholic  solu- 
tion of  an  alkaline  nitrite  might  replace  the  present  spirit. 
Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie  expressed  the  opinion  that  aldehyde 
is  the  active  part  of  the  spirit.  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  J.  B. 
Hill  also  spoke,  the  latter  specially  referring  to  the  pre- 
servative action  of  glycerin  in  ethyl-nitrite  solutions,  which 
Mr.  J.  A.  Forrf.t  confirmed  as  regards  ferrous-iodide 
p reparations.  The  Chairman  having  briefly  commented 
on  the  paper.  Mr.  Dott  in  reply  said  any  small  trace  of 
aldehyde  or  paraldehyde  in  the  spirit  could  have  no  value, 
and  nothing  else  had  l>een  found  except  ethyl  nitrite, 
which  he  considered  to  be  the  active  constituent. 

The  Estimation  of  Quinine  in  Cinchona-bask 
was  the  title  of  a  note  by  Mr.  William  Duncan,  Ph.C, 
F.C.S.,  who  has  previously  observed  that,  while  solutions 
of  alkali  chlorides,  nitrates,  and  some  other  salts  have  a 
more  or  less  solvent  action  on  quinine  sulphate,  alkali 
sulphates  (with  the  exception  of  ammonium  sulphate) 
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greatly  diminish  the  solubility  in  water,  a  strong  solution 
of  sodium  sulphate  having  little  or  no  solvent  action  on 
any  quinine  salt.  The  present  note  dealt  with  the  further 
experiments  which  are  summarised  in  the  following  para- 
graphs : 

1  gram  of  anhydrous  purified  quinine  sulphate  was  dis- 
solved in  1,000  c.c.  of  water,  and  to  100  c.c.  of  this  solution 
10  grams  of  sodium  sulphate  were  added  and  dissolved.  In 
the  course  of  a  few  minutes  separation  of  the  alkaloid  began, 
and  in  twenty-four  hours  crystallisation  was  complete.  The 
filtrate  gave  to  reagents  such  slight  reactions  that  prac- 
tically all  the  quinine  sulphate  had  been  precipitated. 
Another  experiment  showed  that  10-per-cent.  sodium  sul- 
phate reduced  the  solubility  of  quinine  sulphate  in  water 
at  3^  C.  to  less  than  1  in  28,000,  or.  about  1  grain  in  3  pints. 
It  was  also  ascertained  by  repeating  the  test  at  tempera- 
tftires  varying  from  0°  C.  to  16.5°  0.  that  the  higher  the 
temperature  the  greater  the  loss.  At  12°  C.  the  loss  proved 
to  be  0.051  gram  on  the  gram. 

In  experiments  carried  out  on  solutions  of  quinidine,  cin- 
chonine,  and  cinchonidine  sulphates.  1  gram,  2  grams, 
4  grams,  and  10  grams  in  the  litre,  the  addition  of  10-per- 
cent sodium  sulphate  did  not  cause  precipitation. 

Solutions  of  the  mixed  sulphates,  quinidine,  cinchonine, 
and  cinchonidine,  containing  2  grams,  4  grams,  and  10  grams 
of  each  sulphate  in  the  litre,  were  treated  with  sodium 
sulphate  as  in  the  case  of  the  quinine  one,  and  the  10-gram 
one  was  the  only  solution  which  showed  any  tendency  to 
precipitate,  and  that  only  slightly. 

The  author  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  strengths 
of  the  solutions  were  in  direct  contradiction  of  the  published 
solubilities  of  these  salts.  "  Squire's  Companion  "  gives 
quinidine  sulphate  as  soluble  1  in  200,  cinchonine  sulphate 
1  in  70,  and  cinchonidine  sulphate  1  in  100  ;  Martindale's 
"Extra  Pharmacopoeia"  1  in  100,  1  in  54,  and  1  in  100; 
U.S.  Dispensatory  1  in  100,  1  in  58,  and  1  in  63  respectively. 
Of  each  of  the  four  sulphates  treated  with  10  grams  100  c.c. 
solution  of  0.25  gram  sodium  sulphate,  boiled  and  set  aside 
for  twenty-four  hours,  deposited  0.2564  gram. 

These  results  led  to  an  attempt  to  determine  the  quinine 
of  cinchona  by  means  of  a  similar  salting-out  process,  and 
a  red  bark,  which  yielded  6.47  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloid, 
deposited  the  equivalent  of  1.963  per  cent,  of  anhydrous 
quinine  in  the  original  bark.  The  results  were  thus  en- 
couraging, and  the  author  concluded  by  saying  that  time 
and  labour  can  be  saved  by  adopting  a  volumetric  process 
— direct  titration  of  the  precipitated  quinine  sulphate  after 
it  has  been  washed  with  a  little  of  the  precipitating  10-per- 
cent, sodium  sulphate  to  remove  the  traces  of  adhering 
alkaloids.  The  filter  containing  the  quinine  sulphate  with 
the  adhering  sodium  sulphate  may  be  immersed  in  suffi- 
cient alcohol  to  dissolve  the  alkaloid,  a  few  drops  of 
phenol-phthalein  added,  and  the  whole  titrated  with  n/20 
alcoholic  6odium  hydroxide  each  c.c.  of  which  is  equivalent 
to  0.021878  gram  of  B.P.  quinine  sulphate  or  0.016092 
gram  of  anhydrous  quinine. 

In  the  remarks  that  followed  Mr.  Cowie  said  the 
present  B.P.  process  could  be  greatly  improved.  He 
thought  Mr.  Duncan's  Deemed  to  be  very  simple. — Mr. 
Hill  said  he  highly  commended  the  paper,  as  containing 
a  simple  idea  such  as  one  wondered  had  never  been  thought 
of  before. — Mr.  Duncan  briefly  replied,  and  the  meeting 
terminated.

The  facsimile  pr'nted  in  our  issue  of  March  15  reads 
follows  :

Mr.  W.  J.  Nethercott, 
of  Bristol,  says  :  "  I  think  the  prescriber  means  5V.,  as  the 
top  of  the  L  underneath  makes  it  look  like  5X."  Mr. 
Nethercott  is  right.  Some  competitors  say  "  fiat  cachet." 
instead  of  "Ft.  cht."  A  few  would  have  dispensed  liq. 
amm.  acet.  for  liq.  arsen.  hydrochlor.,  others  liq.  ammon. 
dil.,  and  there  were  a  good  many  errors  in  quantities,  but 
on  the  whole  the  competitors  did  remarkably  well  with  an 
exceptionally  obscure  piece  of  writing.  This  time  the 
prizes  go  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Nethercott,  37  Grosvenor  Road. 
Bristol,  and  Mr.  J.  Overett,  c/o  Mr.  A.  W.  Ritchie, 
chemist,  198  High  Street,  Montrose,  whose  renderings  are 
the  most  painstaking  of  all  who  transcribe  the  prescription 
accurately  as  regards  ingredients  and  quantities.

Association  Presidents. 

In  our  issue  of  February  6  wo  reported  the  election  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Harris  Cruse  to  the  Presidency  of  the  newly  formed 
Portsmouth  and  District  Pharma- 
cists' Association.  This  was  a 
timely  appreciation  of  a  lonp 
and  honourable  pharmaceutical 
career.  Mr.  Cruse  served  an  ap- 
prenticeship of  six  years  with 
Mr.  W.  H.  Taylor,  of  Warmin- 
ster, and  after  a  short  engagement 
in  a  pharmacy  at  Brighton  took 
up  an  appointment  with  Messrs. 
Woollons  &  Moorshead,  108  High 
Street,  Portsmouth,  remaining 
there  five  years.  During  that 
time  ho  passed  the  Minor,  and  on 
leaving  Portsmouth  ho  did  some 
temporary  work  in  London,  and 
got  his  Major  certificate  in 
December  1865.  The  year  follow- 
ing Mr.  Cruse  started  in  business 
at  the  corner  of  Marmion  Road. 
Southsea,  removing  a  few  years 
later  to  new  premises  in  Palmerston  Road,  which  may  not 
inaptly  be  called  the  "Bond  Street-"  of  Portsmouth.  The 
growth  and  development  of  Southsea  eastwards  induced  him 
later  on  to  open  a  branch  in  Clarendon  Road  East.  lie  also 
took  over  the  business  of  Mr.  Callaway  at  Victoria  Road 
South,  but  relinquished  this  a  few  years  after,  and  since  then 
the  Palmerston  Road  pharmacy  and  the  East  Southsea  branch 
in  the  Strand  only  have  been  continued.  Mr.  Cruse  was  asso- 
ciated for  some  years  with  Mr.  T.  Parris,  who  subsequently 
removed  to  Brighton,  also  with  Mr.  YV.  R.  Gossling  and  Mr. 
A.  J.  Pratt,  now  in  business  at  Reigate,  and  for  the  last  six 
years  with  Mr.  Sidney  Davies,  who  was  formerly  at  Arundel 
Street,  Landport.  A  year  ago  Mr.  Cruse  had  the  misfortune 
to  lose  by  death  his  eldest  son,  who  was  associated  with  him  in 
business,  and  changes  in  the  business  necessitated  by  this 
calamity  are  drawing  towards  completion.

Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association.— The 
monthly  meeting  was  held  at  the  Gervis  Hall  Restaurant  on 
March  19.  Mr.  ,T.  A.  Haynes  (President)  in  the  chair.  Messrs. 

Curtis,  Rose,  Pars,  Botham, 
Graham,  Rye.  Scampton.  Coe,  Hornby,  Reid,  J.  L.  Robin- 
son Lodder,  Gordon.  Williams,  and  Bingham  (Hon.  Sec.)

Blood."  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  present. 

Dundee  H  -If  -  holiday  .—  At  a  meeting  of  the  Dundee

Chemistry  of  Photography.— An  excellent  opportunity  of 
gaining  some  knowledge  of  this  subject  was  afforded  to  the 
members  of  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  and  Stonehouse 
Chemists'  Association  who  attended  Mr.  E.  G.  Turney's  lec- 
ture on  March  18.  The  lecturer  explained  the  methods  of 
preparing  the  various  kinds  of  emulsions  and  plates  and  the 
effect  on  them  of  light.  After  touching  on  the  use  of  li^ht 
niters  a  series  of  six  plates  was  shown  which  had  received 
exposures  varying  from  normal  to  10.000  times  correct  ex- 
posure, the  results  showing  a  rancre  from  a  true  negative  to 
a  positive  and  then  back  to  a  relative  again.  Mr.  Turney 
was  thanked  for  his  interesting  lecture. 

rife  County  — A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  newly 
formed  Pharmaceutical  Association  for  the  countv  of  Fife 
was  held  at  Thornton  on  Wednesday,  March  24.  Mr.  D. 


Gilmour  (President)  in  the  chair.  Representatives  were  pre- 
sent from  every  part  of  the  county,  also  Mr.  J.  Rutherford 
Hill.  Mr.  Charles  Stewart  (Secretary)  intimated  a  good 
response  to  the,  initial  circular,  thirty -seven  having  joined 
the  Association,  and  there  are  further  promises.  The  mooting 
then  discussed  the  attitude  to  bo  ndopted  in  view  of  the 
issuing  of  licences  under  Section  2  of  the  new  Act.  Mr.  IlilT 
indicated  what  had  been  the  outcome  of  the  Edinburgh 
conference.  lie  has  issued  a  circular  letter  to  licensing 
authorities  in  Scotland  emphasising  the  provision  in  Sub- 
section 2.  It  was  agreed  to  follow  this  up  by  getting  momljcrs 
in  each  district  where  they  had  not  already  done  so  to  pre- 
sent a  petition  signed  by  all  thoso  stocking  the  poisons 
referred  to.  Further,  that  the  Secretarv  request  clerks  tc- 
local  authorities  to  advise  him  when  applications  for  licences 
are  received,  so  that  chemists  may  appear.  It  was  agreed 
to  have  a  full  meeting  of  the  Association  on  an  early  date. 

Mansfield  Pharmacists'  Association.  A  meeting  wa 
held  at  the  Oriental  Cafe,  Mansfield,  on  Wednesday, 
March  17.  Thcro  were  present  Messrs.  J.  A.  Pegg, 
B.  Adams,  P.  J.  Shaddock,  J.  F.  Dickenson,  A.  IL 
Bell  (Mansfield),  II.  Ilighiield  (Ilucknall  Huthwaite). 
A.  R.  Jesson  (Mansfield  Woodhouse),  M.  R'idford  (Sutton- 
in-Ashfield),  V.  Walker  (Pleasley).  W.  F.  Croft  (Tib- 
shelf),  F.  W.  Elliott  (Bohovcr),  F.  E.  Bould  (Clowne), 
and  W.  Greaves  (Clowne).  The  following  officers  and  com- 
mittee were  elected:  President,  Mr.  J.  A.  Pegtr ;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  W.  F.  Croft;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  H.  Bell; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  B.  Adams;  Committee,  Messrs.  Bould. 
Downing,  Pennington,  Elliott,  Walker,  and  Jesson.  The 
Association  has  sent  to  the  Town  Council  of  Mansfield  and 
to  the  County  Councils  of  Notts  and  Derbyshire  resolutions 
protesting  against  the  granting  of  licences  under  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  and  enclosing  a  list  of  the  chemists  who 
stock,  or  are  prepared  to  stock,  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council  asking  that  a  clause  be 
inserted  in  the  proposed  regulations  to  the  effect  that  public 
notice  be  given  of  applications  for  licences,  and  any  objec- 
tion to  the  same  should  be  heard  before  granting  them.  A 
letter  was  sent  to  the  Society  asking  action  to  be  taken- 
against  a  firm  of  local  seedsmen  for  selling  nicotine  insecti- 
cide. A  reply  was  received  from  the  Secretary  to  the  effect 
that  the  police  should  be  asked  to  take  the  matter  up  under 
Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Several  members  were 
under  the  impression  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were 
the  proper  party  to  prosecute  unqualified  persons  for  selling 
scheduled  poisons. 

Advertising  Matter  and  Methods.— At  the  meeting  of 
the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Association  on 
March  18.  Mr.  R.  McKean  Cant  read  a  paper  on  this 
subject.  He  divided  method  into  deliberation,  diver- 
sity, and  similarity,  the  part  played  by  price  and  win- 
dow-dressing. The  window-display  of  the  average  chemist, 
he  urged,  is  lacking  in  many  things,  and  shows  want  of 
originality,  deliberation,  system,  and  a  great  lack  of  the 
educational  element.  He  advised  a  deliberate  plan  for  the- 
whole  year,  only  altering  it  very  rarely  to  meet  a  local  need, 
or  to  combat  a  prevailing  epidemic.  He  would  begin  with 
the  outer  man,  and  have  separate  windows  on  the  treatment 
of  the  hair,  the  teeth,  the  feet,  and  the  skin;  then  go  on 
to  deal  with  the  various  organs  of  tho  body,  the  stomach, 
the  liver,  the  kidneys,  etc.,  and  finally  set  out  separate  win- 
dows with  the  remedies  for  overcoming  the  more  common 
complaints,  such  as  influenza,  rheumatism,  indigestion,  and 
gout.  Ho  would  only  use  one  half,  in  certain  cases  only  a 
third,  of  tho  number  of  articles  in  some  of  the  windows. 
He  would  get  a  plain,  but  artistic,  card  designed  and 
mounted  in  a  franie,  and  on  this  card  ho  would  print  his 
talks  to  the  public  every  time  he  put  in  a  new  window. 
This  talk  (1)  would  be  information  giving  the  facts  in  a 
popular  manner;  (2)  would  enumerate  the  various  good 
points  of  each  remedy;  but  he  (3)  would  specially  avoid 
advocating  the  claims  of  any  particular  medicine  except 
those  of  his  own  manufacture.  In  closing.  Air.  Cant  said 
that  the  proper  study  of  advertising  is  only  beginning,  and 
we  may  look  for  great  developments.  In  regard  to  this  he 
said  that  the  study  of  psveholoary  will  have  a  great  influence 
on  the  development  of  advertising  methods.  Mr.  J.  P.  Gil- 
mour presided  at  the  meeting,  and  expressed  the  thanks  of 
the  members  to  Mr.  Cant. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.— Tl  e  m<  mbers  of  th  •  Rpigh- 
lev  Chemists'  Association  he'd  a  mating  at  the  Devonshire 
Hotel  on  March  18.  when  Mr.  A.  S.  Dean  (President  of  th» 
Assoe'ation)  introduced  a  discussion  on  this  subject.  He  favo 
a  good  exposition  of  the  Act  and  raised  several  points  which 
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induoed  a  good  discussion,  in  the  course  of  which  consider- 
able difference  of  opinion  was  expressed.  In  regard  to  the 
sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  it  was  decided 
that  a  letter  should  bo  sent  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Privy  Council, 
isking  provision  for  the  safeguarding  of  the  interests  of 
pharmacists  in  regard  to  the  granting  of  licences. 

A  meeting  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  in  the  George  and  Dragon  Hotel, 
.Ashton-under-Lyne,  on  Tuesday,  March  23,  Mr.  James 
Avison  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  Ardern,  Henshaw,  Latham,  Sharp,  F.  S.  Avison 
(Dukmfield),  H.  Collins  (Denton),  H.  Joughin  (Denton),  G.  H. 
Newton  (Limehurst),  and  S.  Hewitt  (Secretary).  A  letter 
-was  read  from  the  Town  Clerk  in  reply  to  a  letter  from  the 
Association  rc  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons,  in  which  ho  promised  to  place  the  matter  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Watch  Committee.  An  interesting  and 
instructive  discussion  took  place  on  the  new  Poisons-schedule. 

An  open  meeting  of  the  chemists  in  Burnley  and  district 
'was  held  at  the  Bull  Hotel,  Burnley,  on  Tuesday  evening, 
March  23,  when  these  attended :  Messrs.  J.  Brown,  J.  A. 
Barlow,  A.  Clarkson.  Lawrence,  Schofield,  L.  Tomlinson, 
Veiteh  and  Walker,  Burnley;  Messrs.  Hirst  and  Huggins, 
Colne;  Messrs.  Lawton  and  Briggs,  Nelson;  Mr.  C.  Hitchon, 
Padiham ;  and  Mr.  Swindlehurst,  Barrowford.  The  meeting 
was  convened  by  Messrs.  Brown  and  Hirst  as  divisional 
-ecretaries  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Brown  was 
voted  to  the  chair  and  Mr.  Hirst  acted  as  Secretary.  A 
resolution  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  President, 
Council,  and  officers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  also  to 
Mr.  Glyn  Jones,  Mr.  Idris.  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Winfrey,  M.P., 
for  their  work  in  connection  with  the  Act  was  passed.  A 
discussion  followed  on  the  local  aspects  of  the  new  Bill,  and 
it  was  resolved  that  a  memorial  bo  sent  to  the  Clerk  to  the 
Privy  Council  asking  for  amendments  to  the  draft  regula- 
tions. It  was  also  decided  to  draw  up  a  list  of  chemists  in 
•rho  district  who  sell  agricultural  poisons.  It  was  agreed  to 
revive  the  Burnley  and  D'strict  Chemists'  Association,  the 
aext  meeting  to  be  held  on  Tuesday,  April  30. 

lMCi»cellanea.— A  meeting  of  thn  A  —oci  t.ion  of  Wrnnen 
Pharmacists  was  held  on  March  18  at  11c  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge Mansions,  London,  W.,  by  kind  invitation  of  Mrs. 
Durand.  Among  those  present  were  Misses  Bedell,  Barltrop, 
Kibble,  Falconer,  Gilliatt,  Hughes,  Dale,  Tilsley,  Andrews, 
VVardlc,  and  Groome.  Papers  were  contributed  by  Miss  M. 
'Gibson,  Ph.C  on  "  M'lk-analysis  (Leffman-Beam  Method)  "  ; 
Miss  C.  B.  Kibble.  Ph.C,  on  "Note  on  an  Anier'can  Pro- 
prietary Medicine"':  Miss  A.  Falconer,  cm  "Tuberculin": 
Miss  E.  K.  Hughes,  Ph.C  on  "  Notes  on  the  Diastatic  Value 
of  Malt  Extracts."  Miss  Gibson  detailed  the  Leffman-Beam 
method  for  determining  the  amount  of  fat  in  milk,  and  dealt 
with  the  difficulties  arising  during  the  working  of  the  pro- 
cess. The  us«s  of  the  Richmond  milk  scale  and  equation 
were  also  explained  and  demonstrated.  Miss  Kibble's  notes 
concerned  the  materia  medica  and  therapeutics  of  Echinacea 
angustifolia;  D.C.,  and  Thuja  oeoidcntalis,  Linne,  the  former 
l>eing  a  herbaceous  plant  indigenous  in  the  Western  States 
d  America,  and  the  latter  the  well-known  "arbor  vitse." 
The  two  drugs  are  supposed  to  enter  into  the  compos:tion 
of  an  American  proprietary,  and  Miss  Kibble  gave  details 
of  her  investigation  regarding  the  probable  composition,  pre- 
paration, and  cost  of  this  remedy.  Miss  Falconer  reviewed 
the  present-day  knowledge  of  Koch's  tuberculins.  An  in- 
teresting account  was  given  of  the  various  ways  of  applying 
rhe  tests  for  tuberculosis  with  the  "old"  tuberculin.  The 
differences  of  the  newer  tuberculins,  which  conta-n  intra- 
cellular, as  well  as  extracellular,  enzymes,  were  adequately 
described,  as  also  their  uses.  However.  Miss  Falconer  said 
it  is  probably  safe  to  assert,  in  snite  of  conflicting  testimony, 
vhat  no  serums  now  obtainable  have  any  great  value  in  pre- 
venting tuberculosis.  Miss  Hughes  dealt  with  the  estimat'on 
of  diastatic  value  of  malt-extract  by  means  of  Lintner'r, 
method.  The  results  obtained  by  the  author  on  examining 
several  commercial  malt-extracts  showed  that  their  diastatic 
liowers  varied  over  a  wide  range. 


Chemists  Assistants'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  London,  W., 
on  March  18,  when  Mr.  R.  H.  Brittain  (President)  pre- 
sided over  a  small  attendance,  the  topic  for  the  evening 
was  a  paper  by  Mr.  J.  Cofman  on 

Pharmacy  on  the  Continent. 
This  dealt  mainly  with  the  educational  side  of  the  subject. 
Mr.  Cofman  first  defined  the  general  practice  of  pharmacy 
m  Continental  countries.  The  retailing  of  medicinal  drugs 
and  chemicals  and  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions  are 
restricted  there,  by  law  and  custom,  to  the  qualified  phar- 
macist, who,  in  return  for  this  protection,  must  conform 
with  higher  standards  of  education  and  also  undergo  a 
more  or  less  strict  Government  supervision,   which  in 


England  would  frequently  be  called  "interference."  The 
principle  of  "one  pharmacist,  one  pharmacy,"  is  general, 
but  in  some  countries  (as  in  Germany)  the  number  of 
pharmacies  is  restricted.  Quackery  and  the  sale  of  secret 
remedies  is  either  prohibited  or  strictly  controlled,  but 
non-medicinal  poisons  are  also  retailed  by  licensed  traders 
under  police  supervision.  Mr.  Cofman  stated  that,  strictly 
speaking,  there  is  no  "pharmacist"  in  England  in  the 
Continental  sense;  "poison-seller"  would  be  the  more 
correct  title.  Every  country  produces  the  pharmacist  it 
deserves,  and  the  level  of  education  of  the  pharmacist 
bears  a  constant  ratio  to  the  general  education  in  that 
country,  wdiile  the  esteem  in  which  pharmacy  is  held  is 
correlated  with  the  position  to  which  pharmacists  have 
raised  themselves  by  personal  culture  among  their  fellow- 
citizens.  The  lecturer  instanced  France  as  a  country  in 
which  culture  and  pharmacy  are  held  in  the  greatest 
esteem.  Details  of  the  preliminary  education,  apprentice- 
ship, and  studentship  of  the  pharmacien  and  apotheker 
followed,  after  which  Mr.  Cofman  turned  to  the  reform 
of  English  pharmaceutical  education,  which  was  briefly 
as  follows  : 

The  Preliminary  certificate  to  be  as  at  present,  or  pre- 
ferably that  of  the  London  University  Matriculation  exami- 
nation. 

One  year  to  bo  spent  at  a  pharmaceutical  college  in 
learning  the  elements  of  chemistry,  botany,  zoology,  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  acquiring  practical  knowledge 
in  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  with  a  first  or  "scientific" 
examination  to  be  passed  on  the  completion  of  the  year. 

After  successfully  negotiating  the  last-named  examination, 
the  pupil  is  articled  to  a  pharmacist  in  retail  practice  for 
two  years,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  supervise  his 
education  by  defining  the  hours,  nature  of  professional 
work,  and  providing  a  programme  of  study. 

The  fourth  year  of  the  apprenticeship,  which  is  thus  turned 
into  a  studentship,  is  to  be  at  a  school  of  pharmacy,  and 
should  terminate  with  the  "  final,"  or  Minor  examination. 
The  diploma  of  "  pharmacist  "  to  be  granted  to  the  success- 
ful candidate. 

A  further  year's  course  to  entitle  the  diplomaed  student. 

to  enter  for  the  "  higher."  or  Major,  examination  for  tho 

diploma  of  "  Doctor  in  Pharmacy." 
The  advantages  uged  by  Mr.  Cofman  for  this  system  were 
that,  the  usually  unpaid  apprentice  can  well  afford  to  go 
to  school  for  another  year  and  obtain  the  systematic 
instruction  which  he  seldom  gets  at  the  busy  pharmacy. 
He  is  then  useful  from  his  first  day  in  the  pharmacy,  and 
may  obtain  a  fair  remuneration  instead  of  doing  the 
errand-boy's  degrading  work.  The  education  of  the  phar- 
macist (four  years)  would  be  on  a  level  with  that  of 
medicine  and  dentistry,  a  fact  conducive  to  better  recog- 
nition of  the  former's  professional  capacities,  a  short  con- 
sideration of  the  pharmacist  in  practice  abroad,  and  the 
"concession"  essential  in  some  countries  before  opening 
a  pharmacy,  ended  the  lecturer's  remarks,  during  wdiich. 
he  stated  that  the  spirit  of  English  or  American  pharmacy 
is  entering  the  larger  cities  of  the  Continent  where  the 
suburban  style  of  shop-window  with  an  exhibition  of 
English  or  American  proprietaries  is  the  admiration  and 
envy  of  the  local  pharmacists. 

During  the  discussion  (in  which  the  Chairman,  Messrs. 
F.  L.  K.  Loxley,  W.  A.  Cofman,  E.  Thompson,  and  others 
took  part)  it  was  agreed  that  the  system  of  apprenticeship 
in  Great  Britain  frequently  fails  owing  to  tho  apathy  of 
the  master  chemist,  and  that  doctors  dispensing  their  own 
prescriptions  contribute  largely  to  the  present  position  of 
the  chemist  as  poison-seller  and  not  dispenser.  The  edu- 
cational scheme  was  well  received  from  the  cultural  stand- 
point, but  doubt  expressed  from  financial  considerations. 
It  was  also  pointed  out  that  pharmacy  on  the  Continent  is 
far  from  being  ideal.  The  apotheker  in  Germany  must  be 
either  wealthy  or  become  an  assistant  for  the  greater  part, 
of  his  life.  The  iron-bound  "tariff"  and  the  various 
changes  are  not  conducive  to  peace  of  mind.  He  is  further 
frequently  subjected  to  severe  competition  from  druggists 
and  others.  In  France  severe  competition  among  the 
pharmaciens  has  cut  prices  for  medicaments  to  a  minimum. 
A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Cofman. 

Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Hvgiene  and  Bacteriology,  A^hion  Hall,  of  the 
Liverpool  University,  on  March  18.  with  Mr.  T.  S.  Wokes 
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(President)  in  the  chair.  After  tea,  a  goodly  company 
;vssembled  in  the  lecture-hall  to  hear  Dr.  R.  Stcnhouse 
Williams  give  a  lecture  and  demonstration  on 

Vaccines  :  Their  Preparation  and  Use. 

Dr.  Williams  commenced  by  explaining  that  organisms, 
when  introduced  into  a  'body,  produce  toxins  which  either 
kill  the  cell  or  induce  it  to  produce  an  anti-substance  to 
tho  toxin.  The  neutralisation  of  the  toxin  by  the  anti- 
body, the  Litter  being  liberated  into  the  blood-stream, 
marks  the  end  of  the  disease,  but  while  the  toxin  is  in 
excess  the  patient  is  extremely  ill.  There  are  two  types 
of  disease — the  acutely  infectious,  which  either  kills  or 
cures,  and  from  which  the  patient,  if  he  recovers,  is  gener- 
ally immune  for  the  rest  of  his  life;  and  the  chronic,  which 
neither  kills  nor  cures.  Now.  in  which  of  these  two  types 
is  the  vaccine  going  to  Ik?  more  useful?  .V  vaccine  intro- 
ducing toxic  substance  into  a  person  stimulates  the  re- 
action of  his  cells  to  the  production  of  antitoxin.  In  other 
words,  you  arc  trying  to  persuade  the  patient  to  immunise 
himself  against  the  organism.  .V  vaccine  can  kill  with  a 
deadly  precision  if  you  introduce  too  much.  In  the  acute 
type,  such  as  pneumonia,  the  patient  is  already  soaked 
■with  toxin,  and  tho  introduction  of  vaccine  might  get  the 
cells  to  react  more  rapidly  than  they  would  from  the  effect 
of  the  organism  itself  and  thereby  shorten  the  crisis,  but 
if  the  patient  has  already  got  as  much  as  he  can  stand, 
and  more  is  introduced,  the  additional  amount  may  kill 
him.  However,  vaccine  is  undoubtedly  of  great  use  in 
chronic  diseases,  such  as  tuberculosis,  where  the  organism 
never  produces  sufficient  anti-body  to  destroy  itself.  Vac- 
oine  may  also  be  used  to  protect  a  healthy  person  against 
infection,  as  in  vaccination  against  small-pox,  or  to  fore- 
stall the  onslaught  of  disease,  as  in  inoculation  against, 
hydrophobia.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture  the  audi- 
ence divided  into  three  portions,  each  of  which  witnessed 
demonstrations  of  the  processes  cf  preparing  vaccine  and 
tuberculin.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to 
Dr.  Williams  for  his  interesting  contribution.

MARKET  conditions,  so  far  as  regards  drugs  and 
chemicals,  show  no  improvement,  although  in  certain 
lines  of  produce,  especially  spices,  there  has  been  a  consider- 
able turnover  in  consequence  of  American  buying,  and  prices 
of  those  indicated  below  have  advanced.  In  chemicals  the 
leading  alteration  has  been  a  severe  and  startling  "  cut  "  in 
English  bicarbonate  of  soda,  due  to  competition.  Copper 
sulphate  is  again  easier,  but  both  ammonia  sulphate  and 
soda  nitrate  are  firmer.  Acetate  of  lime  and  acetic  acid  are 
firm.  Citric  acid  is  nominal.  Refined  Japanese  camphor 
is  firmer.  Quinine  is  steady  but  unaltered.  Opium  is 
slow  and  easier  in  view  of  the  new  crop.  Cod-liver  oil, 
after  being  easier,  closes  rather  firmer.  Olive  oil  is  easier, 
and  among  the  essential  oils  lemon  is  in  fair  demand,  but 
quotations  vary  considerably.  The  chief  alterations  are  as 
follows  :

Jalap  is 
steady  at  32c.  per  lb.,  and  cascara  sagrada  is  also  steady 
at  85C  Peppermint  oil  is  quiet  and  unaltered  at  $1.45  per 
lb.  for  Wayne  County  in  tins. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  still  continues  to 
be  of  a  disappointing  character,  both  as  regards  homo  and 
export  requirements,  and  the  reopening  of  some  of  the  more 
northern  ports  is  eagerly  anticipated.  Values  on  the  whole 
keep  very  steady,  and  are  without  important  fluctuations. 

Alkali-produce.— In  this  branch  there  seems  to  be  a  very 
steady  demand  for  ammonia  alkali,  and  inquiries  for  both 
salt-cake  and  soda  crystals  are  also  better.  Bleaching  powder 
and  caustic  soda  are'  on  the  quiet  side,  and  a  similar  remark 
applies  to  chlorates. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  distinctly  firmer,  and  values  have 
improved.  There  has  been  a  good  general  demand  at  all 
ports,  and,  in  addition,  there  has  been  a  better  request  for 
home  requirements.

Manchester  Chemical-market. 

Manchester,  March  23. 
While  quantities  on  export  account  havo  presented  no 
appreciable  decrease  in  heavy  chemicals  during  February, 
the  condition  of  demand  in  the  textile  industries  in  Lanca- 
shire has  left  much  to  l>e  desired  on  home  account.  Makes 
havo  diminished  in  this  particular  department  to  meet  the 
lower  rate  of  consumption,  but  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  finer 
chemicals  the  feeling  has  been  steady.  The  close  of  the 
month  shows  sulphate  of  copper  from  15s.  to  20s.  per  ton 
lower,  but  owing  to  the  variations  in  the  raw  metal  buyers  aro 
uncertain  how  to  act,  and  sellers  are  not  pressing  for  orders. 
There  is,  however,  a  l>etter  feeling  at  the  time  of  writing. 
White  powdered  arsenic  has  shown  little  change,  and  may  be 
quoted  14/.  10s.  per  ton.  Acetates  of  lime  have  been  very 
.steady,  and  aro  about  2s.  6(7.  per  ton  higher  at  the  close. 
Cream  of  tartar  has  shown  no  change,  but  citric  and  tartaric 
acids  are  lower.  Oxalic  is  unchanged,  but  easier.  Green 
copperas  has  been  in  good  demand  for  best  Lancashire,  but  is 
rather  weaker  at  the  close.  Caustic  potash  and  carbonate  are 
firm,  but  in  slow  inquiry.

The  cod  is  now  losing  much  in  weight  and  liver.  The  last 
bulletin  fixes  360  to  420  c  od  to  1  hect.,  liver  with  an  oil 
;nercentage  of  47  to  50.  whereas  on  the  same  date  in  1908 
it  only  required  250  to  360  fish  to  the  hect.,  with  an  oil 
percentage  of  48  to  55.  During  the  week  the  market  was 
very  unsettled.  When  the  better  newr,  came  in,  prices 
•  quieted  down  to  71s.  6c/.  c.i.f.  ;  but  now  again  the  market 
i:5  firmer,  and  producers  are  keeping  back.  Also  buyers 
Have  held  aloof;  but  a  figure  below  72.-.  6c/.  c.i.f.  for 
finest  qualities  would  probably  be  refused,  and  perhaps 
73s.  c.i.f.  would  have  to  be  paid.  The  exports  from 
Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to  3,200  barrels,  against  2,158 
carrels  at  the  same  time  last  year.

3d.  to  4s.  bd..  and  there  is  a  fair  amount 
of  business  passing.  An  advice  from  Palermo,  dated 
March  20,  states  that  the  upward  movement  in  lemon  oil 
reached  its  climax  at  the  end  of  last  week,  when  some  local 
speculators  took  advantage  of  the  requirements  or  of  the 
'^bullish  tendency  of  some  large  buyers  to  obtain  a  high 
price  for  a  round  parcel  which  changed  hands  at  the  close 
of  the  week.  The  news  of  this  transaction  being  spread, 
sellers  were  very  reserved  at  the  beginning  of  the  week  and

Cascara  in  Oregon. 

Mr.  Simon  L.  Kline,  of  Corvallis.  Oregon,  has  given  his 
view  on  the  cascara-sagrada  outlook  to  the  "  Oil.  Paint,  and 
Drug  Reporter."  in  the  course  of  which  he  says:  "  There  will 
be  no  organised  peel  in  Oregon  during  the  coming  season. 
What  gathering  may  be  effected  will  probably  be  incidental 
to  the  scattered  clearing  of  the  land  where  the  chittem  trees 
grow.  The  districts  for  regular  peeling  have  lately  been  so 
stripped  within  accessible  reach  of  transportation  that  there 
is  now  no  section  for  the  work  of  organised  bands  nearer 
Corvallis  than  by  forty-five  or  fifty  miles.  The  gatherers  have 
to  carry  the  bark  on  their  backs  until  they  strike  a  horse- 
Trail,  from  which  point  it  is  taken  by  waeons  to  the  principal 
distributing-centres.  The  men  interested  in  the  cascara  pee! 
in  Oregon  are  all  landowners,  owning  a  few  cows,  which  afford 
them  a  steady  living.  That  part  of  the  State  is  rich  in 
grazing  territory,  and  the  dairy  business  is  attracting  con- 
siderable attention.  Corvallis  has  the  largest  creamery  in  the 
State.  Under  these  conditions  the  men  who  usually  gather 
cascara  do  not  feel  the  same  degree  of  dependence  upon  it 
they  formerly  did.  and  unless  the  market  affords  seven  cents  a 
■pound  to  the  gatherer  the  average  man  will  not  feel  justified 
in  joining  in  the  pee!  this  season,  which  commences  about 
April  1  and  lasts  until  September.  Supplies  are  in  strong 
hands,  and  I  am  convinced  that  they  are  well  fortified  to 
maintain  their  position,  having  confidence  in  a  restricted  pro- 
duction this  season." 

The  Nitrate  Outlook. 

A  correspondent  in  the  "Financial  Times"  states  that 
the  outlook  for  the  nitrate  industry  is  more  uncertain  now 
than  it  has  been  at  any  time  during  the  past  admittedly 
critical  six  mor.rhs.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  continuance  or  dissolution  of  the  strong  pool  of 
importers  formed  to  hold  up  the  market  was  some  time  a  so 
deferred  until  last  week.  It  has  now  been  agreed  that  the 
poo!  will  continue  its  operations  for  the  present,  the  statis- 
tical position  of  the  materia!  "ravins'  sreatlv  improved  during 
the  past  six  weeks.  .  .  .  The  immediate  prospects,  how- 
ever, are  far  from  promising.  Private  cables  from  the  West 
Coast  of  South  America,  all  regard  the  possibility  of  the 
renewal  of  the  combination  as  hopeless — at  any  rate  for  the 
present.  Prices  even  now  are  too  low  to  allow  the  smaller 
•concerns  to  produce  at  a  profit,  but  it  does  not  suit  the  more 
orosperous  companies  to  share  the  agreed  production  with 
their  poorer  brethren,  and  a  continuance  of  present  forward 
prices  will  soon  mean  the  closing  of  many  oficinas.  A 
price  war  for  a  time  is  therefore  probable.

Chemists  and  the  Territorials. 

SiE, — I  have  read  Major  E.  C.  Freeman's  appeal  for 
recruits  to  the  Territorials  in  your  issue  of  January  23  with 
interest,  and  your  footnote  to  it  with  something  very  much 
like  impatience.  I  have  been  a  chemist  and  druggist  for 
twenty-one  years,  and  have  duly  read  my  C.  <L-  U.  week 
by  week  all  the  time,  and  I  have  not  yet  observed  among 
my  fellows  any  qualities  so  noticeable  as  to  justify  them 
objecting  en  bloc  to  serve  as  privates.  I  certainly  have 
observed  a  tendency  to  snobbishness  (to  be  quite  plain  about 
it)  which  a  few  months  as  a  common  or  garden  "  Tommy  " 
would  help  to  cure — a  certain  putting  on  of  airg  and  graces 
to  the  butcher,  baker,  and  candlestick-maker,  and  a  certain 
attempt  at  posing  as  professional  men  [based  on  a  scramble 
through  an  insanely  conducted  examination  after  a  six 
months'  delirious  cram) ;  but  I  have  not  yet  seen  any  good 
reason  why  chemists  as  a  class  should  be  ipso  facto  made 
non-coms,  in  any  corps  they  may  join.  These  things  rightly 
go  by  personal  merit,  which  is  why  many  chemists  have 
obtained  commiEjioned  rank,  and  pot-boys  and  navvies  too, 
if  they  deserved  it  and  had  worked  up  to  it.  What  are 
chemists,  any  way.  and  what  is  it  they  do  want  ?  Would 
they  all  like  to  start,  where  many  a  man  is  glad  to  leave  off. 
with  a  commission  ?  Everybody  cannot  be  officers  (except 
in  the  forces  of  the  Principality  of  Monaco),  and  if  one 
serves,  as  most  must,  "below  the  salt."  it  little  matters 
to  these  who  are  so  careful  of  social  position  whether  it  is 
as  a  R.A.M  .  or,  as  your  humble  servant  has  done,  as  a 
private.  If  there  be  such  talismanic  power  in  a  Minor 
certificate,  and  if  there  is  some  hidden  virtue  in  a  know- 
ledge of  the  B.P.  and  "  Squire  "  which  fits  a  man  for 
command.  I  doubt  not  it  will  make  itself  evident,  and  the 
powers  that  be  will  incontinently  heap  honours  and  dignities 
on  the  lucky  possessor.  The  fact  is,  chemists  as  a  clasB 
don't  mix  with  other  men  enough,  and,  to  quote  a  recent 
biography,  are  "  inordinately  vain  over  a  few,  truth  to  tell, 
quite  ordinary  accomplishments."  If  it  is  more  pay  they 
want  while  serving  with  the  Territorials,  why  not  say  so 
plainly?  The  quibble  about  rank  is  ridiculous,  and  could 
equally  be  raised  by  cooks,  barbers,  farriers,  tailors,  etc., 
who  are  every  bit  as  necessary  (and  more  so)  as  chemist* 
in  the  field.

Sib. — I  notice  in  your  current  issue  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  a  number  of  pharmacists  are  wanted  to  join  the 
Territorial  Force  with  the  honorary  rank  of  lieutenant, 
graduating  to  captain  and  major  (also  honorary.  T  pre- 
sume'! after  some  years'  service.  T  think  that  while  the 
War  Office  are  arranging  the  matter  they  should  go  further 
and  offer  substantive  rank.  "Honorary"  officers  are 
simply  glorified  sergeants;  there  is  a  big  gulf  between 
them  and  those  holding  the  King's  commission.  The  posi- 
tion of  those  holding  honorary  rank  [e.g.,  quartermasters) 
in  a  military  mess  is  never  a  satisfactory  one,  and  in  the

R.A.M.C,  where  the  "  substan;ive "  officers  are  medical 
men,  this  difference  might  be  unpleasantly  accentuated. 
Pharmacists  are  to  join  the  R.A.M.C.  (T.F.)  as  profes- 
sional men,  not  as  shopkeepers,  and  they  should  be  given 
substantive  rank  in  accordance  with  their  position,  for  a 
number  of  years  I  held  a  substantive  combatant  commis- 
sion i  taking  precedence  of  medical  commissions,  which  are 
non-combatant  j ,  and  I  know  well  what  such  differences 
mean.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  half-measures  will  not  be 
accepted,  but  a  determined  effort  be  made  to  put  Terri- 
torial pharmacists  on  a  proper  footing.

Joint  Proprietaries. 

See, — I  think  the  suggestion  of  "  A  Hull  Chemist"  in 
yours  of  March  20  a  good  one.  I  hope  to  meet  him  cn 
Easter  Monday  and  spend  a  profitable  Bank  Holiday.  I 
hope  "Manchester  Chemist"*  will  get  to  work  and  call  a 
meeting  for  that  day,  and  that  it  will  be  well  attended, 
and  that  a  practical  scheme  will  be  evolved.  I  agree  with 
•'Suburban  Chemist"  that  there  is  no  need  to  spend  a 
tot  of  money  in  advertising.  The  reason  firms  who  adver- 
tise have  to  spend  so  much  is  that  they  have  to  overcome 
the  opposition  of  the  retailer  whom  they  are  trying  to 
exploit.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  the  experience  of 
some  of  the  Manufacturing  Section  of  the  P.A.T.A.  as  to 
the  ratio  of  advertising  expenses  to  sales  before  and  since 
joining  the  P.A.T.A.  Were  I  the  proprietor  of  a  speciality. 
I  would  rather  have  the  goodwill  of  10. COO  chemists  than 
pay  10.000/.  per  annum  to  newspaper  proprietors  to  over- 
come their  opposition.  I  have  pleasant  recollections  of  the 
meeting  mentioned  by  "A  Hull  Chemist""  last  April,  and 
oan  conceive  nothing  more  likely  to  bring  about  an  annual 
meeting  of  British  pharmacists  than  "  Joint  Proprietaries, 
Ltd.,"  with  a  good  balance-sheet.  I  trust  these  chemists 
who  are  tired  of  being  exploited  by  the  patent-medicine 
man  will  get  together  on  Easter  Monday  and  make  up 
their  minds  in  future  to  be  paid  for  the  work  they  do 
instead  of  letting  the  newspaper  proprietor  take  the 
lion's  share.

See, — My  experience  is  that  four  out  of  every  five  of  the 
-ordinary  chemists'  proprietaries  do  not  pay  their  owners, 
for  the  reason  that  the  small  demand  created  in  most  cases 
does  not  anything  like  pay  for  the  expense  of  putting  them 
on  the  market  and  keeping  them  there.  The  average 
chemist  has  generally  a  very  erroneous  idea  of  the  rate  of 
profit  that  he  makes  upon  his  specialities  :  he  does  not  see 
that  the  shilling  proprietary  which  he  admires  so  much, 
and  of  which  he  sells  perhaps  three  or  four  a  week,  costs 
him  much  more  than  the  5i<f.  or  4cf.  which  he  reckons  it 
costs  him  to  produce.    For  if  he  will  go  thoroughly  into  it 


he  will  find  it  costs  much  more  than  that,  that  is.  if  he 
advertises  it  at  all,  and  without  advertising  in  these  day? 
the  sale  of  a  proprietary  must  remain  very  limited.  This 
may  not  be  due  to  any  lack  of  merit  on"  the  part  of  thc- 
article  itself,  for  no  doubt  the  average  chemist's  proprietary 
has  just  as  much  to  recommend  it  as  any  popular,  much- 
advertised  article.  And  every  day  the  difficulty  of 
keeping  a  preparation  in  front  of  the  public  is  becoming 
greater,  on  account  of  the  increasing  number  of  large  adver- 
tisers. This  is  where  a  joint  proprietary  scheme  would  be 
of  the  greatest  benefit  to  retail  chemists  at  the  present  time, 
and  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  such  a  scheme  should  not 
succeed.  My  suggestion  for  such  a  scheme  would  be  some- 
thing like  this  :  get  the  names  of  1.000  chemists  throughout 
the  country  who  would  be  willing  to  subscribe  5/.  each'  and 
as  many  more  as  possible  to  subscribe  1/.  or  more.  A  com- 
pany would  then  be  formed  having  a  capital  of.  say,  7,000/. 
or  3.000/.,  with  a  small  but  thoroughly  live  board  of 
directors — three  from  London  and  four  from  the  provinces. 
The  directors  would,  no  doubt,  be  willing  to  serve  without 
remuneration,  at  any  rate  until  the  business  was  upon  a 
paying  basis.  Suggestions  would  then  be  invited  from 
the  shareholders  for  about  six  or  seven  proprietaries,  and 
when  these  are  fully  decided  upon  premises  would  be  taken 
as  headquarters,  and  manufacturing  on  a  small  scale  com- 
menced. Shareholders  would  be  expected  to  put  in  a  small 
stock  of  the  goods,  and  a  systematic  scheme  of  advertising 
would  be  entered  upon.  The  advertising  need  not  be  on  a 
large  scale  at  first,  as  the  articles  would  have  the  personal 
recommendation  of  5.000  or  4.000  retailers  up  and  down 
the  country.  This,  I  venture  to  think,  would  be  equal  to 
a  good  many  thousands  of  pounds  spent  with  the  news- 
papers. The  prices  of  the  goods  to  shareholders  would  be 
fixed  so  as  to  pay  for  material,  advertising,  general  working 
expenses,  and  approximately  5  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
taken  up.  Orders  to  the  value  of.  say.  27.  or  over  would  be 
sent  carriage  paid  to  any  shareholder's  address  in  the  British 
Islands.  Non-shareholders  would  be  supplied  at  an  advance 
of  25  per  cent,  on  the  prices  as  above,  and  wholesale  houses 
pro  rata;  and.  of  course,  shareholders  would  be  at  liberty 
to  supply  their  neighbours  who  were  not  shareholders  at 
the  25-per-cent.  advance  if  required.  I  venture  to  think 
that  a  scheme  somewhat  on  the  above  lines  would  add 
materially  to  the  average  chemist's  profits  and  save  a  lot 
of  heartburning.  Let  a  meeting  be  called  in  Manchester, 
as  suggested  by  one  of  your  correspondents  last  week,  to 
thresh  the  matter  out.

Irish  Affairs. 

A  Belfast  Druggist  '245  28  .  writing  in  regard  to  the 
discussion  at  the  last  Irish  Council-meeting  about  Mr. 
Doit's  position,  says  : 

I:  is  quite  evident  that  the  President  and  Mr.  Wells  are 
not  aware  of  the  fact  that  when  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  hung  in  the  balance,  on  the  morning  of  the  day 
when  Mr.  Samuels  was  to  meet  the  President  cf  the  Chemists 
and  Drugcrists"  Society,  he  received  by  post  a  petition,  signed 
by  fully  21 Z  chemists  and  druggists,  registered  druggists, 
and  their  assistants,  supporting  the  demands  for  the  redress 
of  their  grievances,  together  with  a  letter  pointing  out  the 
nature  and  diffioultv  of  the  grievar.ee  under  which  they 
laboured.  This  petition,  as  was  pointed  out  in  the  letter, 
could  have  been  largely  added  to.  but  time  would  not  permit ; 
but  as  the  Chemists  and  Drucrrists'  Committee  have  circular- 
ised the  chemists  and  druggists  in  reference  to  their  opinion 
on  these  matters  more  than  once,  they  are  in  a  better  position 
to  know  the  true  state  of  affairs  than  any  of  the  above  gentle- 
men. 

Mr.  Samuel  Sutfern  Belfast)  also  writes  on  the  subject, 
remarking  : 

The  intention  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act, 
1391.  was  that  we  should  have  seven  representatives  on  the 
Council.  This  we  had  at  first,  over  213  druggists  subscrib- 
ing  to  the  Society,  and  it  was  only  when  a  successfully 
organised  attempt,  under  the  leadership  of  a  late  president 
of  the  Soe'ety.  was  made  to  drive  <~-ur  representatives  off 
the  Council  that  drucrrists  ceased  subscribing.  Tne  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  when  in  London, 
by  their  persistent  opposition,  have  placed  not  alone  the 
druggists  but  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  cf  Ireland  in  a 
serious  position  in  regard  to  the  competition  from  limited 
companies  over  their  confreres  in  Great  Britain,  and  in 
all  probability  they  will  place  the  Society  in  a  more  difficult 
position. 
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A  Certificate  of  Qualification. 
We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  •/.  Haddock,  Ph.C.  (Messrs. 
Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Liverpool),  for  a  print 
from  which  the  subjoined  engraving  has  been  made.  This 
is  one  of  the  late  Mr.  Fred  Reynolds's  early  sketches, 
done  in  January  1884.

Synthetic  Camphor  and  Celluloid. 
Messrs.  A.<t'  M.  Zimmermann,  3  Lloyd's  Avenue,  London, 
E.C.,  writing  in  regard  to  a  remark  made  by  a  member  of 
the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  regarding  the  nee  of 
nynthetic  camphor  in  celluloid  manufacture  (C.  >0  D., 
March  6,  p.  378),  say  that  Messrs.  Sobering  &  Co.'s  syn- 
thetic camphor  does  not,  under  the  influence  of  light, 
render  xylonite  darker  in  colour.  Perhaps  the  so-called 
artificial  camphor  which  was  previously  in  the  market 
was  in  the  speaker's  mind.    This  is  terpene-mono-chlor- 


hydrate,  and  has  the  disadvantage  referred  to,  while  the- 
synthetic  camphor,  as  manufactured  by  Messrs.  Schering 
is  identical  with  natural  camphor. 

Evolution  of  the  Tablet-machine. 

Sir, — I  have  read  Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper's  lettei 
in  your  last  issue  with  reference  to  my  article  on  the 
evolution  of  the  modern  tablet -machine.  Naturally  they 
take  up  the  cudgels  on  behalf  of  the  American  firm  they 
represent,  and  give  details  of  their  machine.  I  purposeh 
omitted  to  describe  the  details  of  a  particular  machine  1 
had  in  mind  when  writing  the  article.  Had  I  done  so  1 
might  easily  have  absorbed  a  few  more  pages  of  youi 
journal,  and  (with  your  permission)  I  might  even  do  so 
now,  but  for  obvious  reasons  it  would  be  inadvisable  to 
do  so,  or  to  criticise  the  various  claims  for  originality 
made  by  Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper.  My  desire  was  to- 
put  before  your  readers  an  account  of  the  work  done  and 
progress  made  by  the  pioneers  of  the  tablet-machine  in 
this  country,  and  I  confined  myself  to  general  design  only

Chemists'  Assistants'  Union. 
Unqualified  Assistant  (23/19)  writes  from  Bristol  about 
Mr.  Dowty's  proposal,  complimenting  Mr.  Dowty  and 
commending  his  idea,  but  he  wants  to  know  why  the 
Union  should  be  confined  to  qualified  men.  All  are  un- 
qualified some  time  before  qualifying,  and  a  union  of  al". 
is  the  thing  to  aim  at.  This  he  says  at  greater  length  than 
we  have  done. 

Enterprize  (253/10)  also  writes  on  the  subject,  and  in* 
the  course  of  his  letter  says  : 

A  maximum  of  sixty  hours  per  week  would  not  be  un- 
reasonable. At  the  rate  of  45.?.  per  week,  the  wages  offered 
in  several  situations  advertised  recently  in  the  C.  &  J).,  it 
works  out  at  9d.  per  hour,  the  wage  usually  paid  to  aii 
average  tradesman.  After  working  one  year  one  fortnight' s- 
holiday  should  be  insisted  upon,  and  if  the  engagement  com- 
menced in  winter  a  week  or  ten  days  that  summer,  provided 
the  assistant  was  not  leaving  soon  after.  A  half-holida> 
should  be  given  at  least  every  week  that  Sunday  duty  i.- 
done.  In  the  last  two  weeks'  C.  <(•  T>.  between  fifty  and  sixty 
qualified  assistants  have  been  advertised  for  on  each  occasion. 
Surely  that  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that  ought  to  be  take: 
advantage  of.  Let  assistants  seize  it  and  air  their  grievances. 
No  strike  or  extortionate  demands  need  bo  made.  In  the 
event  of  a  strike,  fancy  the  helpless  plight  of  branch  shop.- 
and  stores  if  the  qualified  men  lifted  their  certificates  and 
walked  out.  Not  only  would  their  help  be  missed  but  the 
new  Act  immediately  broken.  Too  long  has  the  old  unquali- 
fied man  kept  down  the  wages  of  the  qualified.  A  minimum 
wage  for  recently  qualified  could  bo  arranged.  Men  of 
mature  experience  and  knowledge  would  naturally  demand 
more,  according  to  ability  and  energy.

Terpin-Hydrate  Mixture. 

Tlumo  (234/44)  has  had  the  following  mixture  to  dispense, 
and  wants  to  know  how  it  can  bo  done  : 

Terpin.  hydrat   gr.  xij. 

Heroin,  hydrochlor.        ...       ...    gr.  j. 

Oxymel.  scillee    .ijv. 

Syr.  simplicis    •■•  3j- 

Aq.  dest.  ad   5viij. 

[To  get  the  terpin  hydrate  into  solution  it,  is  necessary  to 
use  some  rectified  spirit.  "Squire"  gives  tho  solubility  of 
terpin  hydrate  in  cold  water  as  1  in  280,  so  theoretically  the- 
quantity  in  this  mixture  should  bo  soluble  in  the  liquid  wit!, 
which  it  is  ordered.  In  practice,  however,  it  does  not  work. 
Dissolve  the  terpin  hydrate  in  5  fl.  dr.  of  rectified 
spirit,  pour  it  into  the  water  heated  to  about  100°  F.,  and 
shake;  then  add  the  other  ingredients.  If  the  spirituous 
solution  of  terpin  hydrate  be  poured  into  cold  water  thero 
may  bo  a  separation  of  tho  hydrate  difficult  to  redissolve: 
with  warm  water  this  does  not  occur,  and  when  the  terpii. 
is  once  in  solution  it  remains  in  when  cold.]

(Jascara  (245/65).— You  appear  not  to  realise  that  a  com- 
pany has  to  appoint  one  superintendent  only,  but  a  registered 
<  homist-manager  for  each  shop. 

Interested  (242/36)  submits  a  list  of  potent  medicinos  some 
o£  which  aro  included  in  tho  Poisons  Schedule,  and  othors 
•nay  bo  brought  in  by  tho  new  terms,  and  asks  if  they  come 
within  tho  regulations  as  to  keeping.  His  list,  is  as  follows: 
Lobelia  and  stramonium  (powder,  loaves,  tincture  syrup, 
•>tc.) ;  ol.  carbol.  (1-20)  ;  conium.  tinct.  and  extract,  succus,  etc. ; 
jaborandi,  tinct.;  oolchicum,  vinum  and  tinct.;  pruni  virg., 
syrup,  tinct.,  infusum;  ipecac,  vinum.  aocluin,  troch.,  etc.; 
hyoscyamus,  tinct.,  and  scmina  and  succus;  hyd.  bisulph.  ; 
rroch.chlorodyni  ;  cantharides  (for  blister) ;  zinc,  sulphate,  sul- 
phocarbolate,  etc. ;  and  sodium-phenate  solution.  LOf  tho  fore- 
going carbolic  oil  and  cantharides  are  tho  only  substances 
specifically  included  in  tho  Schedule,  and  must  be  kept  in  one 
of  tho  three  methods  prescribed  by  Regulation  2.  Tho  follow- 
ing aro  not  specifically  included  in  the  Schedule,  but  tho  term* 
of  tho  "all  preparations  or  admixtures"  entry  cover  them, 
and  consequently  all  traders  covered  by  Section  3  of  tho  now 
Act  would  bo  wiso  in  keeping  Ihem  according  to  the  regula- 
tions: Tr.  stramonii.  ext.  conii,  tr.  conii,  succus  hyoscyami, 
tr".  hyoscyami,  tr.  jaborandi,  and  troch.  chlorodyni  (if  they 
■contain  morphine).  Lobelia,  stramonium,  jaborandi,  colchi- 
aira,  black  prune  bark,  ipecacuanha,  henbane,  mercury 
bisulphate,  the  zinc  salts  and  carbol ates  are  not  scheduled  or 
are  not  covered  by  tho  terms  of  the  Schedule.  In  respect 
+0  the  six  drugs  named  in  the  last  sentence  certain  prepara- 
tions may  henceforth  be  regarded  as  legal  poisons  on  account 
of  tho  "all  preparations"  entries.  Tho  preparations  of 
stramonium  and  henbane  come  within  this  category,  as  they 
•contain  atropine  in  small  quantity  ami  other  mydriatic  alka- 
loids included  in  the  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  entry; 
similarly  jaborandi  preparations  aro  included  as  containing 
pilocarpine,  there  is  definite  evidence  of  a  poisonous  alkaloid 
in  lobelia,  and  galenical  preparations  of  colchicum  and 
ipecacuanha  should  not  lx>  treated  as  poisons.  Black  pruno 
bark  preparations  can  only  bo  regarded  as  coming  within  the 
Schedule  on  account  of  tho  prussic  acid  supposed  to  bo  in 
-(hem,  but  hero  the  principle  "  do  minimis  non  curat  lex  " 
applies.  Some  anomalies  and  inconsistencies  are  inevitable  in 
applying  new  provisions  in  tho  first,  instance,  but  in  regard  to 
-drugs  and  their  preparations  which  have  not  hitherto  been 
"legal  poisons,  and  to  which  it  is  doubtful  if  the  new  ternu> 
apply,  it  i*  desirable  to  go  on  as  before.] 

Ajax  (251/3). — You  are  quite  entitled  to  use  tho  title  phar- 
macist on  your  labels  in  the  manner  you  propose;  in  fact, 
yon  meet  the  views  of  the  small  circle  of  extremists  who  have 
started  the  impression  that  a  pharmacist  can  only  use  his 
title  with  his  baptismal  name,  and  not  with  his  trading- 
'.lame. 

.4.  F.  7?.  (252/35).— See  reply  to  "Nondescript."  March  20. 
p.  474,  and  "  Interested."  Get  a  copy  of  our  Poisons  Schedule

East  Anglian  (241/72). — You  are  entitled  in  tho  circum- 
stances to  get  the  full  amount  of  the  account  duo.  but  not 
the  interest,  unless  the  trustees  agree  to  pay  the  latter. 

Danger  (246/43). — (1)  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  say  when 
"tho  dc  minimis  non  eurat  lex  point  is  reached  with  can- 
•rharides-preparations ;  moreover,  it  is  a  moot  point  how  that 
will  apply,  for  the  specific  entry  of  tinctures  and  all  liquid 
•vesicating  preparations,  taken  with  the  new  entry  covering 
all  preparations  or  admixtures,  suggests  a  forensic  question, 
on©  answer  to  which  is  that  liquid  preparations  of  cantharides 
•which  aro  not  vesicating  aro  outside  tho  schedule,  and  the 
ither  that  all  preparations  containing  cantharides  aro  sche- 
duled poisons.  In  the  meantime  wo  suggest  that  the  latter 
answer  indicates  the  safe  lino  of  practice.  (2)  Wo  cannot  say 
what  quantity  of  tr.  hyoscyami  in  a  proprietary  article  should 
"be  labelled  "  Poison."  It  contains  poisonous  vegetable  alka- 
loids, and  magistrates  and  judges,  asked  to  lay  down  the 
<le  minimis  non  curat  lex.  would  take  many  circumstances  into 
'onsideration,  whereas  you  give  us  only  a  ireneral  proposi- 
tion. (3)  Newbcry's  catalogue  contains  indications  of  pro- 
prietaries which  aro  labelled  "  Poison.'"  (4)  Conium-juice 
will  probably  be  regarded  as  a  scheduled  poison. 

H.  S.  E.  (249/67).— A  drug-store  keeper  is  not  compelled 
by  law  to  have  apothecaries'  weights  and  measures. 

Rex  (247/28).— As  to  chemists"  branches  read  the  letters  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  Registrar  in  the  C.  <k  I).,  March  6.  p.  379. 


Tho  Hoard  of  Inland  Revenue  have  shown  no  signs  of  prose- 
cuting unqualified  persons  for  selling  tinctures;  they  appear 
to  bo  content  with  saying  that  it  is  illegal. 

Photo  (248/13). — The  schedules  annexed  to  tho  Solicitors 
Remuneration  Act,  1881,  provide  that  the  solicitor  for  it 
vendor  of  properly  for  1.200/.  is;  entitled  to  lx-  paid  17/.  for 
deducing  the  title,  perusing  and  completing  the  conveyance. 
Tho  solicitor  would  also  bo  entitled  to  charge  for  preparing 
the  particulars  of  sale,  etc.,  and  attending  the  auction  in 
addition  to  the  17/.  You  would  lie  well  advised  to  agrco  to 
a  lump  sum  with  the  solicitor  for  the  whole  job. 

\V.  II.  (247/11)  is  in  business  as  a  chemist  in  a  street  of 
a  certain  town  where  the  Corporation  traction-engine  ha* 
been  doing  some  work  in  the  early  morning.  One  result 
has  been  that  the  vibration  produced  by  the  engine  has 
thrown  many  bottles  off  "  W.  11. "s"  shelves.  ;Has  he  any 
remedy?  [We  think  that  the  court  would  hold,  thut  there 
was  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation,  and  that 
they  would  bo  liablo  for  any  damage  done  by  tho  traction- 
engine,  which,  when  lieing  driven  quickly  creates  so  much 
vibration  that  things  aro  broken  in  subscriber's  sliop,  as' 
the  damago  coitfil  be  obviated  by  the  moderate  drivine  of 
tho  engine.  "  W.  IT."'  had  better  consult  a  local  solicitor, 
and  the  corporation  upon  being  written  to  by  him  will 
probably  see  that  tho  nuisance  is  abated.] 

//.  11.  (243/27). —  (1)  "A,"  a  qualified  chemist,  some  years 
ago  took  an  unqualified  partner.  "  B,"  who  subsequently 
took  over  the  whole  business.  "B"  carries  on  the  business 
as  a  drug-store,  and  does  not  sell  poisons.  Will  "  B," 
after  April  1,  have  to  cease  the  use  of  labels  bearing  "  A's" 
name  and  the  words  "  dispensing  chemist"  on  proprietaries, 
glycerin,  cod-liver  oil.  and  other  packed  goods?  [Yes.]  (2) 
An  unqualified  drug-storekeeper  buys  till  his  packed  goods 
from  a  relation  who  is  a  chemist,  and  thus  nearly  all  the 
stuff  ho  sends  out.  bears  tho  word  "chemist."  Will  ho  be 
in  any  danger  of  being  accused  of  using  the  titlo?  [Yes.] 

Tenant  (243/56).— Tho  Town  Tenants  Act  (Ireland)  nro- 
vides  for  compensation  to  be  paid  to  a  tenant  who  makes 
improvement  in  his  holding  which  add  to  the  letting  value, 
of  tho  holding,  and  wo  aro  of  opinion  that  the  koeping  in 
repair  of  tho  roof  of  premises  pursuant  to  tho  terms  of  the 
lease  is  not  an  improvement  entitling  you  to  compensation 
under  the  Act. 

//.  (251  /69).--Tho  purposes  for  which  tincture  of  opium 
is  to  be  used-have  no  effect  in  modifying  the  conditions  upon 
which  it  is  sold,  and  an  unqualified  man  who  sells  it  as  an 
ingredient  in  a  cattle  drink  is  liable  to  prosecution  under 
Section  15  of  tho  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.

Precious  Stones  (Cape  Town)  (187/67).— Testing  Precious 
Stones. — Tho  method  to  which  you  refer  is  0113  for  taking 
the  specific  gravity  of  tho  precious  stone,  and  consists  in 
placing  the  stone  in  a  heavy  liquid  of  known  specific  gravity, 
and  noting  the  position  which  it  takes  up.  There  are  a 
number  of  theso  liquids  in  use.  Sonstadt's  solution  (saturated 
solution  of  potassio-mercuric  iodirle)  can  be  prepared  to  have 
a  density  of  3.18  at  15°  C.  Substitutes  for  this  ore  solution  of 
cadmium  bero-tungstate,  from  which  a  liquid  of  tho  sp.  gr. 
of  5.55  at  75'J  C.  can  be  made,  or  by  adding  water  3.23  at 
15°  C.  Methylene  iodido  is  also  used,  it  having  a  density  of 
3.32  at  15°  C,  which  may  be  lowered  by  the  addition  of 
toluene  or  raised  by  saturating  it  with  iodoform  or  iodine. 
For  a  density  above  3.4  the  double  nitrate  of  thallium  and 
silver  may  bo  used.  This  is  made  by  melting  together 
150  grams  of  crystallised  commercial  thallium  nitrate  and 
64  grams  of  silver  nitrate  with  a  little  water,  and  heating 
the  mixture  with  constant  stirring  until  the  temperature  of 
70J  C.  is  reached.  It  is  possible  thus  to  obtain  a  liquid  which 
at  75°  C.  has  a  density  of  4.5,  but  this  is  l.ot  r.eeded  iu 
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practice.  You  will  thus  see  that  there  is  no  limit  to  the  number 
of  solutions  that  can  be  prepared  for  testing  purposes,  but 
it  is  found  in  practice  six  heavy  liquids  are  employed : 
(a)  Thallium  and  silver  nitrate  solution,  sp.  gr.  4.5,  maintained 
at  a  temperature  well  above  its  fusing-point ;  (6),  (r),  (d) 
solutions  of  the  same  salt  of  sp.  gr.  4.1,  3.9,  and  3.5  ;  (e)  cad- 
mium boro-tungstate  solution,  sp.  gr.  3.28  at  15°  C,  or  methy- 
lene iodide  slightly  diluted  with  toluene  ;  (/)  cadmium  boro- 
tungstate  solution,  sp.  gr.  2.67,  or  methylene  iodide  adjusted 
to  the  same  sp.  gr.  The  stone  to  be  determined  is  first  placed 
in  solution  a,  in  which  all  stones  but  red,  dull-green,  puoe, 
yellow,  white  and  brown  zircons  will  float.  After  removal 
from  a,  washing  with  hot  water  and  wiping  dry,  the  stones 
which  floated  are  placed  in  b,  where  almandines,  spessartite, 
and  golden  zircons  sink.  In  solution  c,  the  ruby,  sapphire, 
or  one  of  the  other  varieties  of  corundum  or  possibly  a  green 
zircon  sink.  If,  however,  the  stone  floats  in  c,  it  may  be  in 
one  of  the  following  groups;  the  stones  mentioned  6ink  in 
the  test-liquids : 

d,  Diamond,  topaz,  spinel,  chrysoberyl,  alexandrite, 
pyrope,  demantoid. 

f,  Jadeite,  diopside,  peridot,  chrysolite. 

/,  Beryl,  emerald,  turquoise,  phenakite,  jade,  tourmalin©, 
*podumene. 

Opal,  moonstone,  lapis-lazuli,  iolite,  and  amethyst  float  in  /. 
Besides  the  density  test  the  behaviour  of  the  stone  when 
examined  with  the  dichroiscope  (pleochroism)  and  hardness 
are  other  physical  tests.  The  methods  are  further. facilitated 
by  classifying  according  to  colours.

In  regard  to 
proprietary  sheep-dips,  weed-killers,  and  horticultural 
specialities,  the  advertisements  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
and  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  should  be  con- 
sulted. 

Fidclis  (224/45)  wants  information  regarding  the  most  suit- 
able vehicle  for  paint  for  rubber  tyres;  grey,  white,  and 
cream  are  the  colours  required.  "  Fidelis  "  would  also  like  to 
know  if  the  usual  pigments  are  injurious  to  the  rubber. 
Ordinary  paint  comes  off  after  a  little  while,  and  exposes 
the  patches  on  repaired  tyres. 

Phthisis  (241/61).— Corn-oil  is  expressed  from  the  seed  of 
Zca  Mays,  Indian  corn.  It  is  a  golden-yellow  oil.  It  is 
also  known  as  maize  oil  or  Indian  corn  oil.  It  can  be  had 
from  most  wholesale  druggists. 

A.  F.  C.  (246/24).—  Essence  of  Cinnamon.— This  is  made  of 
the  strength  of  1  of  the  oil  in  10  of  rectified  spirit,  but  in 
some  cases  part  of  the  spirit  is  replaced  with  tincture  of 
cinnamon.  The  essence  is  much  in  repute  as  a  preventive 
and  cure  of  influenza  and  colds. 

C.  W.  P.  (239/11).— Taking  up  Optics. — Procure  a  copy  of 
"The  Chemist-Optician  "  (C.  <(■  D.  Office,  4s.),  and  if  after 
reading  that  you  require  further  information  on  any  points 
we  shall  be  pleased  to  reply  to  your  requests. 

Borax  (237/28).— Non-poisonous  Nit-ointment.— See  C.  <f- 
D.,  March  13,  p.  442. 

J.  B.  H.  (234/39). — Powder  for  Lice  in  Cattle. — This  is 
simply  black  sulphur.  As  you  say,  it  is  quite  harmless  to- 
cattle. 

,S'.  W.  T.  (245/71).— Bath-powders.— The  basis  of  these  is 
crystal  sodium  carbonate  (Crescent  brand).  In  perfuming 
this  bear  in  mind  that  essential  oils  alter  in  odour  after  pro- 
longed contact  with  alkaline  salts.  For  this  reason  ionone, 
coumarin,  terpineol,  and  synthetic  neroli  are  generally  used. 

Enamel  (240/64). — Hardening  Solution  for  gelatino- 
chloride  prints. — A  mixture  of  formalin  1  oz.  and  water  10  oz. 
requires  the  prints  immersing  in  it  for  five  minutes;  1  in  2C 
takes  fifteen  minutes  to  act. 

F.  J.  F.  (225/47).— The  liquid  used  in  sugar-boiling  to  nre 
vent  the  sugar  going  hard  does  not  yield  satisfactory  analy- 
tical results.  Possibly  the  solution  is  stale.  We  get  indica- 
tions of  acetic  acid  and  orange-flower  water,  but  there  is  no 
glycerin  present. 

Tincture  (232/68). — Blue-black  Writing-ink. — The  follow- 
ing gives  an  ink  resembling  your  sample  : 

Soluble  blue  T  or  indigo-carmine  ,~j. 

Distilled  water    3vj--x- 

Dissolve. 

A  good  recipe  for  this  ink,  made  from  tannin  and  iron,  was 
given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  January  26,  1907,  p.  160. 

A.  W.  P.  (245/16). — Bad-leg  Lotion. — The  ingredients  of 
this  are  liquor  plumbi  subaoetatis  (1),  tinctura  lavandula? 
composita  (1),  spiritus  methylatus  (12),  and  aqua  (6).  The 
figures  in  parentheses  are  the  approximate  proportions. 

Inky  (224/17). — Paraphenylendiamine  Hair-dyes. — These 
dyes  often  cause  symptoms  of  poisoning,  which,  according 
to  Blau  (C.  <0  IX,  January  26,  1907,  p.  161),  is  due  to  the  age 
of  the  solution  and  the  deposition  of  the  Bandrowski  base. 
The  salt  is  dissolved  in  a  medium  consisting  of  10-per-cent. 
alcohol  containing  60  grains  of  sodium  sulphite  in  each 
ounce.  The  amount  of  paraphenylendiamine  used  varies  from 
30  to  60  grains  per  oz.  according  to  the  tint  required. 
The  sodium  sulphite  is  intended  to  keep  the  solution  from 
decomposing.  Pyrogallol  solution,  which  is  used  in  a  similar 
way,  does  not  give  rise  to  the  poisoning-symptoms  referred  to 
above. 

Druggist  (231/29). — The  headache-powder  is  a  mixture  oS 
antifebrin  and  caffeine  citrate.  The  most  suitable  propor- 
tion is  5  grains  of  the  former  and  1  grain  of  the  caffeine 
salt. 

F.  W.  T.  P.  (241/66).— To  Dress  Moleskins  stretch  the 
skins  by  pegging  them  fur-side  downwards  on  a  board,  and 
then  apply  daily  a  powder  (or  strong  solution)  of  alum  and 
sal  ammoniac.  This  is  continued  for  a  week  or  so,  and  the 
skin  further  smoothed  with  pumice.  If  the  finished  skins  are 
not  pliable  enough,  sponge  them  with  a  saturated  solution 
of  sal  ammoniac,  and  finally  rub  with  bran.  The  use  of 
arsenical  paste  in  this  connection  is  not  now  considereci 
necessary. 

Ignoramus  (242/27). — Verbena  oil  or  citronella  oil  would 
cover  the  smell  of  carbolic  acid  in  an  ointment,  but  their 
presence  may  be  otherwise  objectionable.
